NORTH SIDERS ARE HEARD 





MAKE THEIR WANTS KNOWN TO 
THE RAPID TRANSIT COMMISSION. 


The Manhattan Railway Company 
Fails to Tell When It Will Obey 
the Law—Mayor Strong Declares 
He Will Not Sanction East Side 
Extensions Above the Harlem if 
the Bronx and Fordham Are to be 


the Limits. 


The Manhattan Railway Company, as THE 
New-York Times predicted it would do, 
neatly evaded yesterday the necessity of 
telling the north siders, as Mr. Sage prom- 
ised, on what date it will cease violating the 


law and run continuous trains on the east 
side across the Harlem River. 

The Rapid Transit Commissioners held 
their meeting, and the plans for extended 
rapid transit already submitted by Messrs. 
Gould and Sage were fully discussed. Julien 
T.. Davies, attorney of the company, pre- 
sented the plans, but said blandly that he 
could only act within the letter of his brief, 
and ‘he had no instructions other than to 
submit the routes. Neither Mr. Sage nor 
Mr. Gould was present. 

The north siders, of whom a large and de- 
termined delegation was present, declined 
to be put off in this amiable manner. Tax 
Commissioner James H. Wells, who acted as 
the spokesman of the North Side Board of 
Trade, made an eloquent appeal to Alex- 
ander E. Orr, Chairman of the commission. 
Having first expressed his general dissatis- 
faction with the plans submitted by Mr. 
Gould, Mr. Wells said: 

“We shall object to the Manhattan Rail- 
way building one inch of new construction 
until it complies with the law. Chapter 
743 of the Laws of 1894 is being daily vio- 
lated by that company in a way that would 
make a stranger imagine that a corporation 
in this city is above the law, and only indi- 
viduals are liable. 

“Why should this company be allowed to 
go on from year to year violating this law 
when a private citizen has to pay the pen- 
alty? Mr. Chairman, this state of things 
is outrageous, and we ask you—” 

“ But we are not here for that purpose,” 
interrupted Mr. Orr. 

* But you are, Sir,” insisted Mr. Wells. 
“You are here to refuse to the Manhattan 


Company these privileges of new construc- 
tion until it complies with the law. You 
have that power, and we ask you to give 
no concessions to the company until it com- 
Plies with the law.”’ 

*“*I know,” said Mr. Orr, “‘ that the Mayor 
and the Controller are friendly to your sug- 
gestion, and you ought to appeal to the 
Mayor. We have not the right—” 

“But you have the right to deny further 
concessions,”’ said Mr. Wells. 

*‘Gonfine your remarks to the subject un- 
der discussion, please,’”’ said Mr. Orr. ‘‘ We 
cannot say to the Manhattan Company: 
* We won't make you any concessions unless 
you run continuous trains.’ I am in sympa- 
thy with you, bui—” 

“ We thank you much for that, Sir,” re- 
turned Mr. Wells. ‘“‘ We are gradually get- 
ting light on this matter and I am grateful 
for your opinion.”’ 

The matter ended in this unsatisfactory 
manner for the north siders, but there 
were plenty of side shots fired at the Man- 
hattan Railway Company during the rest of 
the session. 

The meeting began at 3 o’clock. The Come 
missioners present were Alexander E. Orr, 
William Steinway, H. B. Claflin, and John 
Inman. Of the delegation from the North 
Side Board of Trade were ex-Judge Ernest 
Hall, ex-Civil Justice J. C. Julius Langbein, 
James L. Wells, Henry A. Gumbleton, 
School Comuinissioner J. A. Goulden, Louis 
Risse, and Secretary Angle. 

There was a long wait to see if Mr. Gould 
or Mr. Sage was coming, and then Mr. Orr 
called the meeting to order. The room 
Was crowded to the doors with members 
of the North Side Board of Trade, and of 
the Taxpayers’ Alliance of the Twenty- 
third Ward. 

“We are here,” began Mr. Orr, “at the 
request of the Manhattan Railway Com- 

any, and I understand that Mr. Julien T. 

Javies will present to us the proposition of 
the Manhattan Company.” 

Mr. Davies read Mr. Gould’s formal letter 
transmitting the proposition, 

“This application,” Mr. Davies said, 
“lays before the commission the general 
routes. We suggest routes and ask for 
leave to put down express train tracks on 
@ large part of our railways. It is an ef- 
fort on behalf of the company to meet the 
present demand for rapid transit. This ap- 
plication is confined to the main, simple 
issue of routes without reference to any- 
thing else.” 

The plans are almost identical with those 

blished at length in THz New-YorRK 

MEs on June 5. 

“Does Mr. Gould’s application state in 
what time these roads are to be built?” 
asked Commissioner Inman. 

584 No, Sir,” replied Mr. Davies; ‘““for sim- 
plicity’s sake all such matters were left

ere was laughter at this ingenuous 
Feply. 

Mr. Davies, on behalf of the company, 
asked permission to build four’ tracks 
through the Boulevard, and three tracks on 
all other lines; to lay two additional tracks 
on the Bowery line between Chatham 
Square and Sixth Street, one on each side; 
to lay one additional track throughout the 
entire length of Third Avenue; one addi- 
tional track on the Second Avenue line 
from Chatham Square to One Hundred and 
Twenty-ninth Street; another track on the 
City Hall spur, and on the Sixth Avenue 
Iine a third track between Fourteenth 
Street and West Third Street. 

Mayor Strong came into the room at this 
point and was applauded by the north 
siders. 

“TI apprehend,” continued Mr. Davies, 
“that my clients are not in a position to 
make suggestions on all points. They have 
addressed themselves to routes aloné, and 
they desire to meet the difficulties of rapid 
transit with due regard to ordinary econ- 
omy.” 

Mr. Steinway wanted to know whether the 
east side extensions above the Harlem 
River were limited in Mr. Gould’s applica- 
tion to the Bronx River and to Fordham. 
The north siders pressed forward to the 
railing to catch what Mr. Davies would say. 

**J—er—I don’t want to say anything more 
on that subject at all,” he stammered, amid 
general laughter and cries of ‘*Oh, oh!” 
*I have no further instructions on that 
point from my clients.’’ 
. “I merely ask for 
marked Mr. Steinway. 
. Mr. Davies was pressed a good deal for an 
@nswer on this point, but he said that he 
Gould say nothing further on the subject 
unless under instructions from his clients. 
The north siders openly displayed their dis- 
appointment, and the Mayor left his seat 
and advanced to the front of the railing. 

“‘I decline,’”” he said, “‘ to sanction the ex- 
tension of the Manhattan Railway unless 
that extension is made beyond the Bronx 
River, to Westchester Park, and from 
Fordham to the city line. The company 
said to me that it would undertake to do 
this, and unless it does so I cease to take 
any interest in the scheme.” 

Cheers greeted the Mayor’s emphatic re- 
marks, and Mr. Steinway said to Mr. 
Davies: 

“Would the company agree at some rea- 
sonable time to extend the east side lines 
into the north side region, which is so 
rapidly filling up?” 

“*I think I should be very cautious—” be- 
gan Mr. Davies. 

“We must be equally Mr. 
Steinway retorted. 

“If the Commissioners will put me in pos- 
session of all their views on this question 
I will submit them to my clients and ob- 
tain an answer,’’ Mr. Davies finished. 

Mr. Orr said that if the commission could 
entertain the pro plans, with the 
knowledge that certain modifications might 
be made, it would at least be a step in the 
right direction. 

“TI understand,” he said, “‘ that the May- 
or says he would reguire the extension on 
the east side to go to the city lines?”’ 

“Yes,” said the Mayor. 

“But not immediately?” asked Mr, Orr. 

**It must be made a condition,’”’ said the 
Mayor, quietly, and the room rang with 
 gpplause.

“is an indication of the intense interest 
the people in the Twenty-third and en- 
ty-fourth Wards take with regard to this 
important subject of rapid transit. We 
have left our offices and come out in these 
numbers because we believe it is the most 
important public improvement that you can 
give to that section of the city. 

“We are not satisfied with the applica- 
tion submitted to-day, decidedly not. Yet, 
in justice to the company, we are glad it 
has presented some plan, for it shows there 
is some enlightenment in its mind that peo- 
ple do live across the Harlem River. _— 

“The objection we make is that these 
routes have been laid out where the peo- 
ple don’t live. We are not here to advocate 
any special line. We come from all sections 
of the great north side and we want all 
sections of the city beyond the Harlem Riy- 
er to be treated fairly and honestly in this 
matter. 

“So far as the old section of Harlem is 
concerned—that annexed in 1875—we believe 
that the routes laid out some years ago are 
substantially the ,correct lines of travel, 
where the great bulk of the future popula- 
tion will be. We do not ask you to build 
on those lines, but we ask that they may 
be taken into consideration. 

“We ask for a line from One Hundred 
and Fifty-fifth Street and Eighth Avenue 
up the Jerome valley, or some route near 
by. We ask for a line from Tremont to 
Fordham, to Bedford Park, to William’s 
Bridge, and thence to Wakefield and the 
city line. The termination of a road at 
Bronx River would be in Watson’s swamp, 
where there is no population at all, 

“We are not here for ‘ simplicity’s sake,’ 
as Mr. Davies is, and we want you to take 
into consideration the whole district. 

*““ We know our rights, and, knowing, dare 
maintain them. We believe the proper so- 
lution of the rapid-transit question is to 
begin at the north side and work south; 
not begin south and stop at the Harlem 
River for lack of money.”’ Mr. Wells then 
attacked the Manhattan Railway Company 
for its open violation of the law as de- 
scribed. Continuing, he said: ‘“*We are 
here to approve the Mayor’s plan. He 
knows what we want, because he has been 
up among us to see.” 

“‘Sufnose,”’ said Mr. Claflin, “the com- 
pany was to lay out its plans satisfactorily, 
would the north side adopt them if no def- 
inite time for completing them were 
stated?’”’ 

**No! No! No!” came from all over the 
room, Mr. Wells’s voice leading the chorus. 

Mr. Wells thought five years was a rea- 
sonable time. 

School Commissioner James A. Goulden 
who spoke next in similar vein, dropped 
~ — bombshell among his listeners when 

e said: 

“T have reason to know capital will not 
be lacking. One hundred million dollars 
are ready to give the people above and be- 
low the Harlem River what they want, 
unless the Manhattan Company will be rea- 
sonable.”’ 

‘““We should be very glad if you would 
bring forward those capitalists,’’ remarked 
Mr. Orr. 

“We will, if you will give them encour- 
agement,”’ said Mr. Goulden. 

“We certainly will give them encourage- 
ment,’’ replied Mr. Orr. ‘ 

Ex-Judge James R. Angel was heard in 
favor of the proposed routes. He said the 
majority of people forgot that it was not 
their money that was going to build the 
roads. 

There will be another open meeting of 
the Rapid Transit Commission Thursday, 
June 18, at 3 o’clock, at which the discus- 
sion will be continued and concluded. 





MR. DU BIGNON’S DEFEAT, 


Worsted in His Fight for Sound Moncy 
in Georgia, 


SAVANNAIL, Ga., June 11.—Flem G. du Big- 
non takes very philosophically the defeat 
in his race for the Senate, which he has 
just suffered in the gold campaign in this 
State, As he was making the race before 
the people for the Senatorship, his defeat 
means the failure of his most cherished 
hopes. 

The fight was an unusual and an unwill- 
ing one. It was forced upon him by Mr. 
Crisp, his opponent, who felt confident of 
success because of the present Populistic 


craze for free silver among the rank and 
file of the ~Democrats. The Legislature 
might not have proved so frantic for silver 
after the Nationai Conventions had swept 
away some of the delusions that now befog 
the judgment of the politicians. Mr. Crisp, 
therefore, wished to make his race before 
the people in the very height of their mid- 
summer madness. Mr. du Bignon wished 
the merits of all candidates judged by the 
legaily constituted forum, the State Legis- 
lature, where a judgment might be arrived 
at entirely uninfluenced by popular excite- 
ment or by popular prejudice. 

Although only 50 counties out 137 acted, 
the result is overwhelmingly decisive. 
There is no chance for gold or gold men at 
present in Georgia. Mr. Turner, who its the 
ablest member of the Georgia delegation in 
both houses of Congress, by making a 
strenuous fight from the beginning of the 
heresy, has alone succeeded in holding his 
district for gold. Judge Lawson, the next 
ablest public man of the State, lost his 
district by more than two tu one. 

Mr. du Bignon deserves the honor and 
gratitude not only of the gold wing of his 
party, but of the entire party, because he 
has made a courageous stand for the best 
principles of Democracy and fought hero- 
ically, if unsuccessfully, against the hu- 
miliating and fatal surrender to Populism. 
He is perhaps the ablest as well as the 
most prominent of the young Democrats of 
this State, and the equal of any man of his 
years in either of the great parties. He 
has a praiseworthy ambition to serve his 
people in some position of honor and trust. 
When the silver craze has passed and the 
Democracy returns to the principles far 
which it fought successfully against Repub- 
licanism, Mr. du Bignon will be call to 
lead his party in Georgia. 

If a sound-money policy can be adopted 
at Chicago there will yet be a good chance 
for him in his candidacy before the Legis- 
lature. If silver carries the day he will not 
make the race, but will await the time 
when he can again represent the highest 
principles of Democracy. 





Saved by Notebook and Watch. 


LARCHMONT, N. Y., June 11.—L. B. Tomp- 
kins, proprietor of a café near the New-York, 
New-Haven and Hartford Railroad Station, was 
twice shot last night at 11 o’clock during a 
brawl in the barroom. The force of one bullet 


was checked by a notebook in an upper pocket 
of his waistcoat, so that it merely bruised the 
skin. A second bullet struck a watch that 
Tompkins had in a lower pocket of his waist- 
coat. Tompkins shot his opponent, George 
Palmer, five times. The wounds are not con- 
sidered tatal. According to Tompkins’s story, 
Palmer and Charles Collins of Mamaroneck en- 
tered the barroom and tried to pick a quarrel. 
Palmer, it is alleged, finally struck Tompkins in 
the face, and the fight with revolvers followed. 
Palmer and Collins were arrested and sent to 
‘the White Plains Jail. 





Harvard Students Fined. 


Boston, June 11.—Three Harvard students, 
who were arrested in Cambridge last night dur- 
ing the riotous demonstration attending the cele- 


bration of Harvard’s victory over Princeton yes- 
terday afternoon, were arraigned in the Cam- 
bridge Police Court this morning. Clay Stone 
Briggs, a special student, who belongs in Gal- 
veston, Texas, was charged with firing off a re- 
volver; and was fined $15. Arthur C. Pilling of 
Washington, D. C., and G. H. Dorr of Orange, 
N. J, wére charged with assaulting policemen, 
and were fined $50 each. The fines of the three 
boys were paid by their fellow students. 





Controller Fitch May Not Accept. 


Controller Fitch is still undecided as to whether 
he can legally accept his appointment as a 
Greater New-York Commissioner, and he will 
send a letter to Gov. Morton stating that his 
acceptance Is delayed on that account. The point 
is, whether his acceptance of the appointment 
would be a violation of the provision of the Con- 
.solidation act prohibiting city officials from hold- 
ing an office of trust, honor, and emolument 
under the State or Nation. The Controller is 
having the question considered very carefully. 





Seth Low as Arbitrator.

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NEARLY ONE HUNDRED PERISH IN A 
BROADWAY FIRE, 


Property of American Horse Exchange 
Destroyed, with a Loss of $225,000 
—Great Crowds Make a Scene of 
Disorder—Piteous Plight of the 
Animals Which Were in the 
Burning Building—Those in the 
Street Add Much to the Confusion. 


The American Horse Exchange, which 
occupied the greater part of the block 
bounded by Broadway, Seventh Avenue, 
Fiftieth, and Fifty-first Streets, was de- 
stroyed by fire last night. Nearly 100 
horses perished in the flames, and about 


100 vehicles, many of them fancy carriages, 
were burned up. The fire started about 
8 o’clock, and in less than three hours, 
according to the estimate of the police, 
property worth $225,000 was destroyed. 

The Exchange extended along Fiftieth 
Street and covered about three-quarters 
of the block. It surrounded a court 100 feet 
square, on each side of which there was 
a depth of structure of about twenty-five 
feet, three stories high on three sides and 
two stories high on Fiftieth Street. The 
first floor on Broadway was occupied by 
the offices of dealers. On the second floor 
on Broadway were the offices of the ex- 
change, and on the inner side part of each 
floor was devoted to saddlery. 

Besides’ offices on the second floor of the 
Broadway front, there were special stalls 
at the Fiftieth Street corner for valuable 
horses. Most of the remaining Broadway 
section was filled with carriages. Along 
the Fiftieth Street and Seventh Avenue 
sides there were horses on each floor, the 
upper stories on Seventh Avenue and Fif- 
tieth Street containing principally hay and 
feed. The gourt was covered over at the 
top story. 

There had been a sale of horses going 
on for two days, and the animals in the 
stables were owned by dealers not only in 
all parts of the city, but by many in Vir- 
ginia and Kentucky. 

On the discovery of fire, the stable hands, 
twenty-five in number, set about releasing 
the norses. Before the firemen were sum- 
moned the flames had gained such headway 
that the building was already doomed. 

Each of the 187 box stalls was occupied, 
and there were many more horses besides, 
for which special stabling had been ar- 
ranged. The exact number is not known. 
It was over 200. 

A man rushed up and told two employes 
of the stables sitting in a doorway at the 
Seventh Avenue side that there was fire in 


the building. Arthur Cavanagh, one of 
them, investigated and found that a volume 
of smoke was issuing from the second story 
on the Fiftieth Street side into the court. 
He notified Superintendent H. G. Stevens, 
who was sitting in his office, and all hands 
got to work to open the stall gates. Some 
little time elapsed before an alarm was 
sent in. 

The stable gang was reinforced by police- 
men, the stable force of the Broadway 
and Seventh Avenue line car stables, across 
the way on Seventh Avenue, and also by 
many persons drawn to the scene by 
curiosity. The fire, sweeping along the 
hay lofts, burst out through the roof of the 
court, sending up great tongues of flame 
and filling the place with smoke, The 
horses were seized with fright, and, as-the 
gates of their stalls were released, rushed 
headlong about the place, neighing and 
snorting. Some of them, reaching the in- 
clined planes by which the court is reached, 
plunged headlong to the bootom, where they 
were blocked by crowds of men who had 
lost their heads. 

Battalion Chief Gicquel, the first of the 
department to arrive, found the streets 
blocked by-crowds and strings of cars 
reaching for blocks on Broadway and Sev- 
enth Avenue. Conductors, drivers, and 
gripmen and throngs of passengers aug- 
mented the gathering. Coach horses, freed 
from the building, were running about wild 
in Fiftieth Street, swaying the crowds 
hither and thither as they pranced and 
plunged. 

Police reserves had been called out from 
the Twenty-second Precinct by this time, 
and that force was being rapidly tncreased 
by platoons of reserves from neighboring 
precincts. Chief Jicquel immediately rang 
a third alarm, which brought Deputy Chief 
Reilly, who sent in a fourth alarm, bringing 
in all to the first fourteen engines, four 
trucks, Water Towers Nos. 2 and 8, and 
five battalion chiefs. 

Out of chaos came order {2 the crowds 
which were held back by double fire lines, 
but pandemonium sstill reigned in the 
stables, where, at the risk of their own 
lives, police, firemen, and stablemen labored 
to drive the horses from the raging furnace. 

Smoke and flames so filled the court that 
it was nearly impossible to reach the main 
exit on Broadway, and resort was had to 
the minor exits in Fiftieth Street. The fire 
had spread to every part of the building, 
and the leaping flames cast a lurid glare 
through the smoke that filled adjacent 
streets. 

The noise of the terrified animals caged 
within could be heard above the roar of the 
fire and the din about the scene. The 
crazed animals could be seen through the 
upper windows dashing blindly about in 
their terror. One horse, which had reached 
the court, rushed through the café at the 
Broadway corner, where the stablemen 
take their meals. A gang of firemen lost 
considerable time trying to pry out a door 
on the Fiftieth Street side, which, after 
awhile, they discovered was a sliding door. 
It. was slid open without difficulty, but, as 
it was some distance above the street, a 
dry goods box was placed before it as an 
intermediate atep. One horse broke 
through it and fell on a stableman named 
Baker, breaking his leg. 

One stableman, James Weil, fell with a 
horse he was driving out through a balcony 
surrounding the first story. Neither was 
crippled by the fall. Two other stablemen 
were said to have fallen at the same time. 
The supports of the balcony had by that 
time burned away. 

It was reported about 9:30 that two boys 
had been lost. They were James Reilly of 
332 West Forty-seventh Street and James 
Lyons of 456 West Forty-seventh Street. 
They went into the stable with two brothers 
named Godey of: 317 West Forty-seventh 
Street, who subsequently said that they had 
lost them, and they thought they had not 
got out. The Godey boys, named William 
and Paul, escaped by jumping one story to 
the ground. any of the stable hands re- 
sorted to the same method to effect their 
escape. 

It was subsequently. learned that Police- 
man Thompson of the West Forty-seventh 
Street Station and Detective Barrett of the 
Central Office rescued Lyons and Reilly, 
who were found overcome with smoke, and 
had to be carried out. 

Private Lewis of the Insurance Patrol 
reported that, while standing at the south- 
east corner of the building, he saw a man 
in shirt sleeves through a window of the 
second floor, The man suddenly disap- 
peared. He feared he must have been lost. 
The police do not believe that any person 
was burned to death. 

Before an hour had elapsed from the tims 
the fire started about half of the horses had 
been taken out of the building. Not a sign 
of life remained within the walls, if there 
may be excepted a lone rat, which lon 
after 10 o’clock appeared on a windowsi 
of the first floor and remained there, ap- 
parently as much afraid of the crowd as 
of the flames. * 

A westerly wind drove flying sparks over 
the stables of the Broadway and Seventh 
Avenue car line and excited fears that 
they too would catch fire, but due caution 
prevented this. 

Yhe building to the north, extending along 
Fifty-first Street from Broadway to Sev- 
enth Avenue, was damaged to the extent of 
about $5,000. It is owned by Daniel Dull 
and occupied by the Jacobson Manufactur- 
ing Company and the Upright Cycle’ Com- 


pany. 

The exchange was owned by a Gompany 
of which W. K.. Vanderbilt is President. 
Col. William Jay is Chairman of the Board 
of Directors, George Peabody Wetmore 
General Manager Frank Ware Treasurer, 
and W. G. Grand auctioncer. The lice 
estimated the damages as follows:

me of the losers, many of whom had 
offices in the stables, gave estimatés of 
their losses and of others, as follows: 

Strauss & Hexter, twenty-five horses, 
valued at $15,000; Mabrick & Hudson, three 
horses, valued at $1,800; Thomas J. Gordan, 
twenty horses, $20,000; James B. Deyo, 
Jackson, Mich., twenty horses, $18,000; 
Isaac Strauss, ten horses, $6,000; John Proc- 
tor, five horses, $3,000; T. Mullen, four 
horses, $2,400; James Watson, three horses, 
$1,800; John Tichnor, Chicago, ten horses, 
$6,000; John Bradley, Kentucky, twenty 
horses, $12,000. 

None of these horses could be found after 
the fire. It is supposed that they were 
burned. Among other gentlemen who had 
stock in the building, but who accounted 
for the majority of their stock, were Myrick 
& Hutchinson, 10 horses; John Spratley, 
Lewis Paresett, 15 horses; Nicholas House- 
man, 10 horses; W. C. Bree 10 horses; 
J. B. Sheldon, 5 horses; J. F, Gibson, 9 
norses, and H. J. Stevens, 12 horses. 

A sale of horses Wednesday included 
many owned by Stephen B. Elkins. Some 
of these still in the stable were lost. 
William C. Whitney purchased seven coach 
horses yesterday afternoon at $1,000 each.

THE FARMERS FOR GOLD. 





Minnesota Democrats Sound on the 
Currency Question. 


St. Pau.t, June 11.—The Democrats of 
Minnesota did a most unexpected thing to- 
day by declaring emphatically for gold 
when a count of noses last night seemed to 
indicate that the declaration would be for 
free silver. 

The Committe on Resolutions made two 
reports, one declaring for gold and the 
other for the free coinage of silver at 16 to 
1, the latter being the minority report. 
The 112 delegates from Minneapolis and the 


386 from Duluth voted solidly for silver, 
but in spite of this the gold men won by a 
vote of 440 to 323. 

The victory was a signal one for Na- 
tional Committeeman Michael Doran, who 
has given his attention to the delegates for 
several weeks. 

The platform warmly indorses the Ad- 
ministration of President Cleveland, reit- 
erates the party’s position on the tariff, 
and thus declares on the money question: 

We are unqualifiedly in favor of 
the present gold standard of value. 

We favor the use of both gold and 
silver as money, and believe our 
Government should coin and keep in 
circulation, vs a part of the circu- 
lating medium, as large an amount of 
silver as czn be employed without 
destroying or threatening to destroy 
the existing parity of value between 
the unit in gold and the unit in sil- 
ver. 

We oppose the free coinage of silver 
by our Government at the ratio of 16 
to 1 without co-operation on the part 
of the other commercial nations of 
the world. 

The dclegates at large are as follows: P. 
B. Winston, Minneapolis; Daniel W. Law- 
ler, St. Paul; Logan Brackenridge, Roch- 
ester; Chauncey R. Baxter, Fergus Falls. 





A REVOLT AGAINST BOIES, 


Two Democrats Pledging Themselves 
Against Free Silver, 


BURLINGTON, Iowa, June 11.—There is a 
bolt against Boies and free silver among 
the .leaders of the sound-money Demo- 
crats. Such prominent men and old-time 
Democrats as President Baldwin of the St. 
Louis, Keokuk and Northwestern Railway, 
Senator T. G. Harper, Cashier J. J. Plem- 
ing of the National State Bank, and a dazen 
others of the very inner circle of Demoé- 
racy in Southeastern Iowa are the origin- 
ators. The pledge reads: 

The undersigned Democrats hereby form an 
assoviation to be known as the Democratic 
Sound-Money Club. We pledge ourselves that 
at the coming general election we will not vote 
for any candidate for President or member of 
Congress who is not known to be opposed to 
the free and unlimited coinage of silver at the 
ratio of 16 to 1 under the present conditions, and 
regardless of the adopted value of silver. Such 
a silver policy, if adapted, would reduce our 
currency at once to the single silver standard, 
and involve the business of the country in gen- 
eral disaster. No party considerations whatever 
can induce us to support it. 

The pledge will be circulated not only in 
lowa but in. other Western States. 


A Whitney Delegate, 


WATERBURY, Conn., June 11.—William 
Kennedy of Naugatuck, who yesterday was 
elected district delegate to the National 
Democratic Convention, states this evening 
that he favors the nomination of William C. 
Whitney. He also announces that while he 
favors a gold standard he would be satis- 
fied with the Democratic currency declara- 
tion of four years ago. 





SUDDEN DEATH OF MISS COUSENS. 


Coroner Hoeber Will Summon the 
Singer’s Physician Before Him. 


Miss Leonora Cousens, the contralto of 
the Verdi Quartet, which has been en- 
gaged with ‘“‘ The Sunshine of Paradise Al- 
ley’"’ company at the Fourteenth Street 
Theatre, died suddenly Wednesday morning 
at her boarding place, 44 West Twenty-sev- 


enth Street. 
Her death was reported to the Board of 


Health by Dr. Anna C. R. Stevens of 247 
West Forty-second Street as being due to 
angina pectoris. The board was not satisfied 
with the death certificate and referred the 
ease to the Coroner’s office. Coroner’s 
Physician Schultze made an autopsy on the 
body yesterday in the presence of ex-Health 
Officer Jenkins and Dr. William E. Cuff of 
249 West Thirty-sixth Street and reported 
that death was due to an operation. Coro- 
ner Hoeber will summon Dr. Stevens and 
others before him to-day and make an in- 
vestigation into the young woman’s death. 

Miss Cousens appeared at the theatre 
Tuesday night, and on going home com- 
lained of pains near her heart. When she 

came ill yesterday Dr. Stevens ap- 
eared at the house, although it is not 
ore who sent for her. It is said that she 
has been treating the woman for a month 
for fatty degeneration of the heart. 

Miss Cousens’s death was announced to 
the other members of the quartet while 
they were waiting to take part in the 
matinée. Miss Marie Blanchard, the man- 
aging members of the tuartet said last 
night: ‘‘ The sudden death of Miss Cousens 
has almost prostrated us. She was the 
favorite member of the quartet, and had 
been a member of it for a year and a half.” 

Miss Cousens was twenty-five years old 
and was born in Newton Centre, Mass., 
where her father is a wealthy and infiu- 
ential citizen. She studied for the operatic 
stage, and had_ successfully appeared 
abroad in the roéle of Azucena in “Il 
rrovatore.” As a member of the “ Robin 
Hood” company she had alternated with 
Miss Jessie Bartlett Davis in the part of 
Allan a’ Dale.

Course of the National Committee Stirs 
His Bile. 





DENOUNCES If AS OUTRAGEOUS 





In All His Life He Says He Never Has 
Known of Such High-Handed 


Political Unfairness, 


WILL NOT TAMELY SUBMIT TO IT 


Hanna Hears of His Threats with 


Perfect Equanimity—He Does Not 


Fear the New-York Boss. 


St. Louis, June 11.—Thomas C. Platt, full 
of fight, arrived on the scene to-night, and 
for the first time in two days the dele- 
gates and members of the National Com- 
mittee have something to talk about except 
the preponderance of the McKinley senti- 
ment. 

Mr. Platt had not been in town an hour 
before it became known that he had his 
war paint on. His arrival was unheralded. 
Accompanied by Charles W. Hackett, Chair- 
man of the New-York State Republican 
Committee; Representative B. B. Odell, Jr., 
of Newburg, and Field Marshal ‘“ Lou” 
Payn, he appeared at the desk at the South- 
ern Hotel about 7 o’clock, registered, and 
was assigned to Room 178, on the second 
floor. Several Republicans of prominence 
in the West and South were standing near, 
but they did not notice the great man, 
possibly because they did not know him. 
Some newspaper men were the first to greet 
him, and then National Committeeman Fes- 
senden of Connecticut grasped him by the 
hand, and expressed his pleasure at see- 
ing him. 

Mr. Platt looked careworn, which may be 
attributed to his long and wearisome jour- 
ney. After he had removed the stains of 
travel, he descended t6 the dining room 
with Messrs. Hackett, Ode, and Capt. 


Reuben L, Fox. As they passed the head- 
quarters ‘of the New-York delegation Mr. 
Fox directed the attention of Mr. Platt to 
the lavish display of bunting on the walls 
and to the picture of Gov. Morton which 
hung at the head of the room. Mr. Platt 
smiled, but did not tarry. He speht nearly 
an hour at dinner, and then retired to his 
room. 

Some of his trusty agents in the mean- 
time had gathered all the information 
available concerning the performances of 
the National Committee with regard to the 
contested seat cases. Mr. Platt heard their 
reports and waxed very wroth. He was 
particularly incensed when he discovered 
that the McKinley men already had placed 
their idol in nomination, and were consid- 
ering whether it would be advisable to give 
Morton the second place on the ticket. 

Mr. Platt had just finished hearing the 
report of the day’s work of the National 
Committee when a correspondent of THE 
NEw-YorK TIMES called upon him. It was 
evident that he was very angry. In reply 
to a question as to his intentions, he said 
that he had been on the ground too short a 
time to formulate a plan of action. On the 
heels of this statement he declared that 
Morton still was in the fight. 

“We shall do all in our power to ad- 
vance the candidacy of Gov. Morton,’ he 
said. ‘‘ We do not regard his case as hope- 
less by any means. From all that I can 
gather the National Committee has been 
carrying things here with a high hand. 

‘In all my political career I never heard 
of such performances as this committee has 
been guilty ef. The only question which 
appears to have had weight in the proceed- 
ings before the committee was whether 
the contestants were for or against Mc- 
Kinley. All other considerations were set 
aside. 

“We shall endeavor to see whether such 
arbitrary and unfair methods will be in- 
dorsed by a Republican Convexrtion. 

“You may rest assured that the conven- 
tion will be called upon to say whether 
delegates are to be debarred from partici- 
pation in ‘tthe proceedings because they did 
not come to St. Louis under pledge to Mc- 
Kinley. 

“It seems to me that the proceedings of 
the committee constitute a confession of 
the weakness of the whole McKinley move- 
ment. : 

“If the McKinley leaders are confident 
that the convention will indorse their man, 
why are they so determined to stifle all 
opposition to him?”’ 

Mr. Platt ordinarily does not talk with 
such freedom, and his utterances, therefore, 
may be taken as the best of evidence that 
he has his fighting clothes on. 

Several men who are in his confidence 
said to a correspondent of Tue New-York 
Times that there was no doubt that the 


New-York Republican boss was in earnest 
in his intention to traverse the work of the 
committee, and that some exciting scenes 
might be looked for when the convention 
took up the question of the contested seats. 

When asked if it was likely that Morton 
would ge a nomination as Vice Presi- 
dent, Mr. Piatt assumed a look of dis-

Presidency,”’ he replied. ‘* The Presidential 
nomination is what I am interested in.’’ 

Members of the National Committee who 
have been told of Mr. Platt’s declaration 
regarding their actions profess to he indif- 
ferent as to what he may undertake.

A. Sutherland of Rochester, who 
single-handed has opposed the programme 
of the Hanna crowd, had a long talk with 
Platt to-night and presumably received 
some instructions regarding the contests 
which are to be taken up to-morrow and 
Saturday.

SOUND MONEY THE DEMAND. 


Gold Standard, Mr. Morgan Believes, 
Would Help Financial Situation. 


J. Pierpont Morgan denarted from his 
habitual reticence on political subjects yes- 
terday and gave utterance to a few spirited 
remarks with regard to the kind of plat- 
form that ought to be adopted by the Re- 
publican National Convention at St. Louis. 

“It should be a sound-money platform, 
with no compromise and no straddle, but 
out and out for gold,” said Mr. Morgan. 
‘“*Buropean investers are watching the 
Situation here closely. They will not invest 
in American securities until they know in 
what kind of money we propose to pay our 
debits. A single gold standard is the only 
basis for sound money. 

“If the Republican National Convention 
adopts an honest sound-money platform 


and nominates a man who can stand on 
such a platform, I believe that the effect on 
the financial situation will be beneficial. 
With all doubts as to the soundness and 
stability of our currency removed, Euro- 
pean Capitalists will buy our securities. .If 
such, doubts are not removed, the foreign 
investor will let our securities alone.”

NEWARK, N. J., June 11.—Lewis Bloomer, 
a middle-aged man of Maiden Lane, called 
at Police Headquarters yesterday to have 
a warrant issued for the arrest of a woman 
who he claimed slapped him in the face_.on 
Broad Street Tuesday night. Judge Mott 
refused to issue the warrant, and Bloomer 
went away very indignant.

COLORADO SprRINGs, Col., June 11.—An ex- 
tensive forest fire is prevailing on the 
northwestern slopes of Pike’s Peak, near 
Timberline... The smoke rises a mile high, 
and, mingling with the rainclouds forming 
over the peak, its broad column is livid with 
the glare of the sea of fire fiercely: burning 
in the pine tops.. Strong winds are stirring 
the column and driving the fire across 
abysses to new material. The damage can- 
not well be estimated. Evidently several 
square miles will be burned over. 

The mountains just now are full of pros- 

ectors, and doubtless some of these are 

n jeopardy, but, fortunately, no extensive 
camp is near the fire. The greatest dam- 
age may be in the effect the destruction of 
the forest will have upon irrigation. The 
spectacle is most imposing.

A Quick Run to Australia. 


WASHINGTON, June 11.—The Naval Hydro- 
graphic Office has been informed of a remarkably 
quick passage made by a sailing vessel—the Brit- 
ish bark Belmont—between New-York and Syd- 
ney, Australia.

This expectation continued until yesterday 
afternoon. Part of it is entertained yet, 
During the day Senator Lodge, who had 
maintained that the Indiana deliverance 
was to be the basis, at least, of the finan- 
cial plank of the ccnvention, and that 
Senator Proctor approved that plank, tele- 
graphed here a sharp remonstrance, ad- 
vising a rally for a gold standard and pro- 
testing against Proctor as permanent Chair- 
man.

Proctor Gracefully Hetires. 

Mr. Crane, the Massachusetts member of 
the National Committee, soon made known 
to Senator Proctor the feeling of oppo.

the election of Mr. Proctor at such a price, 
and the dissatisfaction with the Indiana 
plank on money. Mr. Proctor about that 
time began to have doubts about his desire 
to be permanent Chairman.

several men available. He had presided 
over the last Republican Convention that 
named a winning candidate, in 1888. A su- 
perstitious veneration for luck possibiy 
had something to do with the preferment 
of Thurston. The Nebraska Senator was 
not so shy about the prospect as Senator 
Proctor had been. When he was asked if 
he was to be permanent Chairman, he 
went as far as he could go before the 
convention has voted when he _ replied: 
“There has been some talk about it.” 


Wanted—A Financial Plank. 


Guardian Hanna has tested the feeling 
of the Republicans with a good deal of suc- 
cess, and yet has not fully committed him- 
self or his candidate to a form of financial 
utterance. He managed to have the Ohio 
“straddle” plank brought to notice here 
first. It met with immediate loca! scorn 
and rejection. The Southern men, leaders 
and delegates, who, verbally at least, are 
gold-standard men, insisted that it would 
not do. ‘ Visitors to the room of Mr. Hanna 
were_ interested when Mr. Hanna stopped 
smoking his cigar, pulled out a copy of the 
Indiana money plank, and wanted to know 
how “ something like that will do?’’

Little Talk of Bolting. 


While the silver men are expecting to 
be defeated and maintain a consistent po- 
sition by asserting that a gold-standard 
platform will elect a silver Democrat Presi- 
dent, they continue to be formally loyal 
and to insist that they will not bolt the 
convention or the ticket. Several silver 
men, among them Col. Trumbo of Utah and 
De Young of California, and perhaps Chair- 
man Carter also, have suggested that if 
the platform is not to recognize silver, it 
shall be unequivocally for a gold standard. 
A gold-standard platform and candidate, 
will take the silver States, 
and perhaps Illinois, Indiana, and Ohio 
from the Republicans, but it will hold the 
last, and possibly Maryland and Kentucky, 
and so give the Republicans a chance to 
Scratch through. None of the Indiana, 
Ohio, or Illinois Republicans will admit 
that a silver candidate can run in those 
States against McKinley. Cyrus Leland, 
Jr., member of the National Committee 
from Kansas, declares for gold, and insists 
that Kansas will give a gold-standard plat- 
form and candidate 50,000 majority. 


Allison’s Boom Disappearing. 


That old Allison boom paraded in National 
Republican Conventions for, lo! these many 
years promises to amount to as little in 
1896 as it has ever amounted to before. Mr. 
Allison, up to this time, has been fortunate 
in not having a Manley to manage or mis- 
manage his affairs. There has not been any 
manifestation yet for Allison more con- 
spicuous than Clarkson’s prosinwiens and 
Allison buttons. The predictions, like others 
uttered by Clarkson, will soon be forgotten, 
and the buttons could be substituted for 
McKinley badges or Buckeye buttonhole or- 
naments without attracting special atten- 
tion. To wither and blow away has been 
s0 often the part of the Allison boom that 
any other ending of it would be as novel 
and startling as the utterance by Allison of 
a decided opinion upon any controverted 
question. 


Platt Almost Ignored. 

Very little talk has been heard here about 
the possible attitude in the convention of 
Mr. T. C. Platt. Such remarks as have 
come out of the Ohio headquarters touching 
the New-York “boss” have breathed a 


good deal of indifference, not to say con- 
tempt, for anything he may say or do in 
opposition to any course that the rest of 
the States agree to follow. The expectation 
is indulged in that the Empirite will event- 
ually fall in with the rest of the States, 
help to adopt the platform, and to elect 
the candidate.

Sound-Money Men May Unite the Op- 
position and Defeat the Ohioan,

Str. Louis, June 11.—McKinley is not to be 
hominated without a struggle. 

Twenty-four hours have so changed the 
positions on the political chessboard that 
there is still a fighting chance for the field 
against McKinley. 

The stumbling block in the road of the 
Ohio candidate is the financial plank of the 
platform. The differences of delegates on 
this point are as wide as the continent, and, 
at present, seem irreconcilable. The West- 
ern delegates maintain their adherence to 
silver with a frankness that in former gath- 
erings of the party would have been pun- 
ished as political heresy. The other half 
of the country is represented by sound- 
money advocates, who will listen to no 
suggestion of any other platform declara- 

on. 

This issue, even in these ante-convention 
days, has ranged the delegates into twe 
camps. The men from Maine and the far 
Kast still uphold the banner for Reed, 
while those from Iowa, supported by scat- 
tering delegates from the middle West, de- 
clare themselves for Allison. Quay will, of 
course, receive nearly the full support of 
Pennsylvania, and Morton is assured of all 
but four of the New-York votes. Bradley 
has not been sidetracked by the allurement 
of the Vice Presidency. So many tables 
have been compiled showing that McKin- 
ley will or will not be nominated cn the 
irst ballot that they are valueless. 

The monetary plank of the platform will, 
in all prébability, determine the nomination 
for or against the leader. The arrival of 
Thomas C. Platt gave encouragement and 
impetus to the opposition. He is not -in 
sympathy with the silver wing of the 
arty, and, it is thought, will be the rally- 
ng point for a combined opposition. There 
Is no hint that other than an honorable 
fight will be made against McKinley, but 
political exigencies as presented here de- 
mand the ailiance of all opposition for a 
guccessful struggle against the McKinley 
aVaianche.

RULE OR BOLT. 


Silver Men Wil! Not Support a Gold- 
Standard Candidate. 


Sr. Lovts,- Mo., June 11.—There was’ to 
have been a conference to-night of the free- 
silver Republicans, but it was postponed 
until to-morrow, when it is expected that 
Senators Teller and Dubois will be here. 
Teller is recognized as the head and front 
of the silver movement in the party, and 
his advice will carry much weight in the 
ante-convention meetings of the friends of 
the white metal. A prominent silver man 
said to-night that in all probability a series 
of resolutions outlining the position of the 
Silverites would be issued... This man said 


that he did not expect to see the silver Re- 
publicans bolt the convention. 

“The chances are,” he said, “that our 
people, with possibly a few exceptions, will 
remain in the convention and take part in 
the proceedings. 1 have no expectation that 
a financial plank which the friends of silver 
could accept will be adopted. I have told 
Mr. Hanna that a ‘straddle’ will not avail 
the sound-money people anything. The Re- 
publicans of the West will be satisfied with 
nothing less than an out-and-out declara- 
tion for free silver, so that a ‘straddle’ 
would not only alienate them, but would be 
the means of driving away a great many 
Eastern votes. In all probability the efforts 
now being made to induce the MeKinley 
leaders to draft a strong financial plank will 
be successful. In that event, the silver 
men will not support the ticket. Their op- 
position is likely to take different forms, 
unless the conference to be held when Mr. 
Teller and some of the other silver Sen- 
ators reach St. Louis shall hit upon a plan 
which shall commend itself to the judgment 
of the Republicans of the _ ultra-silver 
States. In Utah, for instance, the Repub- 
licans are very apt to refuse to name Presi- 
dential Electors if the Democrats nominate 
a free-silver candidate. Such action would, 
of course, amount to an indorsement of the 
National Democratic ticket. 

“It ig altogether likely that Senator Tel- 
ler will be nominated for President, either 
at Chicago or at a convention of silver men 
called for-some time in July or August. Of 
course, our people would prefer to vote for 
Teller rather than for a Democrat. Teller 
is understood to be in. favor of bolting the 
convention here, if silver is not recog- 
nized, and may do so. If his action is not 
followed by other silver Republicans, it 
will not be because they are satisfied with 
existing conditions. They will not be de- 
barred from working for a silver candidate 
if they retain their seats. Personally, I 
Bhall use mv influence to induce Hanna, 
who is the boss of this gathering, to favor 
a strong declaration in favor of the gold 
standard. This is no time for playing upon 
words. The silver men are ready to make 
their fight.” 

- Col. Isaac Trumbo, National Committee- 
man and delegate at large from Utah, is 
authority for the statement that the silver 
men so far on the ground have mapped out 


_ & programme. 


If they shall be defeated in the conven- 
tion they will not walk out, but after the 
close of the convention they will bolt the 
nomination. 

“Our plan,” said Col. Trumbo, ‘is sim- 
ple. We will remain in the convention and 
take part in the proceedings to the end. 
Then if we are beaten we will join with 
the silver men of the West and nominate 
Henry M. Teller of Colorado for President.” 


S{ZING UP THE “ BAR’LS.” 


The Largest One with the Loosest 
Bung Can Have Second Place. 


Sr. Lovrs, June 11.—Since Mr. Manley 
announced that in no circumstances would 
Mr. Reed accept second place on the ticket, 
gossip has been busy with many. names 
ior Vice,President, that of Mr, Morton be- 
ing foremost. It is understood that Mc- 
Kinley would be glad to have the Governor 
as a running mate, and the fact that Mr. 

has interests in Washington and 
that his family is known to like the life 
Qhere is beimg used as an argument in 
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case it shall be offered him. Another 
‘argument which carries weight in quarters 
vhere the main ee is lost sight of re- 
lates to the Govemhor’s well-known ‘Miberal- 
ity. The Republicans coneede that the cam- 
paign is to be expensive. particularly if the 
issue is to be one of sound money. While 
the office of Vice President is largely honor- 
ary, the candidate, if he be a rich man, has 
opportunities to endear himself to the cam- 
paign managers, and these opportunities are 
not ignored in the present. gossip. For 
reasons which seemed. good to the Repub- 
licane bosses four years ago, Mr. Morton 
was not renominated at Minneapolis. It is 
rot believed here that the slight put upon 


him at that time in the selection of White- 
ae Reid has prejudiced him against the 
office. 

There has been persistent mention.of the 
name.of Garret A. Hobart, National Com- 
mitteeman from New-Jersey, for second 
place, and many delegates assume that 
he will be selected. Mr, Hobart has been 
asked. for his opinion on this important 
subject, and he is apparently willing. It is 
Lolteworthy that in the gossip concernin 
him the fact. that he is ricn has been force 
to the front persistently, thus showing that 
the average Republican expects the occu- 
pant of the second place on the ticket to 
be rich, if nothing else. One delegate, in 
canvassing the chances of -the different 
versons named for the place, said to- 
day that, while Mr. Hobart. unques- 
tlonably could command a good deal of 
money, he was not noted for his liberality 
in politics, and that if the Republicans 
nominated him they would not be able to 
“bleed” him. This is interesting jn that 
it carries out the idea that. the candidate 
for Vice President on the Republican ticket 
ought to have a “ bar’l.”’ 

M. H. De Young of The San Francisco 
Chronicle has announced his willingness to 
accept second place in case the honor shall 
be offered to him. He is credited in an in- 
terview to-day with the assertion that he 
could have been nominated for Vice Presi- 
dent at Minneapolis four years ago-if he 
had not refused to have his name presented. 
The reason he gives for declining the honor 
then is that he was too much incensed over 
the refusal of the convention to nominate 
Blaine for President. He says that he pre- 
dicted the defeat of the Republican ticket 
and is very glad that he was not Harrison’s 
running mate. The mention of De Young’s 
name now is due to the belief of some ‘of 
the Republicans that the West ought to be 
pacified, if possible. Although De Young is 
for silver, he has declared that he will not 
bolt the party, no matter what may be the 
outcome of the convention. Those who ad- 
vocate his nomination think the silver Re- 
publicans of California would support the 
ticket if his name was upon it, even though 
the platform declared for sound money. De 
Young, who unquestionably knows that the 
convention will not throw much of a sop to 
silver, probably entertains this idea. 

H. Clay Evans of Tennessee is here; and 
he is coming in for considerable mention in 
connection with the Vice Presidency. He is 
a cheerful person. He has a historical rec- 
ord as a “ counted out” candidate, and he 
comes from a State that the Republicans 
hope to capture from the Democracy. As 
he is an outspoken gold-standard man, his 
nomination would not serve the purpose of 
placating any Western men. The idea of 
pacification may yet influénce the conven- 
tion to choose McKinley’s mate from the 
far West, thus avoiding a division of the 
party in New-York and putting upon Mc- 
Kinley the whole burden of carrying the 
East, while the pride of silver States may 
be enlisted by the selection of a silver man 
from one of the States in which a bolt is 
feared. 

Most of the talk about Gov: Morton, Dr. 
Depew, J. Sloat Fassett, or Warner Miller 
for Vice President that has been printed 
here manifestly is due to the grasping after 
subjects to write about in the absence of 
real news about anything except the atti- 
tude of the delegates who are here on the 
all-absorbing financial issue. The fact that 
Platt and Fassett have disagreed since Fas- 
sett was made a candidate for Governor 
and afterward the temporary Chairman of 
the Minneapolis Convention, appears to 
count for little, and the status of Warner 
Miller evidently is not at all understood by 
those who mention him as McKinley’s pos- 
sible partner on the ticket of 1896. 





THE McALPIN BOOM, 


Hard Werk Being Done by Friends 
Who Want Him on the Ticket, 


St. Lovis, June 11.—The boom for Gen. 
Edwin A. McAlpin for the Vice Presidency 
will be launched formally Saturday with 
the arrival of the New-York delegation. 
The white buttons bearing the names of the 
two “Macs” are becoming significantly 
numerous in the corridor of the Southern 
Hotel, and with the arrival of each member 
of the Republican National League another 
is added. 

Several McAlpin workers are already on 
the ground. They are doing hard work 
for their choice. W. G. Edens, State crgan- 
izer for the Republican League of Illinois, is 
conspicuous among them, : 

“Gen. McAlIpin will go into the conven- 
tion wth 397 votes for sécond place,’’ he 
said, ‘‘If the members of the league, of 
which Mr. McAlpin is National President, 
hang together. This we fully expect. This 
is only sixty-five votes short of a major- 
ity, and we have assurances, which, if 
carried out, will place McAlpin on the 
ticket with McKinley. 

“Gen. McAlpin, besides the league’s 
strength, has the support of both the Platt 
and anti-Platt strength in New-York. He 
is Gov. Morton’s staff Adjutant General, 
and besides being rich himself, will, if 
nominated, command the Morton financial 
strength.”

Kinley was never more apparent than 
when they undertook to secure seats in 
the convention in opposition to the wishes 
of the McKinley leaders, “The anti-Mc- 
Kinley movement in the, committee has 
gone to pieces,’ this member said. “It did 
not amount to much in the beginning, but 
if it had been’ managed right some con- 
cessions might have been made to it, for 
every one knows that Mark Hanna, who is 
the ‘boss’ here, believes in the value of 
‘deals.’ Sutherland was the only man 
to take the part of the contestants who 
were supposed to favor some other candi- 
date than Morton, and atheve> he has 
net succeeded in weakening McKinley, he 
has gained the respect of many committee- 
men, who admire consistency and nerve.”’ 


All in MecKinley’s Interest. 


Sutherland must have known when he at- 
tended the first meeting of the committee 
at the Southern Hotel that the McKinley 
crowd proposed to run things to suit them- 
selves. When he looked around for help 
in his crusade against the majority he dis- 
covered that all the men who previously 
had expressed a determination to secure 
fair play for some of the contestants had 
concluded to climb upon the McKinley 
band wagon and let the contestants shift 
for themselves.

Hanna Severely Criticised. 


The connection of Mark Hanna with the 
work of the committee is the subject of 
much adverse criticism with delegates who 
have been “turned down.’’ Some of them 
say they talked with Hanna before the 


consideration of their cases by the com- 
mittee, and apparently made it clear to him 
thet their selection would be of benefit to 
the Ohio candidate. They have since 
learned that his influence was used against 
them. Hanna has taken pains to imaress 
upon the minds of his callers that he is 
not attempting to direct matters. His in- 
terest in the outcome-of the convention, he 
declares, is based entirely upon his desire 
to see McKinley nominated, and this desire 
is due to his conviction that with McKin- 
ley in the Executive chair the country will 
immediately enter upon a period of great 
Lyrae § Members of the National Com- 
mittee who have kept thelr eyes open since 
they came to St. Louis say, in the strict- 
est confidence that Hanna, despite his prn- 
fessions to the contrary, is running things 
according to his individual ideas, and that 
the other men who are regarded as leaders 
here are merely puppets in his hands. 
“Hanna is a very smooth individual,’’ 
one committeeman said this afternoon. 
“He is never in a hurry. and every man 
who approaches him is given an oppor- 
tunity to free his mind.

SEATING McKINLEY DELEGATES. 


The National Committee Doing Well 
for the Ohio Man, 


St. Louis, June 11.—The members of the 
National Committee were prompt in getting 
togethe* in the clubroom of the Southern 
Hotel at 10 o’clock this morntng for the 
purpose of resuming consideration of the 
numerous contests. 

A disposition to hasten this branch of its 
work. was manifested by the body, several 
members expressing the fear that, if the 
unabridged debates and discussions that 
marked the sessions of yesterday were to 
continue, the temporary roll would still be 
in abeyance when the convention should be 
ready for business on Tuesday morning. 


California Cases, 


Accordingly, when Congressman Hillborn 
of California asked for the postponement of 
the contest from the Third District of his 
State in consequence of the non-arrival cf 
some of the men and papers concerned, 
numerous objections were raised, and the 
option was given the Pacific coast represent- 
ative of going ahead or letting the case of 
his friends go by default. He chose the 
former alternative and made a ten minutes’ 


speech in support of the claims of C. M. 
Belshaw and W. B. Parker, whose seats are 
contested by Eli 8. Denison and A. A. Hock- 
heimer. Presidential proclivities did not 
enter into the contest, as both sets of dele- 
gates were instructed for McKinley by their 
respective conventions. The argument 
of the Congressman was involved and tech- 
nical, and Senator Thurston, Henry C. 
Payne, Powell Clayton, and others were 
compelled to keep up a running fire of ques- 
tions in order clearly to elicit the facts. 

Ex-Congressman A. C. Thompson of 
Ohio, who is appearing for all of the con- 
testees and contestants from every State 
who are under the wing of the McKinley 
leaders, presented the case of Denison and 
Hockheimer, taking the stand that the 
conventon by which they were elected was 
the only regular and properly constituted 
body, and that its action, so far as con- 
cerned the temporary ro:l, was final, and 
could be reviewed only by the Committee 
on Credentials selected by the National 
Convention. 

When the arguments were concluded it 
took the committee just five seconds to 
seat Mr. Denison and his colleague by a 
unanimous vote. 

Next on the special order was the Fourth 
California District. W. W. Montague and 
Samuel M, sa were the contestants 
against Joseph A. Spear and Henry I. Ko- 
wansky, claiming to be the regular dele- 
ates. -Mr. Shortridge, who is a brother. of 

ublisher Shortridge of The San Francisco 
Call, made a brisk. and vigorous presenta- 
tion of his case. Mr. Shortridge took the 
position that he and his colleagues were 
the regular delegates, selected at the reg- 
ular convention, and that properly they 
should be recognized as contestees instead 
of contestants. 

In thisecase also both sets of delegates 
were inStructed for McKinley, and ex-Con- 
gressman Thompson appeared for the 
claimants, 2 Mr. Shortridge’s opponents. 
After considerable debate on the part of 
the members of the committee, these latter 
—Spear and Kowansky—were seated, only 
two votes being recorded in the negative. 

This concluded the California cases. 

In the Third Alabama District, Samuel 8. 
Booth and John Harmon (colored) were 
seated, the contestants failing to put in an 
appearance. At this point Henry C. Payne 
of Wisconsin moved a reconsideration of 
the action in the Fourth Californfa District 
contest, in order that a roll call might be 
had. This was voted down, but Samuel Fes- 
senden of Connecticut challenged the judg- 
ment of the Chair, and a roll call was con- 
sequently forced by strategy. The vote was 
14 to 26, and the exclusion of Shortridge 
and others consequently was clinched by a 
majority of 12. 


The Kentucky Contests. 


Kentucky had the call for the next spe- 
cial order, but it was productive of but a 
single contest. This was in the Fifth Dis- 
trict, the seats of George D. Todd and 
Charles E. Sapp, instructed for McKinley, 
being ,challenged by E. J. Knoebel and J. 
W. Reedor, who, though not instructed, had 


declared themselves for Bradley. Hart 
Vance, a Louisville attorney, who stated the 
ease for the Challengers, contended that 
Todd and Sapp had been selected as the re- 
sult of .notorious fraud and ‘bribery. He 
represented, he said, the Republican major- 
ity that Bradley received for Governor last 
November, and, unless justice was done to 
his clients, there would be a loss of several 
thousand Republican votes in the district 
concerned. 

Ex-Congressman Thompson occupied but 
two minutes in his reply, but Committee- 
man Sutherland of New-York made an ap- 
peal in behalf of the Bradleyites that was 
vigorous and at times decidedly heated. 
The committee, however, had its mind made 
up, and Todd and Sapp were seated by 28 
t 


o 6. 

When the committee reassembled after 
lunch the Florida contests took precedence 
over the regular order. In this State the 
seats of four delegates at large and two 
each in the First and Second Districts were 
challenged. Those claiming to be the regu- 
lar delegates at large were National Com- 
mitteeman John G. Long, Joseph Lee, 
Emory F. Skinner, and L. W. Livingston, 
(colored,) all McKinleyites, while the con- 
testants were Edward . Gumby, Henry 
W. Chandler, Henry Chubb, and 8. H. Cole- 
man, all of whom had declared their em- 
phatic preference for Gov. Morton and his 
nomination. 

The case of the McKinley delegates set 
forth that the State Convention met at 
Tallahassee, March 4. It was composed of 
222 delegates. Gumby, Chandler, and 
Chubb, now og evey 2 delegates, were 
members of the State Central Committee, 
and joined with the other members of that 
committee in preparing the temporary roll 
of the convention. The temporary organi- 
zation was effected, and, pending the de- 
bate on a motion to adopt the report of the 
Committee on Credentials, and before any 
ruling had been made, by the Chair, or any 
action taken by the convention, Gumby and 
his associates, with about one-quarter of 
the delegates of the convention, bolted and 
neld a meeting in another hall, which pre- 
viously had been engaged for that pur- 
pose, the bolt having been deliberately con- 
templatel long before the State Convention 
met. In that bolting convention the con- 
testing: delegates claimed to have been 
elected. 

Col. Gumby of Tallahassee, in behalf. of 
himself and his associates, took the posi-

The first district case 
in which the be was the regularity of 
a delegation elected by a. convention held in 
a place other than that designated by the 
State Committee, was presented and @ 
with more feeling pro and con on the part 
of the committeemen than had marked any 
previous hearing, and by the close vote of 
23 to 20 M. S. White and James N. Mc- 
Coombs, supporters of Gov. Morton, were 
placed on the rojl over E, C. Weeks and 
Armstrong Pardee, (colored,) McKinleyites. 
The sesult was received with the first ap- 
plause of the day. 

When this case had been disposed of, be- 
lated papers in the Ninth Georgia District 
contest were ready for presentation. It 
was disposed of in short order, Andrew J. 
Spence and James B. Garton, instructed for 
McKinley, being placed on the roll over 
Thomas M. Blodgett and W. A. Smith, in- 
ees for Reed. The vote was unan- 
mous. 


Mississippi Cases Heard. 


The Georgia roll] having been amended 
and completed, the difficulties in Mississippi 
were the subject of ventilation, and the 
committee room and annex filled up rapidly. 
First in order was the contest between the 
rival delegations at large. Those claiming 
to be the regular delegates were James Hill, 


(colored,) John S. Burton, Albert M. Lea, 
and E. H. Lampton, (cdlored.) ‘These had 
McKinley preferences, as did also the con- 
testants, John R. Lynch, (colored,) William 
BE. Mollison, M. A. Montgomery, and F. W. 
Collins. 

Ex-Congressman Thompson, for the Mc- 
Kinley managers, presented the case of the 
delegation claiming to be regular. The con- 
troversy was shown to be the outcome of the 
old quarrel between the Hill and Lynch ele- 
ments, both being headed by colored men. 
These two factions of the Republican Party 
in Mississippi separated ‘n the vonvention 
of 1892, but afterward harmonized, Jiill hav- 
ing a majority of ten in the consolidated 
State Convention. That committee called 
the State Convention early in 1896. It was 
arranged that delegates to the State Con- 
vention should be admitted to the hall by 
tickets. Lynch objected to the use of 
tickets, and, refusing to accept them, failed 
to obtain admission to the hall, and or- 
ganized another convention. 

Of the 267 members of the State Conven- 
tion, 197 attended the convention held by 
the Hill faction, the remainder organizing 
and electing separate sets of delega*es. The 
Lynch people, however, had the advantage 
of having with them the Chairman of the 
State Committee, L. B. Moseley, who certi* 
fied the Lynch delegates as regularly 
elected. 

In his old-time vigorous and earnest style, 
Lynch presented the case of himself and his 
colleagues, claiming that, instead of re- 
fusing to accept tickets, they were denied to 
them, and were kept out of the meeting 
place by the police. M. A. Montgomery, an- 
other of the contestants, made a forcible 
argument, reinforced with two mammoth 
maps, showing tie relative strength of the 
two conventions, every colum of the maps 
— been sworn to before a notary pub- 
lie, 

Warning to a Colored Man, 


Committeeman James Hill (colored) then 
poured hot shot into Lynch and his follow- 
ing, and demanded a decision in favor of 
his delegation in the interest of the con- 
tinued maintenance of the Republican 
Party of Mississippi. In his concluding re- 
marks he indulged in personalities directed 
against State Chairman Moseley, and the 


latter, a white man of fine presence, rose 
excitedly and warned his colored brother to 
be careful of what he said. There was more 
excitement in a few minutes when Hill 
characterized statements made by Lynch 
as absolutely false, and declared the latter’s 
affidavit makers were liars. 

The committee finally tired of the squab- 
ble, and, while the contestants continued 
the controversy in the ante-rooms, the com- 
mittee, on motion of James H. Wilson of 
Delaware, proxy for National Committee- 
man Layton, seated the Hill delegates by 
@ unanimous vote. 

In the First Mississippi District, Dr. By- 
num, a distinguished-looking, gray-haired 
whtte Republican, who said that he had be- 
longed to the party ever since Grant dis- 
mounted at Appomattox, made a plea for 
himself and his associate, W. G. Parker, 
(colored,) who claimed to be the regular del- 
egates. Colored Committeeman Hill, 
flushed with victory of a few minutes be- 
fore, championed the cause of W. F. Elgin 
and Richard D, Littlejohn, (colored.) Hill’s 
friends were placed on the roll. Both sets 
of delegates favored McKinley. 

In the Second and Third Mississippi Dis- 
tricts McKinley’s friends were seated. 

There was a.genuine sensation in the 
committee meeting to-night. Senator Has- 
brouck of North Dakota, with the prelim- 
inary explanation that he did so at the re- 
quest of a number of members who were 
not present we the afternoon session, moved 
@ reconsideration of the vote by which the 
Morton delegates in the First Florida Dis- 
trict were seated. 

Gen. Hobart of New-Jersey seconded the 
motion. Fessenden of Connecticut uttered 
a few words of protest, which were 
drowned in cries of ‘“‘ Vote.’”’ The calling of 
the roll was commenced, and for a few mo- 
ments the yeas and mays were about equal. 
When New-York was reached, Committee- 
man Sutherland arose and stated that he 
declined to vote, He went on to say that 
upon the contest in question forty-three 
members had recorded their deliberate con- 
victions, a larger number than had been 
polled upon any other motion. It was worse 
than nonsense for any member to assert 
that he voted by mistake or misapprehen- 
sion. The lines had been closely drawn and 
the jssue clearly defined. 

“TIT desire to say here and now,” con- 
tinued Mr. Sutherland in an extremely 
dignified and serious tone and manner, 
“that if this resolution is adopted I shall 
no longer regard it ag necessary or desir- 
able to participate in the proceedings of 
this committee. Its doings will have be- 
come farcical, and I shall wash my hands 
of it and its proceedings. The course now 
proposed is revolutionary and without jus- 
tification, and it will prove destructive to 
the candidates of the Republican Party. I 
now withdraw my refusal to vote and 
vote ‘ No.’” 

There was a buzz of excitement as the 
speaker concluded. The roll call was re- 
sumed. When Ohio was reached Commit- 
eeman Hahn of Mansfield said with em- 
phasis that he saw no reason why the gen- 
tleman from New-York should withdraw 
from the committee. There were methods 
employed in New-York that were not open 
and above suspicion, as would be demon- 
strated when the contests from that State 
were reached, and if the committee was un- 
duly exercising its powers it was dceing 
nothing more than had been done in New- 
York time ani again. He intended to vote 
for reconsideration, and offered no apology 
for doing so. 

The roll call was completed without fur- 
ther interruption, and at its conclusion Sec- 
retary Burke annouficed the result as 19 for 
reconsideration to 18 against. 

Thereupon Mr. M. H. De Young of Cali- 
fornia asked that his vote be recorded in 
the negative, making it a tie. On this 
showing, Chairman Carter was about to de- 
clare the motion lost, when ex-Senator 
Carey of Wyoming, who had previously de- 
clined to vote, asked to be recorded in the 
negative. It was done, the vote was an- 
nounced as 20 to 19 against reconsideration, 
and there was an audible sigh of relief from 
all over the room as the incident ended. 


“Boss” Filley “ Turned Dowr.” 


The committee just before midnight de- 
cided to seat the, Kerens delegates in the 


Second Missouri District. This favors ex- 
Representative Franby, and it also prac- 
tically deposes ‘‘ Boss’’ Filley as a mem- 
ber of the National Committee. R. C. 
Kerens will undoubtedly succeed Filley. 





CHICAGO TO HAVE HEADQUARTERS, 


Hanna and McKinley Both Said to 
Favor the Change. 


St. Louis, June 11.—Chicago is making a 
very energetic effort to take away from 
New-York the headquarters of the Na- 
tional Committee. So far as has been 
learned, New-York will not strenuously 
oppose a desire to make Chicago ‘the base 
of operations. Republicans may suggest 
that such a change may have an effect 


upon the c¢fforts of Republicans to collect 
campaign funds in New-York, but the reply 
will be, if it is a candid reply, that the in- 
terests to be mg et to for contribution 
are not in New-York; that the‘local polit- 
ical atmosphere is hostile to the committee, 
and,that headquarters in Illinois may serve 
to break somewhat the force of any West- 
ern hostility to the party that may be 
aroused by its refusal to make concessions 
to the cause of free silver. 

‘““MeKinley will decide where the Na- 
tional headquarters is to go,’’ said John 
P. Tanner of Illinois to-day. ‘‘He will be 
in as absolute control of the new National 
Committee as he is of the one in sesgion 
now, and the vote of that committee shows 
how thoroughly he has it under control. I 
have received word from McKinley men 
that they are with us in this fight, even if 
we did ht them before the State Con- 
vention. If the men who are coming to us 

get the headquar- 
ters. I have been given to understand that 
Hanna is interested in Chicago, and that 
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as soon as he gets the. details of McKin- 
ley’s nomination fixed up he will declare 
himself. I am also told that McKinley 
himself has considered the matter and 
spoken in favor of Chicago. Some time 
ago it was said that Hanna wanted the 
headquarters located in Cleveland. I think 
he has changed his mind on that proposi- 
tion by this time. He has discovered that 
the Democrats are not dead, that the sil- 
ver men are sticking to their idea of bolt- 
ing, and that the nomination does not place 
McKinley in the White House. I think he 
will try to do everything in his power to 
strengthen the campaign, and that he 
thinks that one necessary move is to send 
the headquarters to Chicago.” 
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THE COLOR LINE ABOLISHED. 


Negro Delegates Find Bed and Board 
in a St. Louis Hotel. 


Str. Lovis, June 11.—The color line has 
been abolished here so far as the negro 
delegates to the convention are concerned. 
The hubbub raised over the refusal of the 
leading hotels to entertain colored delegates 
spurred the local Republicans to action and 
the hotel men surrendered. 

The ultimatum served upon the manager 
of the Southern Hotel yesterday by Nation- 
al Committeeman Crane of Massachusetts 
was the first blow against the boycotting 
of the negroes. The Massachusetts delega- 
tion’ includes two very respectable negroes, 
and Crane gave the hotel people to under- 
stand that unless they were received on an 
equality with the white members of the 
delegation, the Massachusetts crowd would 
be forced to look elsewhere for accommo- 
dations. Mr. Crane was assured that the 
colored men should be treated as well-as the 
whites. 

The result has been that the black dele- 
gates in large numbers and “tenits” in 
extraordinary throngs have swarmed in the 
halls of the Southern, and linger in groups 
about the doors of the National Committee 
meeting room. They are of the.usual con- 
vention type, there being a considerable 
showing of veteran delegates and many of 
the shrewdest negro politicians in the South. 
The Reed, the Allison, and the Morton 
pean a among them now is hardly discoy- 
erable. : 





THE HALL ARRANGEMENTS, 


Delegates to be Seated in the Cen- 
tre, Alternates on the Sides. 


St. Lovis, June 11.—Sergeant at Arms 
Byrnes and several of his assistants have 
decided upon the arrangement’ of the dele- 
gates in the convention hall. The delegates 
and alternates, of whom there are 924 
each, will be seated on * main floor, the 
delegates in the centre, 
alternates on each side, 

The delegates will be seated in three rows 
facing the speakers’ stand. North Carolina, 
North Dakota, and Alabama will be the 
delegations in front of the speakers’ plat- 
form. New-York will come second in the 
centre row, and Missouri will be almost ex- 
actly in the centre of the floor. The dele- 
gations will be arranged in the alphabeti- 
cal order of the various States, beginning 
with Alabama on the northwest side of the 
floor and running back to Kansas and then 
running from back to front of the middle 
row from Kentucky to North Carolina, and 
from front to back on the remaining row, 
ending with Wyoming. Kansas, Kentucky, 
and Wyoming are the furthest removed 
from the speakers’ stand. 

In round numbers there will be 11,000 
seats for spectators. They will be on all 
four sides in two continuous galleries, each 
consisting of eighteen tiers, and every seat 
will command a‘view of every part of the 
building. 

Every seat will be numbered, and tickets 
will be printed on a basis of fifteen sessions, 
three sessions a day for five days being the 
estimate, 





HEADQUARTERS NOT OPEN, 


The Convention a Tame Affair—Only 
One Band Heard. 


St. Louis, June 11.~Although many dele- 
gates have reached the city, the different 
headquarters have not yet been opened. 
and probably few of them will be in opera- 
tion before Saturday, at the earliest. The 
fact that McKinley is to walk away with 
the Presidential nomination without any- 
thing approaching a contest is disappoint- 
ing to many of the politicians, and there is 
not much disposition to spend money in 
fitting up and maintaining lounging places 


for the men who will have little to do but 
ratify the selection of the Ohio man. 

Of the fifty-gne delegations to the Repub- 
lican Nationaf Convention, twenty-two will 
have official headquarters at the Southern 
and Planters’ Hotels, eleven at each. 
Hurst's Hotel will have four, the Lindell 
three, and the Laclede two. The others 
will be scattered, 

Fifteen States have not yet secured head- 
quarters. These include Delaware, Virginia, 
ehe two Carolinay, Florida, Mississippi, 
Louisiana, and Texas. The delay in some 
of the cases is due to the fact that the 
States will send contesting delegations. A 
parlor has been reserved at the Laclede for 
Texas, but whether the Cuney or some oth- 
er Texas delegation is to have it is not 
known. 

Mississippi, Georgia, Florida, Wyoming, 
Montana, Nevada, Arizona, Alaska, and the 
District of Columbia are not on the records 
as having located their headquarters.

Philadelphia’s Union League Warns 
the Convention, 


PHILADELPHIA, June 11.-—The Union 
League, through a committee appointed_for 
the purpose this afternoon, adopted the 
following address: 


To the National Convention of the Republican 
Party: 

The Union League of Philadelphia, the repre- 
sentative Republican organization of the great- 
est Republican city of the country, respectfully 
submits for your consideration that the present 
hindrances to the prosperity of the country are: 

First—Uncertainty as to the ftmaintenance of 
the existing gold standard of value; 

Second—tThat deficiency in the Government rev- 
enues which has cempelled an increase of the 
National debt in-order to defray the necessary 
expenses of the Administration; and, 

Third—The departure of the Wilson bill from 
that policy of protection to American labor to 
which this country owes that unparalleled pros- 
perity which it enjoyed during the years pre- 
ceding 1893. 

Considerations of the publie interest and politi- 
cal expediency dictate the adoption of a platform 
which shall declare with absolute clearness that 
the Republican Party adheres to the policy of 
protection and reciprocity, demands the enact- 
ment of laws which will give to the Government 
an adequate revenue, opposes the free coinage 
of silver, and insists upon the maintenance of 
the existing gold standard of value. 

Nothing short of these explicit and positive

WANT ALLISON TO WITHDRAW. 


His Friends in lowa Want to Get on 
the McKinley Band Wagon, 


Des Moines, June i11.—It has been 
known for some time that a number of lead- 
ing Republican managers of Iowa have 
been attempting to induce Allison to per- 
mit the withdrawal of his name from the 
list of Presidential candidates. It was 
about decided at Allison’s headquarters 
here that it would be done, but when the 
suggestion was made to Allison at Wash- 
ington in a delicate sort of way he failed 


to respond to the proposition. This was 
ten days ago, and the subject was dropped 
temporarily. It has revived again, and the 
Iowans here are in communication with the 
leaders in St. Louis on the subject. 

The Allison following in Iowa consists of 
old political leaders, and they fear now 
that with McKinley’s nomination they will 
be relegated to obscurity and the active 
managers of the McKinley movement in 
Iowa will become the men of consequence 
in the State. They think they can retain 
prestige to a certain extent by inducing 
Allison to withdraw, and getting conces- 
sions from McKinley ahead of the nomina- 
tion. 

As to the price of Allison’s withdrawal, 
it is said they will ask the nomination of 
Senator Gear for Vice President. Gear 
would consent if he should receive enough 
encouragement outside the State. 

Sr. Louis, June 11.—Senator John H. Gear 
of Iowa said to-day: ‘I think Allison will 
be a very strong man in the convention. 
He is, of course, the favorite son of Iowans 
and I think that he is the second choice of 
all the supporters of other candidates. It 
looks to me as if Allison would be the man 
in case McKinley fails to get the nomination 
on the first ballot. I think the platform 
will be for straight, sound money.” 





PLATT’S LIPS WERE SEALED. 


He Would Not Say a Word to the Re- 
porters at Cincinnati. 


CINCINNATI, June 11.—The Baltimore and 
Ohio “‘ Royal Blue Flyer” steamed into the 
Central Union Station this morning with 
Thomas C. Platt and party occupying the 
‘rear coach. Mr. Platt’s first move when 
the train stopped was to hail a newsboy 
and get the morning papers.

MANLEY MAKES ANOTHER STATE« 
MENT FOR PUBLICATION, 


Says He Shall Continue Fighting fot 
the Maine Candidate, and Hopes 
All the Reed Men Will Do the 
Same—intimation that Manley Had 
a Sharp Telegram from Washing-<- 
ton—Reed Says He Remains in 
Stata Quo. 


St. Lovuts, June 11.—One of the interesting

I am as earnestly for Mr. Reed as ever, and 
am, with his friends, doing everything possibie 
to bring about his nomination, and I urge upon 
his supporters throughout the country to maké 
still greater efforts in his behalf.

Mr. Manley evidently regrets his precip« 
itancy. In view of the condition of affairs 
here, his appeal to the friends of Reed 


to cast their ballots for him is more than 
amusing. Manley ‘* sized up” the situation 
correctly yesterday, and the friends of Me 
Kinley think he acted wisely ia throwing 
up the sponge. 

There is a suggestion in his latest card 
to the public of a remonstrance by Reed. 

The only sign visible here to-day of th 
Reed boom is a huge crayon portrait o 
the Speaker which adorns the upper corri- 
dor of the Southern Hotel.

CONGRESS WINDS UP ITS “ BUSI- 
NESS” AND ADJOURNS SINE DIE. 


A Day of Good Feeling in the House— 
Thanks Given to Speaker Reed by 
Vote “ Ability, 
and Strict Impar- 


Unanimous for 


Faithfulness, 
tiality "—Resolution Compliment- 
ary of the Vice President Passed 
by the Senate. 


WASHINGTON, June 11.—The long session 
of the Fifty-fourth Congress came to an 
end to-day in a very quiet manner. The 
»attendance of svectators in the galleries 
and about the corridors was much smaller 


than usual on the closing day, and smaller 
than on many of the busy days of Winter. 
On the floor of the House itself it is doubt- 
ful if a quorum could have been mustered 
on a call of the roll. The Republican side 
had been thinned by departures to St. 
Louis, and many Democrats had left for 
their homes. Little business was done dur- 
ing the day, and the only purpose of con- 
tinuing the session was to give the Presi- 
dent time to complete his consideration of 
the appropriation bills. A committee was 
appointed to notify, the President that Con- 
gress was ready té adjourn, and it set off 
for the White House about 2:30 o’clock. 
The President adhered to his rule of con- 
sidering bills only while Congress remained 
in session, but he was able to dispose of 
the appropriation bills and all other im- 
portant public measures. A few private 
bills, regarding which he was not fully 
informed, failed of action. 

Events in,the House derived interest from 
the question whether the Democrats would 
follow their example in the Fifty-first Con- 
gress and refuse to adopt resolutions prais- 
ing Speaker Reed. It is nat the regular 
rule to adopt resolutions at the long ses- 
sion praising the Speaker, even when he 
is popular, but in the Fifty-first Congress 


the Democrats not only refrained from 
any praise for the Speaker at the end of 
the long session, but no Democrat could 
be found to offer the resolution at the 
close of the short session, ang every Demo- 
crat voted) against the resolution of thanks 
offered by'Major McKinley. 

A more conciliatory temper prevailed to- 
day, and Judge Turner of Georgia, the 
ablest of the Southern Democrats, offered 
the usual resolution, extending the thanks 
of the House to Mr. Reed, ‘for the abil- 
ity, faithfulness, and strict impartiality 
with which he has performed the duties 
of his office.” The resolution was received 
with applause, and Mr. Dockery of Mis- 
Souri, one of the most pronounced Demo- 
crats in the House, called for a rising vote. 
The motion was put by Mr. Dingley of 
(Maine, who was in the chair, and was de- 
clared to be unanimously agreed to. 

In acknowledging his pleasure at the ac- 
tion of the House, Mr. Reed said: 

Gentlemen of the House of Representatives: 
Before pronouncing those words which close the 
session, I desire to offer to the House my grate- 
ful recognition of its kindness. The thanks of 
the House of Representatives is always a high 
honor, but is especially so at the end of a ses- 
sion where the Speaker has been forced to say 
** No ’’ more times, perhaps, than in the history 
of any other Congress. While thanking you for 
Sd kindness to me, I must congratulate this 

ouse on its conduct of the public business. 

Ordinarily, a majority of two and a half to one, 
a majority of 150, means disorganization, faction, 
and discord. In this House, 150 new members of 
both parties have behaved with the steadiness of 
veterans, and if our connection with other 
branches of Government with different ideas has 
prevented us from serving fhe country as we 
might have done, we at least have behaved with 
dignity, fairness, and credit. With the kindest 
personal wishes to you all, I again return thanks. 
By virtue of the concurrent resolution of both 
branches, I declare this House adjourned with- 
out day. 

At the fall of the gavel there was a great 
outburst of applause-on the floors and in 
the galleries, and in the midst of the uproar 
the first session of the Fifty-fourth Con- 
gress closed sine die. 

The last bill passed by the House granted 
a pension of $72 a month to Capt. H. A. F. 
Worth, formerly of the Sixth United States 
Infantry. Two or three members. were on 
their feet, asking questions that threat- 
ened to exhaust the last minute; but Mr. 
Wheeler (Dem., Ala.,) ran to the front, 
Saying: ‘‘He was my classmate at West 
Point, and I love him.” 

“ 7 he helpless?’’ asked Mr. Blue, 

*” He -is.”” 

“Then I withdraw my objection’; and 
the bill passed. 

Proceedings in the Senate were quite de- 
void of interest. Resolutions were passed 
expressing the thanks of the Senators to 
President Pro Tem. Frye and the Vice Pres- 
ident for the able and dignified manner in 
which they had presided. 

The Vice President promptly at 4 o’clock 
arose and slowly said: 

Senators: I am deeply touched by the resolu- 
tions personal to myself adopted by the Senate. 
It has been my endeavor impartially to execute 
the rules prescribed for the cuidance cf this body. 
For the aid you have so generously given me in 
the discharge of the duties that pertain to this 
office, as well as for the courtesy uniformly 
shown me, I am profoundly grateful. 

And now, wishing each of you a safe return to 
homes and constituents, it only :emains fcr me 
to declare the first session of the Fifty-fourth 
Congress adjourned without day. 

A tap of the gavel closed the proceeding 
of adjournment. 





TO CHANGE THE HOUSE RULES. 


Representative Walker’s Plans to be 
Presented Next Session. 


WASHINGTON, June 11.—A radical reform 
of the rules of the House will be proposed 
by Representative Walker of Worcester 
at the beginning of the next session of 
Congress. Mr. Walker has just .compieted 
a revision of the rules which, he believes, 
will render them much more sensible and 
practical than at present, secure the right 
to consideration to every member, and af- 
ford every committee an cpportunity dur- 
ing the session to secure a vote upon its 
measures. 

Mr. Walker has had freouent talks with 
Speaker Reed and other party leaders, and 
believes that they will indorse the spirit 
and purpose of the leading changes which he 
has prepared, The most important changes 
which he proposes begin with the restriction 
of roll calls to the purposes contemplated 
by the framers of the Constitution upon the 
adoption of amendments and the final pas- 
sage of each bill and resolve. Another 
change will give to committees the abso- 
lute control of the morning hour, by giving 
their business precedence over all privi- 
leged business. This reform will be supple- 
mented by others, giving absolute control 
of the first and second Mondays of each 
month to the Committee on the District of 
Columbia, and giving Fridays of each week 
to individual members for private and local 
bills. These days can only be taken away 
from the committees and the members to 
whom they are assigned by a four-fifths 
‘vote. 

The purpose of these provisions regarding 
committees and individual members to 
put a stop to the practice, which has be- 
come so common, of calling up an appro- 
priation bill or other privileged matter, 
for the purpose of nullifying the allotment 
of time under the rules. 

Mr. Walker proposes also absolutely to 
prevent the reading of bills and other pa- 
pers for filibustering purposes. All mat- 
ters introduced in the House for action 
must be referred to a calendar, and kept 
standing for three days before action is 
taken. This provision wili apply to mo- 
tions to suspend the rules, and such mo- 
tions will be referred to the suspension 
calendar. Unanimous consent is to be con- 
sidered as ordered unless the member ob- 

ecting to unanimous consent is supported 
y four other members. The days not as- 
signed by the rules to particular objects 
are to be under the control of the Speak- 
er, who is to permit anything to come up 
which he chooses, but the Committee on 
Rules is to be increased to seven members, 
and their reports, designating particular 
business for consideration,are to take prece- 
dence of other business, except on days 
set aside by the rules as previously indi- 


cated. 

It is proposed that each member shall 
have at least one opportunity during the 
session to call up a bill, and the order of 
consideration will be determined by lot, in- 
stead of by the favor of the . 





THE APPROPRIATIONS. 


Congress Has Ignored All Opportuni- 
ties for Inaugurating Economy. 


WASHINGTON, June 11.—Mr. Cannon, 
(Rep., Iil.,) Chairman of the Committee on 
Appropriations, submitted to the House to- 
day the usual statement regarding the ap- 
propriations made at the session of Con- 
gress just ended. He said: 

The appropriations for the session just closing | 


t to §515,750,0620.49, This includes $110, 
054.100 under permanent iaws, of wh ount 
er teeee is for sinki fund and 500,000 
or interest on the public debt, or 83,355,014 more 
than was included at the last session of Congress 
in the statements of appropriations. The increase 
in the principal of the interest-bearing debt of 
the country under the present administration, 
by the loans negotiated in February and Novem- 
ber, 1894; February, 1895, and February, 1896, 
amounts to $262,315,400, which entails an annual 
interest charge of $11,492,616, and to meet the 
sinking fund obligations the further sum of 
$2,625, 154. 

When Mr. Harrison retired from the White 
House on March 4, 1893, there was a net cash 
balance in the Treasury of $124,128,087.88. On 
the first day of June of this year, but for moneys 
derived from the sale of bonds, there existed an 
actual deficiency in the Treasury of $26,261,062.28, 

Mr. Sayers, (Dem., Texas,) the represen- 
tative of the minority on the Appropriations 
Committee, also presented a statement. The 
appropriations made this session, he states, 
as estimated, amount 'to $515,750,820, exceed- 
ing by $23,529,135 the appropriations made 


Congress, and being $18,751,220 in excess of 
the appropriations made at the last session 
of that Congress. The action of the Senate 
on appropriation bills he sums up as fol- 
lows: 

The Senate, organized at the beginning of 
this session by a combination of Republican and 
Populist votes, placing the control of the com- 
mittees of that body in the hands of the Re- 
publicans, by its amendments to the general 
appropriation bills as they passed the House 
proposed to increase the sum total of appro- 
priations by $22,920,442. By conferences be- 
tween the two houses this aggregate increase 
was reduced to $12,283,818. So it will be seen 
that, if the Senate had been allowed its way 
in inereasing appropriation bills, the sum total 
of appropriations at this session would have 
been raised $10,636,624 above the aggregate as 
it now appears. 

If the present Congress had rigidly refused 
authority for additional contracts, and had ap- 
propriated only to meet the immediate or fiscal 
year requivements under existing ones, the next 
Congress and Administration would have been in 
a position largely to reduce apprepriations and 
expenditures, and the administration of the Gov- 
ernment could easily have returned to an econom- 
ical method of governmental expenditure. This, 
however, has not been done; and the majority in 
Congress must be held responsible for this grave 
dereliction in public duty. 

The appropriations made by the past three 
Congresses and at the present session have 
been as follows: 

Fifty-first Congress, both sessions. .$1,035,680,109 
Fifty-second Congress, both sessions. 1,027, 104,547 
Fifty-third Congress, three sessions. 989,2397205 
Fifty-fourth Congress, first session.. 515,759,820 

There is every indication that the total 
appropriations by the present Congress will 
reach a higher figure than ever before. 





ACTION ON NOMINATIONS. 


A Few Rejected or Hung Up by the 
Senate. 


WASHINGTON, June 11.—The President has 
sent to the Senate during the present ses- 
sion nearly 1,100 nominations. Of this num- 
ber three were rejected—William H. Fowle, 
to be Collector of Internal Revenue for the 
Sixth District of Virginia; R. A. Freeman, 
to be Postmaster at Burling, N. C., and 
William B. Wiaker, to be Postmaster at 
Sharon, Mass. 

Sixteen nominations, owing to opposition 
of various Senators, were unacted on. 
They are John C. Kelley, Collector of In- 
ternal Revenue for the First District of 
New-York; William L. Marbury, United 
States Attorney for the District of Mary- 
land, and William B. Chitders, for the Dis- 
trict of New-Mexico, and thirteen Post- 
masters, among them Willard Peck, at Hud- 
son, N. Y. 

Mr. Marbury’s nomination as United 
States Attorney for Maryland first came to 
the Senate in May, 1894, and has turned up 
at the beginning of each session since, his 
confirmation also being successfully re- 
sisted by the Maryland Senators. The 
President named John Beard as Postmaster 
at Danville, Ill., in January, 1894, and he 
has been renominated each session since. 
Danville is the home of Representative 
Cannon. 

John C. Kelley was nominated to be Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue for the First 
New-York District at the beginning of the 
session just closed, to succeed A. Augustus 
Healey, whose nomination was rejected by 
the Senate. Willard Peck was nominated 
~ 4 = same time as Postmaster at Hudson, 





APPROVED BY THE PRESIDENT. 


Number of Bills and Resolutions 
Signed by Mr. Cleveland.

WASHINGTON, June 11.—The President has 
approved the following bills: 


Authorizing the Secretary of the Treasury to 
improve and maintain the public roads in the 
National Park at Gettysburg, Penn.; to authorize 
and encourage the holding of a Trans-Mississipp! 
and International Exposition at Omaha, Neb., 
in 1898; making Santa Barbara, Cal., a sub-port 
of entry; to establish a life-saving station on 
the coast of New-Hampshire or Massachusetts, 
between the Hampton and Merrimac Rivers; 
to provide sub-ports of entry and delivery in the 
State of Florida; to grant a right of way through 
the new Fort Bliss Military Reservation to 
the El Paso and Northeastern Railroad Com- 
pany, and for the relief of James A. Moore. 

He has also signed the joint resolutions 
authorizing the Secretary of the Treasury 
to place a bronze tablet or inscription on 
the Government building under construction 
at Detroit, and for the relief of J. P. Veach. 


SUED FOR BREACH oF PROMISE. 





Judson Hilton Arrested on a Charge 
by Anna Anderson, 


BuFFALo, June 11.—Judson Hilton, a 
teacher in Johnson's Business College here, 
was arrested this morning and held in 
$2,000 bail on a warrant sworn out by Miss 
Anna Anderson, the daughter of a wealthy 
business man of Big Rapids, Mich., who is 
suing him for $10,000 damages for breach of 
promise, 

Miss Anderson alleges that three years 
ago, when but sixteen years old, she met 
Hilton at school in Big Rapids and became 
secretly engaged to him. Soon afterward 
Hilton came to Buffalo, and, securing em- 
ployment, wrote to Miss Anderson to come 
to this city, where they would be married. 

After arriving here he told her that, for 
family reasons, he could not marry her 
then, and, under promise of speedy mar- 


riage, she consented to live with him as his 
wife. From time to time he gave different 
excuses for not marrying her. Last Decem- 
ber a child was born to them, after which 
he left her. 

Hilton comes from a resectable family of 
Cortege, Mich. In default of bail he was 
locked up.

The Colonia sailed her first race yesterday 
as a schooner in the annual regatta of the 
New-York Yacht Club.

The schooners and Wasp and Wayward 
sailed the Sandy Hook course, the other 
boats going to the Scotland Lightship and 
back, 

A big fleet of yachts followed the yachts 
over the course.

The preparatory signal was fired from the 
flagship Sylvia promptly at 11 o’clock. The 
wind was then blowing strongly from the 
west-northwest, and the tide was ebbing. 
The single-masted vessels then began to get 
ready and when the starting signal was 
fired at 11:10 they went for the line. 

. M. Lockwood’s sloop Uvira was the 
first over, crossing at the leeward end of 
the line, close by the flagship. To windward 
of her, and going very fast was F. M. 
Hoyt’s cutter Norota. he had set a bal- 
loon foresail, which was pulling like a team 
of horses. Wasp, R. F. and H. L. Lippitt’s 
crack forty-six-footer, was next, with 
‘* Harry ”’ aff at the tiller. Then came 
Duncan 8. Pillsworth’s Wayward, J. Mont- 
gomery Strong’s Choctaw, and C. P. Buch- 
anan’s Olga. 

The handicap gun for the sloop was the 
starting signal for the schooners, and the 
big boats came down for the line in fine 
style. H. C. Rouse’s Iroquois led at the lee- 
ward end of the line, her maintopmast stay- 
sail was being set as she went over. C. A. 
Postley’s new schooner Colonia was next. 
“Charlie” Barr was at the wheel, and the 
big boat presented a rare picture as she 
crossed. She carried a big jib topsail, but it 
was not drawing well. as Capt. Barr was 
pinching the boat up to windward as much 
as possible. Next came the Emerald, J. 
Roger Maxwell’s crack schooner. Mr. Max- 
well was at the wheel, and he was assisted 
in sailing the boat by his famous crew of 
amateurs, headed by E. A. Willard. The 
Emerald never looked better, and she went 
through the water like a witch. A small 
jib topsail was set just before the line was 
reached, and, as she crossed. a small main- 
topmast staysail was sent up in stops and 
broken out a few minutes later. Following 
the Emerald was J. Berrie King’s Elsema- 
rie, and then came H, C. Ward’s Clytie. 

All were on starboard tack, and with the 
wind just abaft the beam they made great 
headway through the water. Colonia and 
Emerald carrjed big club topsails_ that 
towered away above the masts of all the 
other yachts on the bay, and as they sped 
through the water tgey left long, foamy 
wakes behind. The ?imerald was dead 
astern of her rival, and although the Co- 
lonia carried the biggest sail spread and 
was supposed to be a great boat at reaching 
in a strong breeze, the Emerald stuck to 
her, and they sailéd as though one boat 
was towing the other. 

After the yachts in the regular regatta 
had started, the thirty-footers ‘were sent 
off. There were eight in the race, and they 
manoeuvred for several minutes to get the 
best position at the line. When the gun 
was fired, “ Eddie’’ Fish, who sailed James 
A. Stillman’s Wawa, shot across the line at 
the leeward end, and had a clear course, 
while the others were blanketing each other 
at the windward-end. Ralph N. Ellis’s Hera 
was next over, with H. B. Duryea’s Va- 
quero third. Next was J. M. Macdonough’s 
Musnie, followed in order by A. S. Van 
Winwle’s Esperanza, O. G. Jennings’s Mai, 
Bayard Thayer’s Asahi, and C. Barnum 
Seeley’s Departure. Messrs. Ellis, Duryea, 
and Beeley sailed their own boats, J. F. 
Lovejoy sailed the Musme, “ Nat” Watson 
the i, and ‘‘ Eddie" Fish and George 
Church the Wawa. A 

The official times taken as the yachts 
crossed were as follows:

The Wawa retained the position she ob- 
tained at the start, and easily led the fleet 
reaching down the bay. . At the Quickstep 
Buoy the order of the thirty-footers was: 
Wawa, Vaquero III., Mai, Hera, Musme, 
Asahi, Esperanza, and Departure. The 
noe idea Esperanza, and Vaquero were 
reefed. 

The Colonia and the Emerald rapidly 
overhauled the others in the regular race, 
and were the leading boats before the 
Southwest Spit was reached. They were 
turned at the buoy as follows: ‘olonia, 
11:50:00; Emerald, 11:50:40; then came the 
Iroquois, Elsemarie, Wayward, Wasp, and 
Norota. The Uvira carried away her bow- 
sprit below the hospital islands, and the 
Clytie retired from the race. 

After ore the spit booms were eased 
to port, and they ran before the wind to 
the bell buoy off the point of the !Hook. 
When clear of Buoy 10 the Emerald jibed 
and set her spinnaker on her mainmast to 
port. The Colonia set hers on the.foremast

Wasp, 


12:02, but jibed back in a few minutes 
later, when clear of the bell buoy. Cant. 
Barr seemed to have made a mistake with 
the spinnaker on the Cplonia. It did not 
draw as well as the Colonia’s, and at 12:20 
the balloon jib topsail was run up and the 
yacht sailed a little off her course in order 
to make the light canvas draw, but do what 
he could, the spinnaker and .balloon sails 
hung iike rags half the time. The Emer- 
ald’s sails set like boards, and she gradu- 
ally drew up even with the Colonia. At 
12:30 the Emerald’s small jib topsail was 
taken in, and at 12:37 the Colonia’s balloon 
followed. Charlie Barr had shown good 
judgment, and, while the Colonia had run 
off her course a littie, she was still able to 
keep the lead. Her spinnaker was taken in, 
and with her sheets trimmed in a little 
she reached for the Sandy Hook Lightship, 
compelling the Emerald to give her room. 

The Emerald’s spinnaker was takén in at 
12:41, and two minutes later her boom was 
jibed over to port. Then both yachts hauled 
on the wind, Colonia tacked around the 
Lightship at 12:48:40, and the Emerald at 
12:44:40. They were on the starboard tack 
heading in toward the New-Jersey shore. 

It took some minutes to get sheets flat- 
tened down, and several sharp luffs were 
made for this purpose. A little trouble was 
had with the topsails. The Colonias fore- 
topsail set very badly, and it was some 
time before the Emeralds  maintopsail, 
which was set under the club, was got 
down flat. It looked very much as though 
the Emerald was going to windward, and 
Colonia sagging fast. The Colonia was foot- 
ing fast, though, and at 12:51:30 she went 
on the port tack, and then, crossed the 
Emerald’s bow. “ Charlie’? Barr tacked 
the Colonia again to starboard, and had 
the Emerald pinned under her lee. 

This did not seem to please Mr, Max- 
well, and the Emerald was tacked to port 
at 12:54:45, followed at once by the Colonia. 
They held on this tack together for a 
little over two minutes and at 12:57, the 
Colonia went on the starboard tack. The 
wind had increased in force, and was a 
little too much for the Emeralds liking. Her 
club topsail was lowered, and under work- 
ing topsails she did much better, standing 
up well * = stiff breeze, footing fast, and 
ointing high.

It seemed to be a mistake on Capt. Barr’s 
part to split tacks with the Emerald. By 
standing in shore he had the tide abeam, 
while the Emerald was stemming it. The 
Emerald held the off-shore tack until 10 
o'clock, and then went about, and at 1:06 
the Colonia tacked to port, and the two 
crack schooners ‘were approaching on op- 
posite tacks. This time the Emerald had 
the best of it, and at 1:10:30 she crossed 
the Colonia’s bows, well in the lead. So 
far the Bmerald had the best of the race, 
but it was through Mr. Maxwell's superior 
seamanship. The Emerald tacked to port 
at 1:11:45, and they held off the shore until 
1:23:30, when the Colonia went about, fol- 
lowed fifteen seconds later by the Emerald. 
They made a long board this time, etting 
well in under the land. The. Colon a was 
the first to come out, at 1:47; the Emer- 
ald held on three minutes longer, and by so 
doing gained a distinct advantage. The 
Colonia: tacked inshore again at 2:02, and 
soon afterward passed astern of the Emer- 
ald again 

Mr. Maxwell tacked the Emerald at 
2:05, and this time was able to weather 
the bell buoy on the point of the hook, and 
laid the yacht’s course up the main chan- 
nel. The Colonia was forced to make 
another tack to weather the buoy, and at 
the Southwest Spit was a minute and a 
half behind the ‘“‘ Pride of Bay Ridge. 

It was a reach on the port tack to the 
finish, and as the wind was blowing much 
stronger the yachts fairly flew through the 
water. Emerald’s jibtopsail was sét, but 
taken in again at once. The Colonia’s was 
set, and the tack lost so it had to come in 
also. ‘Colonia’s clubtopsail hurt that yacht’s 
progress considerably. It was _ too much to 
carry in the strong wind, and Capt. Barr 
had to keep lutiing out of the puffs to save 
the yacht’s spars. The Emerald got one 
bad knockdown, and then her topsails were 
clewed down. There was no change in the 
order as the yachts raced up tHe bay, and 
the Emerald crossed the line a winner at 
3:07:56. The Colonia finished at 3:09:04. 
The other vachts finished as follows: Else- 
marie, 3:36:02; Iroquois, 3:36:29; Choctaw, 
8:24:38; Norota, 3:29:35; Wayward, 3:34:30; 
Wasp, 3:42:51. 

In the thirty-foot class the Wawa held 
the lead all over the course, and finished 
first at 1:58:54; the Musme was next, at 
1:50:54; then came the Asahi, Esperanza, 
and Departure. The Vaquero had her mast 
carried away.

METEOR AGAIN WINS,

In Very Light Wind Proved Faster 
than Britannia or Ailsa, 


LONDON, June 11.—The regatta of the Royal 
Southampton Yacht Club was held to-day, and 
the racing resulted in another victory for Em- 
peror William’s cutter Meteor, which again 
beat by a wide margin the crack British boats 
Sritannia, Ailsa, Satanita, and Hester. The 
weather conditions were not favorable to a 
speedy race, but the Meteor sustained her repu- 
tation of being the best boat in light winds, 

The course to-day was from the station vessel 
off Netley, round the Warner Lightship, thence 
round a markboat of Lymington, back round the 
Carlshot Spit Lightship, and thence to the start- 
ing line, a distance of forty-two miles. At the 
time of the start, which was made at 10:45, the 
wind was very light. The Hester had the best 
of the start and was first to cross the line, with 
the Meteor second. The Britannia, Alisa, and 
Satanita went over the line close together in the 
order given. As soon as the Meteor was fairly 
started, she began to gain on the Hester, and 
soon passed her. The latter continued to lose 
way, and was passed by the Britannia and Ailsa. 
The boats were sailing slowly, but the Meteor 
was getting the best of whatever breeze there 
going, and even at this early stage it was pretty 
certain that after the race she would be entitled 
to fly another winning flag. 

The boats were timed when they passed Carll- 
shot, and the Meteor was then two minutes 
ahead of the Britannia. The Hester and Ailsa 
were in the rear of the Prince of Wales’s cut- 
ter, while the Satanita, which had been re- 
called at the start, was fifteen minutes behind 
the leader and practically out of the race. The 
Meteor continued to gain slowly, but surely, 
and the next time a watch was put on the boats 
she was fifteen minutes ahead of the Britannia. 

A little while afterward the yachts were in 
the doldrums and the race became wearisome. 
They drifted with the tide and in this the Me- 
teor proved herself the best boat of the lot. The 
Satanita, seeing there was no possible chance 
for her, gave up the race. Hour after hour 
Pp , with occasionally little puffs of wind, 
of which full advantage was taken, and it was 
not until 7:52:50 that the Meteor went over 
the finish line. The Britannia was sécond at 
8:18:30, and the Ailsa third, at 8:19:30. The only 
feature of the race was the Meteor’s wonderful 
performance, despite the almost complete ab- 
scence of wind.

THE REPUBLICANS AT ST. LOUIS. 


In the flood of ante-convention gossip 
that comes from St. Louis there is small 
evidence of sincere conviction, of devo- 
tion to principle, or of any intent to deal 
honestly with the voter. Of devotion 
to McKINLEY there is an abundance. 
The conspicuous thing about it all is 
the determination of the managers to 
nominate McKINLEY somehow, anyhow. 
The principles which the platform must 
declare and the candidate profess, they 
regard precisely as a manufacturer of 
print cloths regards the design he im- 
presses upon his fabrics. That pattern 
is best which will sell the most goods. 
We cannot escape the conviction that, if 
the country were for gold, Mr. HANNA’s 
convention would declare for gold; if 
the country were certainly for silver, Mr. 
HANNA’s convention would declare for 
Silver; but that, inasmuch as Mr, Hanna 
finds that a part of the country is for 
gold and a part of it for silver, he will 
emoy all his skill and craftsmanship to 
blend the two metals in satisfactory 
proportion in his platform. The doubt 
and confusion and conflicting reports 
accurately reflect the condition of tae 
minds of the Republican leaders. If they 
were resolved to construct a platform 
unequivocally declaring for a gold stand- 
ard, their resolution would immediately 
become known to the newspaper corre- 
spondents. There would be no occasion 
for speculation. 

There is nothing in the St. Louis situa- 
tion to awaken the pride of sincere Re- 
publicans, nothing that recalls the fear- 
less and straightforward courses of the 
resolute men who were the founders of 
the Republican Party. In place of the 
outspoken purposes that should be enter- 
tained by the leaders of a great party 
about to appeal to the people for a vote 
of confidence, we see only contemptible 
evasions and cowardly paltering with 
the all-important question of the coun- 
try’s currency. Mr. HANNA and his as- 
sociates know that the main issue can- 
not be shirked; they know that it cannot 
be subordinated to the tariff; they know 
that it is uppermost in the minds of the 
people, but with them the question up- 
permost is the election of WILLIAM Mc- 
KINLEY. We think we do them no injus- 
tice when we say that while they would 
doubtless prefer to elect him as a gold 
candidate on a gold platform, they would 
be willing to elect him as a silver can- 
didate on a silver platform rather than 
not elect him at all. 

The spirit of gloom and dissatisfaction 
that pervades Eastern Republicanism is 
due to the conviction that Mr. Mc- 
KINLEY and his managers are vastly 
more interested in his personal triumph 
than in the triumph of sound financial 
principles. No degree of explicitness in 
declaring for the gold standard at St. 
Louis will entirely allay the distrust 
aroused by the candidate’s record of 
speeches and votes and hig recent re- 
fusal to make any declaration of his cpin- 
ions. The business men of the country Will 
form their judgment of WiLitiam Mc- 
KINLEY from no abstract platform dec- 
larations. If they are not able to fore- 
tell precisely what WILLIAM McKINLEY 
as President of the United States would 
do in a financial emergency, they know 
pretty well what he would not do. 
He would not use all the influence and 
power of his office, as Mr. CLEVELAND 
has, to baffle and beat back the forces 
of currency debasement. ‘ 

Immediately upon his inauguration, if 
Mr. McKinitpy should be elected, he 
would convoke the Senate in special ses- 
sion. While the chief business of the 
session would be the confirmation of the 
President's appointments, every intelli- 


‘gent man knows that in a body of 


which a considerable majority is devoted 
to the cause of free coinage, it would 
be impossible to keep that dangerous 
topic in the background. No Republic- 
an—et least no Republican having a 


| what would happen. With a President in 


the chair all of whose votes and many 
of whose speeches have been in support 
of free coinage or the next attainable 
thing to it, and with a Senate willing 
and eager to bring upon the country 
that calamity, business interests would 
take alarm. The immediate. visible ef- 
fect undoubtedly would be a ‘“‘ run” upon 
the Treasury gold reserve, either for ex- 
port or domestic hoarding. The greater 
part or all of the redemption reserve 
would be likely to disappear in a few 
weeks. The country would then be upon 
the basis of paper money. The promise 
of the Government to redeem its obli- 
gations in coin, either gold or silver, at 
the option of the holder, would not be 
kept because it could not be kept. We 
should enter at once upon repudiation 
and fiat currency, 

What would President McKINLEY 
to avert this disaster? Is there a busi- 
ness man among all the Republicans 
who to-day are either advising or fear- 
ing his nomination who believes that ke 
would use the power to sell bonds for 
gold as GROVER CLEVELAND has used it? 
That would be the test of McKINLEY’s 
devotion to. ‘‘sound money.’ We believe 
he would fail under it. It is this belief, 
well grounded and widespread, that 
makes sober-minded, Republicans look 
with apprehension upon the prospect of 
his nomination. Their distrust of him 
is intensified by the behavior of his man- 
agers. An honest, courageous man, sin- 
cerely devoted to sound financial princi- 
ples, would have declared himself and 
defied the silver States to do him harm. 
The’ straightforward, courageous, manly 
course is the best “ politics’”’ in such a 
situation as now confronts the Repub- 
licans at St. Louis. They have chosen 
the other course.

A BI-PARTISAN MISCONCEPTION, 

When Commissioner PARKER said in 
his letter to THe Times a few days ago 
that he was “in the Police Board as 
one of the two Democrats whom the 
law demands shall be there,” he gave 
ungrammatical expression to a common 
misconception of the requirement of the 
law. We rarely see outside of our own 
columns any discussion of the bi-partisan 
question in relation to our Police Board, 
which does not assume that the law 
requires the board to be constituted of 
two Republicans and two Democrats, 
whereas it merely requires that not more 
than two members shall belong to the 
‘same political party.” 

The language of the act of last year 
may have been used to avoid one of the 
questions of constitutionality which has 
since been raised by the Albany Police 
act, and it may have beén the intent 
of the politicians who passed it or had 
it passed that the Commissioners should 
be equally divided between the two 
“leading ’’ political parties, but that in- 
tent is not expressed in the law, and 
any competent Court would draw its in- 
tent from its language. Col. WaRING 
publicly declared’ not long ago that in the 
present state of politics he was neither 
a Republican nor a Democrat. There is 
nothing to prevent the Police Board 
from being made up of four just such 
men. 

Neither is there anything in the law 
to prevent the Mayor from appointing a 
Prohibitionist, or any kind of third- 
party man, on the Police Board, and if 
there were anything to prevent this it 
would make the law unconstitutional 
according to the decision in the Albany 
case. He cannot under the terms of the 
act appoint more than two Commission- 
ers of the same party, but he is not re- 
quired to take two or even one from 
any particular party. It may be claimed 
that the purpose was to make the board 
bi-partisan, with a view to its duties 
under the election law, but no such 
purpose is expressed, and that which is 
expressed is merely to prevent the con- 
trol of the board by one party. That is 
the intent clearly to be derived from 
the language of the law, and not at all 
that the members shall be evenly di- 
vided between two particular parties. 

If the decision of the Appellate Di- 
vision in the Albany case shall be sus- 
tained by the Court of Appeals, it will 
make it doubtful whether the actual 
limitation put upon the Mayor’s choice 
is constitutional. It did not exist prior 
to the act of last year, and, so far as the 


bi-partisan division prevailed, it was only’ 


a matter of custom or of bargain among 
the politicians. The inference from Judge 
HERRICK’s opinion is that the power of 
appointment, being given to the Mayor, 
the Legislature cannot circumscribe his 
choice by any dictation as to the source 


from. which his appointments shall be. 


drawn. 





ECONOMY OF GOOD PAVEMENTS. 

Col. NortH, Water Purveyor in the 
Department of Public Works—so called 
because he has charge of paving streets 
—has made a report on the condition of 
the pavements of the city and the need 
of repaving certain thoroughfares. What 
he thinks 6ught to be done without 
unnecessary delay would involve an ex- 
penditure in the next two or three years 
of about $6,500,000. 

Without inquiring into the details of 
what Col. NorTH proposes, it is safe to 
say that there is economy ih well-paved 
streets. It is not to be measured by 
any direct ‘saving of expense or in- 
crease of revenues that may result, but 
it is a recognizable fact, nevertheless. 
One of the difficulties of thorough street 
cleaning is due to bad pavements, and 
with pavements in good condition the 
labor and cost of that process would be 
diminished, while the result would be 
more perfect. But the economic benefit 
of clean streets is not to be measured 
by the cost either of good pavements 
or thorough cleaning, but by the greater 
value of property and the better condi- 
tion of health that would result. 

-It is impossible to estimate the loss 
due to bad pavements in a city or in any 
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| the House for the next Congress. By that 


in which they exist are “ undesirable” 


“to live on or to do business in, They 


cannot be kept as clean and wholesome 
as well-paved streets, and they are more 
noisy. Transportation over them is more 
difficult, which means lighter loads and 
greater wear and tear for teams. There 
is no doubt that on account of their dis- 
advantages there is a general deprecia- 
tion of the taxable value of property 
upon them, and probably a close com- 
parison would show that in a moderate 
series of years a good pavement would 
be paid for in the increase of taxes from 
property along the street upon which it 
was laid. 

What is true of single streets or blocks 
is true of sections of the city. One upon 
which pavements were uniformly good 


would attract business and residents, 


make rents and property values higher, 
and contribute to public revenues in a 
sufficiently larger measure to cover the 
cost of keeping it well paved. The same 
principle will apply to a city as a whole. 
Suppose its streets to be universally well 
paved and kept in good condition. It 
would make it more healthy, comforta- 
ble, and attractive to live in, and di- 
minish the cost and incidental losses of 
carrying on business. This would attract 
people and capital, improve the value 
of all kinds of property, and contribute 
to the general prosperity of the city. ; 
New-York has been engaged for some 
years in improving the condition of its 
paved streets at no little cost. The 
process is far from complete, and should 
be pushed on vigorously. Col. NorTH’s 
suggestion as to the liberal use of as- 
phalt about hospitals and schoolhouses 
is a good one, and its use on a larger 
scale on residence streets and on long 
lines of communication through the city 
would also contribute to the general 
comfort. Bringing the pavements of the 
city up to the highest standard would 
no doubt be costly, but it would pay. 








THE CONGRESSIONAL ELECTIONS. 


The battle for the maintenance of the 
gold standard this Fall must be fought 
in the Congressional districts. The Sen- 
ate is hopelessly unsound, and will re- 
main so at least for the term of the 
next Congress, for which Representa- 
tives are now to be elected. Whoever 
may be chosen President, the House 
should be secured. With a man of Mr. 
CLEVELAND’S courage and resolution, the 
business of the country has suffered 
very seriously from the vicious course 
of the Senate and from the half-hostile 
attitude of the House. If Mr. CLEVELAND 
be replaced by Mr. McKINLbBy, the char- 
acter of the House will become the key 
to the situation. He cannot be trusted, 
no matter what may be the platform 
on which he professes to stand, to check 
in the slightest degree any mischievous 
tendency in the House. He is bound to 
go as far in the wrong direction as his 
party in the House will permit him to 
go. He is not at all incapable of inviting 
them to go further than they otherwise 
would. It is of the utmost importance 
.that the House should be not only right, 
but firm as a rock in the right. 

The case is not seriously different if a 
Democrat shall be elected President. At 
best, he would be exposed to the same 
kind of difficulty and embarrassment 
that Mr. CLEVELAND has faced. Though 
he could be trusted to face it with equal 
fortitude and fidelity, the country would 
lose by the resulting doubt and confu- 
sion. The President should be backed 
by a House that would suffer no harm to 
come to the fixed money standard of the 
country, and that would give hearty 
approval and aid to all measures neces- 
sary for that end. The majority pledged 
to the preservation of the gold standard 
should embrace as many as possible of 
each party. The Representatives of the 
country should be a standing demonstra- 
tion td the world that, however our 
‘people may be divided on the tariff or on 
any other question, they stand clearly 
and strongly for the one honest standard 
of good money, the gold standard that 
has prevailed by law for nearly a quar- 
ter of a century and in practice for over 
sixty years. 

How can this be done? By the sys- 
tematic, united, organized action and 
influence of the business men of the 
country, without regard to party. The 
interest they have in this matter has 
nothing to do with party. It is the same 
for a protectionist, a low-tariff man, or a 
free trader. It is the same for the cotton 
dealer of the South or the grain or meat 
dealer ef the Northwest. It is the same 
for the manufacturer and the importer, 
the retailer and the wholesale merchant. 
Every man who borrows or lends or in- 
vests, who uses his own money or the 
capital of others—indeed, every man who 
buys or sells, though he sell his daily 
labor and buys only food, clothing, and 
shelter, is equally interested in money 
regulated by the gold standard. 

The business men in every Congression- 
al district should organize to secure 
two objeets: 

1. The nomination, wherever possible, 
by each party of a candidate distinctly 
pledged to the maintenance of the gold 
standard. 

2. Where this is not practicable, the 
election of any candidate who may be 
named who is distinctly so pledged. 


In districts where no candidate is reg- 
ularly named who can be trusted, the 
action of the business men’s organiza- 
tion would necessarily be determined by 
the conditions in: each district. These 
districts would be quite numerous in 
certain parts of the country, and wher- 
ever. an independent sound-money can- 
didate could be put up with a fair cer- 
tainty that he would make an energetic 
canvass, the influence on public opinion, 
its educational effect, would be extreme- 
ly valuable. But these districts would, 
at most, be a minority of those of the 
country. The work of the business men 
would mainly be devoted to districts 
where a definite issue could be presented. 
It could be made to fix the character of 
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time the danger in all human probabil- 
ity would be past. 








A PICTURE OF TRADE. 

The “ Monthly Summary” of the Bu- 
reau of Statistics for April (corrected to 
June 1) contains a diagram that is very 
interesting. It. presents a picture of 
the international trade of the world for 
the year 1894, and another of the yearly 
average trade for the decade from 1885 
to 1894. The latter is in the form of a 
pyramid, with blocks of equal thickness, 
varying in breadth with the value of 
the commerce of the various countries. . 
Naturally, the base of the pyramid is 
occupied by the United Kingdom, with 
a total annual trade valued at $3,361,- 
318,870. France is next with $1,850,- 
568,920; then Germany, with $1,600,- 
688,040; then the United States, with 
$1,544,604,869, and so tapering to the 
apex, where stands Uruguay, with a lit- 
tle less than $50,000,000. Of the four 
chief countries, the United Kingdom has 
by far the smallest population. Although 
her colonies and dependencies encircle 
the globe, fully one-sixth of her trade 
is with the United States. To us she 
sends $436,000,000, and from us she 
takes $150,000,000. 

The first picture—of the trade of 1894-- 
is equally interesting. It is formed of 
bands representing imports and exports, 
a pair for each country. The United 
States is the only land of any impor- 
tance whose export band runs beyond 
the band of imports. For England, on 
the contrary, the import band stretches 
across the double page nearly one-half 
longer than that of exports. The first 
represents, in round numbers, $2,000,- 
000,000; the second a little over $1,300,- 
000,000. There is the same relation, 
but not so marked a difference, in the 
case of France and. Germany. The ex- 
ports of the United States, on the other 
hand, ($870,000,000,) are about one-third 
larger than the imports, ($650,000,000.) 

By which he who runs may read that 
protective tariffs do not necessarily pro- 
mote trade, and that international com- 
merce is a different thing from the trade 
of a village shoemaker. 








THE VOICE OF CONNECTICUT. 

The most reckless Populist of them all 
cannot fail to understand the words of 
‘the Chairman of the Connecticut Demo- 
rcratic Convention, quoting the State plat- 
form of 1892. “ We demand a safe cur- 
rency redeemable in gold, the standard 
money of the world,’’ he said. 

“We meant that then, we mean it now. 
It was considered good Democratic doc- 
trine in 1892, and it is equally sound to- 
day. We propose to adhere to these views, 
and so long as we do we are consistent 
Democrats. Any one who attempts to 
foist upon the party different views look- 
ing toward free coinage, bimetallism, and 
a double standard is not a true Democrat. 
Now is the time to proclaim to the people 
that the only thing that the Democrats 
of Connecticut will vote for as the basis 
of our currency is the single gold standard 
of value. Let us instruct our delegates in 
Chicago to announce this as their ulti- 
matum. Let us fight it out on this line, 
and we are bound to win in the end, for 
any other standard is un-Democratic, un- 
just, and dishonest.” 


This is not only just, honest, and Demo- 
cratic, but it is absolutely the only 
ground the Democratic Party can take 
and hope to carry the election. 








FAILURE OF THE “ CONFIDENTIAL ” 
SCHEME. 


The final placing of the Special Agents 
and other subordinate officers of the 
State Excise Commission in the competi- 
tive schedule under the civil service 
rules is a definitive defeat of one of the 
main objects of forcing the Raines liquor 
law through the Legislature. The ready 
respect of Controller Ropmrts for the 
Constitution of the State, and the some- 
what tardy submission to its authority 
of Gov. Morton, have brought this 
about without the necessity of any pro- 
longed contest. 

The process of gradual coming down 
to a submissive obedience to the Consti- 
tution has been an interesting and in- 
structive one. Puart’s Legislature tried 
to escape it by declaring that the Special 
Agents should be ‘‘ deemed the confiden- 
tial agents of the State Commissioner,” 
though there was nothing of a confiden- 
tial nature in their duties as defined in 
the law, and by authorizing the Commis- 
sioner to require bonds of them, “ condi- 
tioned for the faithful performance of 
the duties’ of the office, though they 
had no custody of funds and there was 
no more reason for bonds than in the 
case of any other twelve-hundred-dollar 
public employé. These evasive terms in 
the law were of no avail when subjected 
to the test question of the Constitution, 
whether it was practicable to test merit 
and fitness for these appointments by 
examinations. 

Commissioner LyMAN went boldly at 
work making his appointments without 
reference to civil service rules, but Con- 
troller RogerTs’s declaration that the 
officers so appointed would get no pay 
made him pause. Then Commissioner 
LYMAN induced the Governor and his 
Civil Service Commission to have the 
Special Agents and the clerks of the Ex- 
cise Department placed in the non-com- 
petitive schedule, and more than half of 
those already appointed then failed to 
pass the prescribed examinations. But 
this shift would not do. Was it not en- 
tirely “ practicable” to have merit and 
fitness for these offices tested by competi- 
tive examinations? If so, the Constitu- 
tion required it to be done, and nobody 
could see why it was not so except the 
politicians whose “ patronage” was slip- 
ping away. ‘The inexorable Controller 
proposed to have that question tested or 
“no pay” for confidential agents. 

So there they are at last, landed in the 
competitive schedule, in company with 
nearly all the officers who were formerly 
appointed first and examined afterward, 
without competition from persons who 
might prove more capable. There is 
‘nothing in the duties of these subordi- 





est reason for exempting them from com- 
petitive examination for appointment. 
Capable men who will attend honestly 
to the enforcement of the plain require- 
ments of the law are what is needed, and 
it is especially desirable that they should 
not be appointed for political reasons or 
be tempted to show any political prefer- 
ence in the performance of their duties. 
They may be of no use to the party ma- 
chine, and thereby one purpose of the 
Raines law may be defeated, but it is 
demonstrated that incorporating civil 
service reform in the State Constitution 
was of some use. It will prove of still 
greater use in the effort to secure non- 
partisanship hereafter in municipal gov- 
ernment. 








St. Louis is already filling up with 
Strangers:from benighted parts of the land, 
East and West. By to-morrow the town 
will be crowded. By Monday it will be 
jammed. The “ McKinley ratification meet- 
ing,”” as some wicked newspaper calls it, 
may not last long, but while it lasts St. 
Louis must reap the harvest for which its 
“leading citizens” have sowed the seed 
long and laboriously. In order to improve 
the looks of the place, a large number of 
legible signs for the street corners was 
ordered. These were intended to be both 
decorative and useful, and were to be 
ready for the convention of a political party 
which pretends to be most anxious for the 
protection of American industry. It is un- 
fortunate, in view of this fact, that the 
signs should have been made in Europe, 
where labor is underpaid, as we all know, 
to enable the manufacturers to compete 
with those of this country. It is too bad, 
also, that a pernicious Custom House, con- 
trolled by an unfriendly Administration, 
should have held ‘the signs on their ar- 
rival here for some irregularities, espe- 
cially as the existing tariff is far from 
“ protective.’’ The results will be that the 
purchase of the signs in Europe will be 
brought forcibly to the minds of the protec- 
tionists in the convention, and their ab- 
sence from the street corners may increase 
the natural bewilderment of the delegates. 
If they are not hurriedly put in place before 
Tuesday, many good McKinley men will 
get lost. 











MR. PLATT’S POLITICAL RULES. 


Given in His Letter Read at the 
O’Brien Association’s Banquet. 


The John J. O’Brien Association held last 
night at the Hotel Brunswick its third an- 
nual banquet ‘in honor of the anniversary 
of the birth of its founder.” 

No one seemed to mind the absence of the 
famous men who had been invited, and per- 
haps no one expected them to come. There 
were seventy-one merrymakers, and that 
was quite enough. There was no politics, 
save in Mr. Platt’s letter of regret, and 
the guests were warned that their neigh- 
bors might belong to the Republican or to 
the Democratic Party—or to both. 

The Mayor, Col. Frederick D. Grant, Com- 
missioner Roosevelt, ex-Judge Meade, and 
other distinguished guests were absent. 
The Mayor acknowledged his_ invita- 
tion, through his Secretary, who was di- 
rected to say that “‘ previous engagements 
for the evening in question prevented his 
acceptance.” Col. Grant had to attend a 
reunion of his class at West Point, and ex- 


pressed his regrets, adding that ‘‘ Mr. John 
J. O’Brien was an vid and valued friend of 
my father and myself.” 

Mr. Platt’s letter was the only one read 
to the association. It drew forth some ap- 

lauge and added to the gayety of the feast. 
fc was as follows: 

Mr. John L. O’Brien: 

Dear Sir: I regret that previous engagements 
prevent me from being present at the dinner of 
the John J. O’Brien Association on the 11th inst., 
in honor of the memory of its founder. During 
the best years of his life, John J. O’Brien was an 
active and energetic Republican, and it Is pecul- 
farly appropriate that such a Republican should 
be remembered in this Presidential year, when 
both the country and the Republican Party have 
so vital an interest in the result of the election 
in November. 

Every Presidential contest is an important 
one, but the coming election is far more sig- 
nificant than any that has taken place since that 
of 1860. The workingman and the capitalist, 
the laborer and the employer, will be alike 
affected by the outcome, for the value of the 
money which the one earns and the value of 
the capital which the other has invested are 
both hanging in the balance. I take it, there- 
fore, that this year the members of the John 
J. O’Brien Association will be found laboring 
earnestly with the Republican Party for sound 
money on a sound basis and for the future 
prosperity and safety of the Nation. There 
are a few doctrines which He at the foundation 
of permanent political success for all politicians, 
and it can do no harm to recall them from time 
to time: 

Strive to nominate the best men for office, and 
after having made nominations, support them 
energetically and honestly. Never make a prom- 
ise unless you intend to keep it to the letter. 

After you have accepted a trust from the peo- 
ple or from your party, discharge your obliga- 
tion in the spirit in which it was given and 
accepted—faithfully, without dodging or equivo- 
cation, 

These principles are not new, though just now 
in some quarters they seem to be considered too 
musty and too rusty for present use. 

They have been the rule of the wisest and 
the best of men, however, since the foundation 
of the Republic, though they long antedate that 
period, and they will prevail while integrity 
survives among the people and so long as good 
government remains upon the earth. Very truly 
yours, T. C. PLATT.

WASHINGTON, June 11.—The announcemen® 
is made, without qualification, from the 
State Department, that President Cleveland 
intends taking no action with respect to the 
Cuban revolution. Neither he nor Secre« 
tary Olney deemed it advisable that this in« 


formation should become public until Cons 
gress adjourned, as it was feared that weré 
it known the session would be protractéd 
until a joint resolution recognizing Cuban 
belligerency could be rushed through botk 
houses. 

This is precisely what the President did 
not want Congress to do, as such a resolu- 
tion would be mandatory n character and 
require either his signature or a veto. To 
sign it would result in war between the 
United States and Spain. ‘The President 
has been assured by the Spanish Minister, 
Mr. Dupuy de Lome, that such a result 
could not be averted, much as he and the 
Spanish Government would deplore it. 4 
veto, on the other hand, would seriously 
embarrass the President, as it would paca 
him in the position of opposing the wishes 
of the great majority of the American 
people as reflected by their representatives 
in Congress. It was with a feeling of relief, 
therefore, that the President received the 
intelligence that Congress had adjourned 
It can not be said that the President con< 
tributed to delay adjournment by so much 
as an hour. His desire to see the session 
Brought to a close was such that the River 
and Harbor Appropriation bill was uot re- 
tained by him a moment longer than was 
necessary to familiarize himself with its 
provisions and write his objections. The 
same was true of the Deficiency bill, which 
contained appropriations for the payment 
of the French spoliation claims. 

It is the President’s hope that the condi-« 
tions in Cuba will so change before the re- 
assembling of Congress in December as té¢ 
make his course with reference to that une 
happy struggle more easy. It may be said, 
in passing, that the most perfect unders 
standing exists between the Madrid and 


Washington Governments respecting the 
Cuban revolution. Sefor Dupuy de Lome 
has repeatedly acquainted Secretary Olney, 
both orally and in writing, of the high ap- 
preciation which the Spanish Ministry en< 
tertain of the position assumed by thi 
Government with reference to Cuba. 

Through their Minister at Washington an@ 
other sources, they are familiar with the 
strong pressure which public men and oth« 
ers brought to bear upon the Administra- 
tion to recognize the insurgents, and they 
appreciate fully not only the firmness but 
the moral courage which has been required 
to resist this pressure... They are con- 
strained to believe that some of the openly 
expressed sympathy with Cuba finds its in- 
spiration among enemies of the President 
for the sole purpose of embarrassing him. 
They believe, too, that the real situation in 
Cuba is not properly understood in the 


| United States, and that this is accountable 


for much of the opposition to Spain that 
has been manifested by the American Cone 
gress. 

Unfortunately, the Spanish people do not 
understand the attitude taken by the Cleve- 
land Administration, but regard the expres- 
sions of Congress as being official in char- 
acter and as reflecting not merely the senti« 
t of the American people, but of the Ad.« 
ministration. It is for this reason that, not. 
withstanding the cordial relations which ex« 
ist between the two Governments, war iv 


‘regarded as a necessary consequence of 


Cuban recognition, simply because no Span 
ish Ministry could live twenty-four hours 
that did not resent our interference. 

-The new Consul General at Havana, Gen, 
Fitzhugh Lee of Virginia, has not been suf- 
ficiently long at his new pcst to familiarize 
himself with the military position of the twe 
forces. Such letters as he has written to 
Washington within the last few days ex- 
press his satisfaction with his new sur- 
roundings and the pleasant reception that 
= accorded him by the Spanish offi- 
clals. 

It is an open secret that Gen. Lee was 
‘sent ta Havana to acquaint the Administra- 
tion with the progress of the war as it 
presents itself to the eyes of a military 
expert. He is a careful, conscientious man, 
in whose judgment.the President has great 
reliance, and whose recommendations will 
have weight with Mr. Cleveland. If, later 
on, Gen. Lee shall advise a recognition of 
Cuban belligerency, it may be favorably 
acted upon by President Cleveland, but it; 
is not believed that he will so advise. 
Intimations to this effect are thrown out 
at the State Department, and from present’ 
appearances the Cuban revolution, with all 
its embarrassing features, so far as the 
United States is concerned, will be left as, 
a legacy to the new Administration.

WANT THE LAWS CODIFIED 





A RESOLUTION BY THE CHAMBERS 
OF COMMERCE OF BRITAIN. 


Third Sitting of the Congress and 
Its Proceedings Yesterday—A Call 
for Uniformity in the Bills of Ex- 
change Laws of the Empire—An 
Imperial Postal Union Suggested— 
Arbitration Indorsed by the Con- 


gress in Preference to War, 


Lonvpon, June 11.—The third sitting of 
the third congress of the Chambers of Com- 
merce of the empire was opened at Grocers’ 
Hall at 10 o’clock this morning, Sir Albert 
Kaye Rollit, President of the London Cham- 
ber of Commerce, presiding. The first mat- 


ter taken up was a resolution in favor of 
the codification of the commercial law of 
the empire, moved by J. Dove Wilson, 
Professor of Law at the University of 
Aberdeen, at the instance of the Aberdeen 
Chamber of Commerce. 

This resolution declared ‘‘that the Bills 
of Exchange act of 1892, the Partnerships 
act of 1890, and the Sale of Goods act of 
1893, and other consolidating statutes have 
established the practicability and benefits 
of codifying British commercial law, and 
that it is highly expedient that the com- 
mercial law of the whole British Empire 
should now be embodied in a ‘code; and 
that therefore the Government be memo- 
rialized by the congress to jnitiate the steps 
necessary in order to the appointment, for 
the purpose of drafting such a code, of a 
commission, on which the United Kingdom 
and all the colonies and countries em- 
braced in the empire shall be duly repre- 
sented.”’ The resolution was adopted, 

Sir Samue! Montagu, M. P., head of the 


banking house of Samuel Montagu & Co., 
submitted, on behalf of the London Cham- 
ber of Commerce, a resolution, which was 
adopted, as follows: 

That in the opinion of this congress the laws 
Telating to bilis of exchange should be made 
uniform in the British Empire; also that uniform- 
ity with the laws of continental powers should, 
ied practicable, be established internation- 
ally. 

The resolution of Mr. Parrault of Mon- 
treal, in favor of a cable between Aus- 
tralia and Canada, and also the establish- 
ment of postal and telegraph routes be- 
tween Great Britain and her colonies and 
between the colonies themselves, was also 
adopted, as was also the following resolu- 
tion of the Montreal Chamber of Commerce: 

Whereas, A reduction in postal rates would 
facilitate and increase the commercial relations 
of the mother country and her mary colonies 

and possessions. and 

Whereas, The local rates of these several colo- 
nies must necessarily vary according to their 
Special conditions of existence, population, and 
transport: therefore, : 

Resolved, That an imperial postal union be 
organized on the basis of an extension of the 
local rates of each of the several Governments 
entering the union to the postal matter addressed 
respectively to these jvarious portions of the 
British Empire. 

Sir John Lubbock, M. P., submitted a 
resolution which excited much interest and 
a lengthy discussion. It said that Sir John 
Lubbock, Bart., M. P., in behalf of the 
London Chamber of Commerce, moved the 
following resolution in regard to arbitration 
for international disputes: 

That in the opinion of this congress the present 
gigantic expenditure on military preparations 
imposes an intolerable burden on national reve- 
nues and an immense addition to human labor; 
that the settlement of international differences 
by foree of arms is barbarous and unworthy of 
civilized nations, and that differences or disputes 
arising between different Governments which can- 
not be adjusted by diplomatic agency should, 
so far as possible, be referred to arbitration. 

Considerable opposition was manifested 
toward the opening part of the resolution, 
and it was so amended as to read: 

That differences or disputes arising between 
different Governments which cannot be adjusted 
by diplomacy should so far as possible, be 
referred to arbitration. 

The Croyden Chamber of Commerce sub- 
mitted the following, which was adopted: 

Resolved, That in view of the difficulties cor- 
respondents experienced in prepaying closed re- 
plies to letters sent to foreign countries, and 
especially the British colonies and dependencies, 
(a facility which exists in regard to open post- 
cards and telegrams,) the Council of the London 
Chamber of Commerce be requested, on behalf of 
this congress, to communicate with the imperial 
and colonial postal authorities for the purpose 
of recommending that the reply letter card (used 
by France and Ceylon for inland correspondence) 
be adopted by the British Imperial Postal Serv- 
ice, as a means of facilitating and increasing 
intercourse through the British Empire; that 
the reply letter card is applicable to inter- 
national communication in the same way as the 
open reply post card, and that the recent objec- 
tions raised in regard io it can be met; that 
at the Postal Union Congress to be held at 
Washington in 1897 the British and Colonial 
Postmasters General be requested to take steps 
for the evtension of the reply letter card to in- 
ternational postage as an efficient substitute for 
the oft-proposed international postage stamp, and 
less open to the objections raised on the ground 
of the financial difficulty involved. 

The Congress also adopted resolutions in 
favor of the formation of a Consultative Im- 

erial Council and of a uniform copyright 
aw throughout the empire. The Cougress 
adjourned at 4 P. M 

This evening a reception in honor of the 
delegates was given at the Grafton Galleries 
by the President of the Congress and the 
Council of the London Chamber of Com- 
merce. > 

The final sitting of the Congress will take 
piace to-morrow. In the evening the dele- 
gates will attend a special performance of 
“Faust”’ at the Covent Garden Theatre, 
which will be followed by a reception, given 
by Sir Augustus Harris, the well-known 
theatrical and operatic manager, and Lady 
Harris. On Saturday afternoon the dele- 
gates will attend a garden party given by 
the Earl and Countess of Jersey at Osterley 
Park, Isleworth, and in the evening will be 

resent at a reception given at the Imperial 
nstitute, South Kensington, by the Right 
Hon. Joseph Chamberlain, Secretary of 
State for the Colonies, and Mrs. Chamber- 
lain. At this reception the delegazes will 
meet the Prince of Wales.

A deputa- 
tion of West of England Congregational 
ministers, headed by the Mayor of Plym- 
@uth, went on board the Columbia, and 
presented to their American brethren an 
eddress welcoming them to the town from 
which the Pilgrim Fathers set sail in the 
Mayfiower. is address was responded to 
by the Rev. A. E. Dunning of Boston.

delegates from Great Britain. 

Admiral Hollmann, head or the Imperial 
Admiralty, in an address welcoming the 
visitors, incidentally referred’ to the Em- 
peror’s interest in naval affairs. The ref- 
erence was greeted with roars of applause, 
to which his Majesty, who was attired in 
the uniform of a British Admiral, bowed, 
apparently with much pleasure. The Eng- 
lish speakers’ subsequent references to the 
Emperor’s yacht Meteor, which has been 
covering herself with glory in English races, 
elicited a further furor, which was renewed 
wheh the Emperor departed at the close 
of the session. 

The spontaneity and heartiness of the 
ovation seems to have greatly impressed his 
Majesty. A dinner was given in the even- 
at the Kaiserhof, at which Admiral Holl- 
mann, Dr. Bosse, Prussian Minister of In- 
struction, and -others spoke. There was 
much enthusiasm. 





THE TRIAL OF DR. JAMESOR, 


The Grandson of President Krueger 
Testifies Against Him. 


LONDON, June 11.--The trial of Dr. Jame- 
son and his companions in the Transvaal 
raid iast December was resumed in the 
Bow Street Police Court, before Magistrate 
Sir John Bridge, this morning. 

Lieut. Eloff, grandson of President Krii- 
ger, who arrived here/last week to give tes- 
timony against Dr. Jameson and his fellow- 
officers in the raid, was called to the stand. 
Lieut. Eloff described Dr. Jameson's ar- 
resting and disarming him prior to the 
fight at Krugersdorp. Letters found in 
Jameson’s baggage, which was seized after 
the battle at Krugersdorp, showed, he said, 
that the saddles and ammunition used by 
the raiders had been forwarded by them 
from the Cape Town office of the British 
South Africa Company. 


To Consult with His Leaders. 

LONDON, June 11.—The Westminster Ga- 
zette says that Lord Salisbury has sum- 
moned a meeting of the leaders of the Min- 
isterial party to take place at the Foreign 
Office, on June 15, for the purpose of dis- 
cussing its position. The meeting was 
called, The Gazette asserts, in consequence 
of the discontent of many members of the 
House of Commons over the mismanage- 
ment of the legislative programme of the 
Government. The Gazette’s statement, how- 
ever, is not confirmed. 


Minister Taylor Not Seriously Iil. 


Paris, June 11.—Hannis Taylor, United 
States Minister to Spain, who is in this city 
on his way back to Madrid from London, is 
not seriously ill, as has been reported. Mr. 
Taylor is merely suffering from the effects 
of overwork, and a short rest in Paris will 
speedily restore his health. His indispo-i- 
tion gives no cause for alarm. 


A Bomb Explodes in Paris. 
Paris, June 11.—A clumsily made bomb 
that was loaded with gunpowder was ex- 
ploded this morning on the windowsill of 
a house on the Boulevard Haussmann. The 
damage done was small. The purpose of 
the explosion is unknown 


Condensed Cablegrams. 


—After an examination it has been found 
that the British ship Blackbraes, Capt. Chisholm, 
from Liverpool Jan. 20 for San Francisco, which 
put back to Montevideo on May 28 in a damaged 
condition and leaking, need not go into a dry 
dock. The vessel is not strained, but she must 
be lightened of 500 tons of her cargo in order 
that repairs may be effected. y. 

—Emperor William gave audience yester- 
day to the Marquis de Noailles, the new French 
Ambassador to Germany, who succeeds M. Her- 
bette, the late French Ambassador, between 
whom and the Emperor differences arose which 
rendered M. Herbette non persona grata. 

—The official cholera statistics show that 
since June 1 there have been in Egypt 761 new 
cases of cholera and 633 deaths, including 249 
cases and 230 deaths in Cairo. The disease 
continues to decrease. 

—The Reichstag Commission to which 
was referred the Civil Code bill has concluded its 
consideration of the measure, and has proposed 
that it go into operation on Jan. 1, 1900.

TIGER MADISON IS NO MORE. 


His Sufferings from Consumption End- 
ed by Chloroform. 





Madison is dead, and a host of friends 
mourns his loss. The number of persons 
who follow ‘closely the features of the Zoo 
in Central Park and note the arrivals and 
departures is not inconsiderable, and for 
over three months Madison, with his two 
tiger brothers, had been an especial at- 
traction for them! This was for two rea- 
sons: First, because Madison and his 
brothers had lived to see more days than 
any others of their kfnd born in this coun- 
try; and, secondly, because the handsome 
brutes were as good-natured and playful as 
well-ordered Bengals could possibly be. 

The oldest native Americans of their race, 
they were still cubs, only a little over a 
year old. They first saw the light in Madi- 
son Square Garden, where their parents, 
Jack and Maggie, were filling an engage- 
ment with Barnum’& Bailey. Jack is one 
of the largest tigers ever seen outside the 
jungle. Madison was named for his birth- 
place. New-York and Bridgeport are the 
names of the two surviving brothers, 

Madison caught cold in the Spring, and 
suffered from a most distressing cough. A 
physician was called in, and quinine. was 
prescribed. 

“We had to fool him,’ Keeper Winner 
said. ‘‘ We inserted five-grain capsules in 
a slit cut in the hunks of beef we fed him. 
Did it work? Well, for a while, but cat 
animals are very sly, you know. That:¢fel- 
low found out the trick, and when we fed 
him, he just pawed over that meat and 
shook it around until the capsules flew out.’’ 

After that nothing could be done. Madi- 
son grew thin and ate little. Consumption 
was doing its work. 

A consultation was called Wednesday aft- 
ernoon, and the decision was that Madison 
must be released from his misery. The cus- 
tomary method was followed. A large 
sponge soaked with chloroform was placed 
in a bag, and Winner, going into the cage, 
pulled the bag over Madison’s head and 
tied it on. Superintendent Smith of the 
menagerie assisted. Madison submitted to 
the ordeal with remarkable calmness. The 
body was subsequently removed to the Lem- 
tard Veterinary College, where an autopsy 
was performed. Death was ascertained to 
be from consumption. The skin was pre- 
sented by Mr. Bailey to the college.

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TEXT OF THE CONVENTION EX- 
CHANGED WITH GREAT BRITAIN. 


An Agreement by the United States 
to Pay Any Claims Proved Against 
Her—T-wo Commissioners to be Ap- 
pointed by the Two Nations to 
Decide on the Claims and Award 
Damages, if Any Are Found to 
be Due. 


WASHINGTON, June 11.—Following is the 
text of the convention between the Gov- 
ernments of the United States and Great 
Britain, providing for the settlement of the 


Claims presented by Great Britain against 
the United States on account of seizures 
of Bering Sea sealers: 


Whereas, By a treaty between the United 
States of America and her Majesty the Queen of 
the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, 
Signed at Washington on Feb. 20, 1892, the ques- 
tions which had arisen between their respective 
Governments concerning the jurisdictional rights 
of the United States. in the waters of 
Bering Sea, and concerning also the preservation 
of the fur seal in or habitually resorting to the 
said sea, and the rights of the efltizens end sub- 
jects of either country as regards the taking of 
fur seal in, or habitually resorting to the said 
waters, were submitted to a tribunal of arbitra- 
tion as therein constituted; and, 

Whereas, The high contracting parties having 
found themselves unable to agree vpon a refer- 
ence which would include the question of 
the liability of each for the injuries al- 
leged to have been sustained by the other, or by 
its citizens, in connection with the claims 
presented and urged by it, did, by Article VIII. 
of the said treaty agree that either party might 
submit to the arbitrators any questions of tact 
involved in said claims and ask for a binding 
thereof, the question of the ability of either 
Government on the facts found to be the subject 
of further negotiation; and, 

Whereas, The. agent of Great Britain did, in 
accordance with the provisions of said Article 
VILL, submit to the tribunal of arbitration certain 
findings of fact which were agreed to as proved 
by the agent of the United States, and the ar- 
bitrators did unanimously find the facts S80 set 
forth to be true, as appears by the award cf the 
tribunal rendered on the 15th day cf August, 
1893; and, 

Whereas, In view of the said findings of fact 
and of the decision of the tribunal of arbitration 
concerning the jurisdictional rights of the United 
States in Bering Sea and the right of protection 
of property of the United States in fur seals 
frequenting the isiands of the United States in 
Bering Sea, the Government of the United ptates 
is desirous that, in so far as its liability is not 
already fixed and determined by the findings of

'THE BERING SEA TREATY 


‘ 
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Meeting in Honor of the Memory of 
J. C. De La Vergne. 


The members of the North Side Board of 
Trade met in the Reformed Church of Mott 
Haven, at Third Avenue and One Hundred 
and Forty-sixth Street, last evening, to pay 
tribute to the memory of John C. De La 
Vergne, late President of the board, who 
died recently. The church was filled with 
personal and business friends of Mr. De La 
Vergne, and the services were impressive. 
They consisted principally of singing by the 
church choir, solos by Miss Guild and Mrs. 
Henrietta Speke Seeley, and organ selec- 
tions by Miss Wright. 

The Rev. G. Edwin Talmage, pastor of 
the church, offered prayer and then Tax 
Commissioner James L. Wells, who is Vice 
President of the North Side Board of 
Trade. delivered an address. He said: 


Although Mr. De La Vergne has passed to 
silence and pathetic dust, said Mr. Wells, his 
memory is cherished by all in this community 
on account of his high personal character, his 
unblemished reputation, his sterling worth, and 
his unselfish devotion and distinguished services 
in behalf of the north side. His inventive 
genius, his untiring energy, and his indomitable 
prcrenes have produced results which have 
venefited the entire civilized world and reflected 
additional splendor upon American industry. 

As a business man he commanded confidence 
and respect by reason of his sound judgment, 
his inflexible integrity, his keen foresight, his 
thorough mastery of details, and his progressive 
enterprise. He ‘was liberal and just in the, 
treatment of those whom he employed, and 
honest in his remuneration of their labor. His 
own employes bear willing testimony to this. 

The death of Mr. De La Vergne has also 
removed at a most important and critical timé 
in the history of the north side a man who 
Was a zealous, courageous, and successful cham- 
pion of its vital interests. Much of the mar- 
velous development of the north side during the 
past five years is very largely due to his com- 
mendable civic pride, his broad and liberal views, 
his wise and deliberate forethought, his re- 
markable ability and sagacity in managing men, 
his restless energy, his personal magnetism, his 
unswerving loyalty, and his fearless advocacy 
of our cause. 

The building here of his own great manufactur- 
ing establishment, and of others which his 
example or his influence attracted to this 
vicinity, has contributed largely to our general 
business prosperity has furnished employment 
for thousands, and has greatly promoted the 
erection of comfortable homes. 

Mr. De La Vergne was especially interested 
in the organization and the success of the North 
Side Board of Trade, and served it faithfully as 
President and on its various committees from 
the day of its organization until he was incapaci- 
tated from doing so by sickness. Among the 
many public matters appertaining to the north 
side to which he freely devoted a large portion 
of his time and energy were the improvement of 
our highways and the increase in the annual 
appropriations therefor, the completion of our 
final map, a single five-cent fare, and continuous 
trains on the elevated railroad, the extension of 
the elevated railroads to all sections of this 
district, increased facilities on the surface rail- 
roads, the location of the Botanical Garden in 
Bronx Park, the building of new bridges across 
the Harlem River at Third Avenue, Willis Ave- 
nue, and One Hundred ami Forty-ninth Street, 
the establishment of our Grand Concourse, and 
the successful celebration of the opening of the 
Harlem River Ship Canal. 

He was also largely instrumental in breaking 
down the long-standing and widespread preju- 
dices against this section of the city which too 
often existed in the minds of certain public 
officials. 7 

Mr. Wells then introduced Controller Ash- 
bel P. Fitch, who said: 


I am sure that I speak what is in the minds of 
many of those who hear me when I say that 
it is only with an effort that I can convince my- 
self that John C. De La Vergne is dead. To 
tany of us his restless energy and the active 
movement and life with which he invested all 
our mutual enterprises and endeavors were so 
much a part of our lives and our daily existence 
that it is hard to believe that he is gone, How 
large a place he filled this gathering evinces. 
No one of us, perhaps, can fairly measure it, 
because this was a man of many sides and un- 
usual wealth of natural endowment, and each of 
=. saw but a part of what he was and what he 
id. 

He lived not only at the right time, but at the 
right place. He came early to this metropolis, 
the City of Opportunity, where the chance is 


always greatest for the man of highest ability, 


and where brains and application have a ready 
and profitable market. In this whirl and move- 
ment of business and of commerce at the centre 
of all things in America, he was in his proper 
place. How well he filled it we all remember. 
I believe that all who did business with him 
or were employed under him admired and re- 
spected him, and were glad and proud of his 
success. He did a true man’s work in manly 
fashion. But to do a man’s work in business 
for his own success and advancement was to 
him, as it is to every man of public spirit, not 
enough. 

The impulse which he gave to — improve- 
ment in this vicinity may not be fully under- 
stood. But it is a fact that very much of what 
has been done and what will be done by the 
Citiy of New-York out of the common treasury 
for the improvement and the adornment of the 
north side had its inception and its only chance 
of life in the mind and in the ener of John C. 
De La Vergne. If I had my way the public im- 
provement in which he took the deep interest, 
and in which he was engaged in regard to at 
the time of his death, would bear his name, so 
that the De La Vergne Concourse would carry 
down to later generations some memory of its 
warmest advocate. 

And his friendship was not merely in social 
intercourse or in conversation. He turned it into 
every effort for his friends’ success and advance- 
ment that he could find. He was as ready in the 
service of friendship as he was in his own busi- 
ness, and no compliment pleased him as much 
as a call for advice or assistance from the men 
of whom he was fond. He was as. proud of their 
successes as he was of his own, and he has left 
in the hearts of many of us as a memory “as 
sweet as the honey in the honeycomb.’ 

The benediction was pronounced by the 
Rev. Gibson W. Harris of St. Ann’s Prot- 
estant Episcopal Church.

Dr. Depew went in his private car over 
the New-York Central Road, leaving the 
station at Forty-second Street at 6:30 
o’clock. No public announcement of his 
departure had been made, and some of the 
delegates had expected him to join them 
on their train, which will leave this after- 
noon. Dr. Depew is scheduled for a speech 
at the convention hall Saturday night, and 
he was compelled to make an earlier start.

STATE SLATES REVISED. 


Effect of McKinley’s Choice on New- 
York Politics, 


ALBANY, June 11.—There was an entirely 
different strain to the political tune about 
the Capitol to-day to that for some time 
past. This was the result of the assur- 
ance from St. Louis that McKinley was a 
sure winner. There was no divided senti- 
ment among politicians and office holders, 
They all harped on the same string—Mc- 
Kinley. 

Secretary of State John Palmer said that 
for some time he had felt that there was no 
stemming the McKinley tide, and incident- 
ally made a small protest to the sugges- 
tion that he succeed’Mr. Morton as Gov- 
ernor. Secretary Palmer will not go to St. 
Louis; neither will Controller Roberts. 
Treasurer Colvin is a delegate and will go 
with the crowd to-morrow, that he may get 
into the band wagon of eligible candidates 
for the Gubernatorial race this Fall. On the 
same train will be Superintendent George 
Aldridge, the boss of Rochester, who gave 
his Gubernatorial boom a great start by 
throwing the towpath open to bicyclists; 
Adjt. Gen. McAlpin,- who has been playing 
fast and loose with Gov. Morton in his 
anxiety to shine as a candidate for Vice 


President, has been absent from the city 
all the week. He will leave for St. Louis 
to-morrow, 

Col, George W. Dunn of Binghamton 
stopped here for a few:hours to-day. He 
was returning home from a conference 
with Mr. Platt, in New-York, and asserted 
that either Gov. Morton or J. Sloat Fassett 
would be the nominee for Vice President. 
He went to the fountain head in the in- 
terest of Fassett, but he did not divulge 
how he got the positive assurance as to the 
nominee for second place. It is believed 
here that Gov. Morton will not accept the 
second place on the ticket. He has had 
the honor once, and does not desire a sec- 
ond term. It is also understood that Mrs. 
Morton, who is.now in Europe, is very anx- 
ious for a return to Washington life. 

When Warner Miller offered his great 
Sunday resolution ‘‘in the interest of la- 
bor and morality” it was tacitly agreed 
that he should be either the next nominee 
for Governor or United States Senator. 
But he has broken with the State machine, 
and, being outside the breastworks, it is 
asserted the field is left open to Gov. Mor- 
ton, and that he will be the choice for the 
Senate if the Republicans continue their 
supremacy in the State Legislature. There 
is a strong sentiment that Morton should 
fe renominated for Governor and Charles 
T. Saxton for Lieutenant Governor. This 
result is to be brought about in this fash- 
ion: Those who believe It assert that when 
McKinley is nominated, he will naturally 
turn to New-York, which controls. the 
finances.of the country. He will appreciate 
that he needs the strongest sound-money 
man obtainable in this State to help him 
out. He knows that Gov. Morton has the 
confidence of the financial interests, and 
will ask him to run again and help him 
carry the Empire State. His pleading will 
be so strong, together with the patronage 
that Mr. Platt would get in the Federal 
administration if McKinley should win, that 
Gov. Morton will be forced to accept the 
situation and allow his name to go before 
the State Convention again. 





OBITUARY RECORD. 


Dr. Thomas F. Cock. 


Dr. Thomas F. Cock of Cold Spring Har- 
bor, L. 1., is dead. He was born in New- 
York City, July 1, 1819. His father was a 
physician in New-York for sixty years. Dr. 
Cock was educated at Haverford (Penn.) 
College and was graduated from the medi- 


cal department of the University of Penn- 
sylvania in 1840. He settled immediately 
after receiving his degree in New-York City. 
He was a member of the State Medical So- 
ciety, the Medical and Surgical Society, the 
County Medical Society, and of the Ameri- 
can Medical Association. He was also phy-: 
sician to the New-York Hospital and con- 
sulting physician to the Lying-in Asylum, to 
the Woman’s Hospital, and to the Infirm- 
ary for Women. He was twice married. 

Dr. Thomas Cock, his father, was Presi- 
dent of the College of Physicians and Sur- 
geons from 1855 till 1858, and, at his death 
in 1869, was a Vice President of the Ameri- 
ean Bible Society. The funeral arrange- 
ments have not yet been made, 


The Rey. R. B. Kelsay. 


The Rev. Dr. R. B. Kelsay, pastor of the 
Sixth Avenue Baptist Church, Brooklyn, 
died at his home, 93 Sixth Avenue, yester- 
day afterhoon after an illness of two 
months. He had just recovered from an 


attack of typhoid malaria when he was 
taken ill with pneumonia. 

Dr. Kelsay was the oldest clergyman in 
the Long Island Baptist Association, and 
at the time of his death was the Modera- 
tor of that organization, and Chairman of 
the Educational Committee of the Home 
Missionary Society. He was born in Pitts- 
grove, N. J., in 1843, and early in life be- 
’an to study for the ministry. After he 
was graduated he was called to the Baptist 
Church in Albany, and from there went to 
Baltimore,.and then to Passaic, N. J. In 
1861 he raised a company of volunteers and 
went to the front. He was taken ill with 
camp fever and did not recover until 1864. 
He was called to the Sixth Avenue Baptist 
Church, in Brooklyn, twenty-one years ago. 
He leaves a wife and two sons.

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CONFESSES TO ROBBERY 





JOHN OLDEN SAYS HE TOOK $3,890 
FROM THE METROPOLITAN CLUB. 


He Implicates Michael P. 
Formerly a Fellow-Employe—Both 


Men Indicted—Bankbooks Found 


Murphy; 


That Show Large Deposits in Sav- 
ings Banks by the Two Men—Old- 
en’s Story of the Theft of the 


Funds from a Desk. 


Two former employes of the Metropolitan 
Club, John Olden and Michael P. Murphy, 
were arrested Wednesday on a charge of 
having stolen the $3,890 that vanished on 
June 3 from the desk of John Callaghan, 


Superintendent of the club, and yesterday 
they were indicted for grand larceny. 

Olden made a confession to Capt. O’Brien 
of the Detective Bureau, and it is said 
that all except $400 of the stolen money 
has been or will be recovered. Murphy says 
he had nothing to do with the robbery. ’ 

Olden is twenty-one years old and lives 
at 303 East Sixty-fifth Street. Murphy is 
two years his senior and lives at 400 West 
Fiftieth Street. 

The stolen money was taken to the club 
on the day of the robbery by. Superinten- 
dent Callaghan, he having drawn it from the 
Plaza Bank for the purpose of paying the 
wages of employes of the club and other 
expenses. The money was in a satche!, 
which Callaghan placed in his desk. Hai? 
an hour after the money was gone, but not 
the satchel. 

The theft was at once reported to the 
police, and detectives were sent to th 
clubhouse. After making inquiries among 
the employes, the detectives suspected that 
Olden was concerned in the robbery. They 
had learned that Olden had made inquiries 
a3 to whether money could be identified, 
and also that he was friendly with Mur- 
phy, who had been discharged for steal- 
ing, and who had been loitering around 
the clubhouse at the time of the thefz. 
M.urphy, it is said, was caught by -a night 
watchman two months ago stealing a gold 
ring from a locker. He was threatened 


with arrest, but pleaded so hard for mercy 
that the watchman only sought his dis- 
charge. When Superintendent Callaghan, 
newer et) nears the a in the case, he 
ecure’ @ arrest of Murphy, who was 
held in $1,000 bail for trial. xf 

Olden and Murphy were closely and con- 
Stantly watched, and on the day after the 
robbery they were seen to go to the Bank 
for Savings, where Olden made a deposit. 
The next day the two men visited the Union 
Dime Savings Bank. The detectives learned 
later that on the day of the robbery Murphy 
had deposited $500 in the Franklin Savings 
Bank. While Olden and Murphy were under 
surveillance, they visited the race track at 
Gravesend, and also spent two days at 
Coney Island. 

Capt. O’Brien decided on Wednesday to 
arrest the two men, and they were taken 
to the Detective Bureau. There Capt, 
O’Brien talked with Olden most of the time 
for eight hours, and at 5 o’clock yesterday 
morning the latter admitted the robbery,- 
and implicated Murphy. Olden said that he 
and Murphy had been plotting the robbery 
vefore the latter was discharged. 

He saw Superintendent Callaghan place 
the money in the desk, and soon after he 
forced the desk open. He took the money 
from the satchel and went outside the 
clubhouse to give it to Murphy, as had been 
agreed upon. Not seeing Murphy, he wen 
across the street to Central Park and hi 
the bills under some leaves. 

When he was leaving the Park, he saw 
Murphy and told him where the money was. 
He then recovered the money and gave it to 
Murphy. When relieved from his work in 
the evening he met Murphy at the Aulice 
Hotel, at Broadway and Thirty-fifth Street. 
They remained in the hotel all night, and 
in the morning went to 116 Bast Forty- 
— Street and rented a room for $4 a 
week. : 4 

When arrested, Olden had in his possese 
sion a bankbook showing that he had de- 
posited $1,000 in the Union Dime Savings 
Pank, and he also had $30 in his pockets, 
Murphy had $11 and a bunch of keys. 

After Olden had signed a written con- 
fession, Capt. O’Brien took Murphy’s keys 
and examined the room the two men had 
rented. He found $1,185 in cash and a 
bankbook showing a deposit of $500 by 
Murphy in the Franklin Savings Bank. 
Clues as to the whereabouts of more money 
were obtained, and it was figured out that 
tne prisoners had spent about $400 of the 
stolen money. 

When Murphy was confronted with the 
evidence against him, he continued to de- 
clare that he had had nothing to do with 
the robbery. He said he had won the 
cash found and the money deposited in 
bank on the races on Handicap day. 

It was learned later that Olden had had 
$500 in the Union Dime Savings Bank, but 
that he drew it out on the day of the rob- 
bery. He had been employed at the Metro- 
politan Club for three months, and had 
charge of the members’ bicycles. Murphy 
was employed by the club for two years, 
and did general work. 

They will be arraingned before Judge 
Cowing, in the General Sessions Court, to 
day.

The 
start was made without a lining-up ma- 
chine, and consequently there was a te- 
idious delay of thirty minutes at the post, 
for which Hiddenite and Successful were 
chiefly responsible, though Inspirer_had 
something to do with the trouble. Even 
after the long wait, Successful was left 
wat the post wnen’ the horses were sent 
away. Salvado got off well, but his jockey 
pulled up just as the flag fell, and he was 
tin the rear of the field when the horses 
got in motion.

It was the machine that 
shad been used at the California Jockey 
Club track all Winter, and was very much 
flike all the others tried, except the Clarke 
machine. Flynn managed to get a per- 
m@ect start with it and without any delay.

fJengths, and won by that distance very 
thandily. Premier, who had been running 
yeasily in second place, came almost to a 
ywtandstill in the stretch, a fact which ena- 
teled Copyright to get up ye i the sec- 
yond money by a nead from cLaughlin’s 
yuseful colt. 

The Parkway Handicap, at a mile and 
van eighth, proved to be a mere exercise 
gallop for St. Maxim, who had only Au- 
melian and Dorian to beat.

McLEAN DEFEATED MARTIN. 


It Was a Great 25-Mile Race, and the 
American Lost by Inches Only. 


SAN FRANCISCO, June 11.—Latest advices from 
Australia report that at the cycle meeting held by 
the St. Ignatius Fair Committee at Melbourne 
the racing was exceptionally good. The twenty- 
five-mile Victorian championship had fifteen 
starters, including William Martin, the American; 
Porta, the Italian champion; March Matterson, 
Kuhle, McLean, and Turner. McLean, the ten- 
mile champion, led for a few miles, but at the 
thirteenth mile Martin took the lead. At the 


“eighteenth mile McLean caught up with Martin, 


took the lead, and held it to the finish, winning 
by 6 inches. Martin was second, and Turner 
third. Time—1:11:34 2-5. 

McLean, the winner, is a native of Melbourne, 
and has held the ten-mile championship for some 
time past. 

Martin being defeated by such a small margin, 
his friends found backing for him for a second 
race at the same distance with McLean. 

The half-mile (handicap) at the same meeting 
was run in four heats. Martin (scratch) and D. 
J. Walker (10 yards) ran a dead heat in -the first 
trial in 1:05 1-5. In the final Martin was not 
placed. A. H. Clinton (30 yards) won in 1:01. 

The match originally made between Martin and 
the stallion Osterley is off, Martin being debarred 
by the League of Victorian Wheelmen from con- 
testing. 

Harris, the English champion, at the meeting 
at which Martin was to have raced against the 
stallion, rode one heat against Osterley, in which 
he was decisively beaten. 


The Prices of Bicycles, 


In recent interviews with$several of the largest 
makers of bicycles in reference to the rumor of 
a@ coming crash in the prices of high-grade 
wheels, it appeared evident that the reduction is 
confined in most cases to bicycles that were 
listed at higher prices than those at which they 


were being sold to the public, and the manufact- 
urers, to establish an even selling price for their 
agents, reduced the list figures. The Remington 
Arms Company of this city have made a firm 
stand, announcing in their various advertisements 
that the prices of their 1896 Remington bicycles 
will positively be maintained, viz.: Road wheels, 
$100; tandems, $150. In an interview with a rep- 
resentative of this firm yesterday it was learned 
that they intended to enforce this rule, claiming 
that the margin of profit is not sufficiently 
large to allow of a cut in price, as the production 
of a high-grade wheel, in the true definition of 
the term, is greater in cost than is imagined by 
the general public. When asked if the prices 
would be the same in 1897, they stated that they 
did not anticipate any change, as the cost of pro- 
duction will not be materially lessened. Asked if 
other large firms would follow their example, the 
reply was that makers who are building strictly 
first-class wheels will maintain prices for the 
reasons already given. Most manufacturers ex- 
press the same opinion, and it is probable that 
there will be no break in prices by the promi- 
nent and more substantial manufacturers during 
the season of 1896. 


Brooklyn Night at the Carnival, 


A big hit has been scored by the cycle carnival 
now running in Madison Square Garden. Thou- 
sands of people have attended nightly, and the 
applause over the racing and other excellent 
features has been generous and deserved. To- 
night it is expected there will be a jam in the 


Garden to witness the presentation of prizes won 
in the great parade of last Saturday. Special 
arrangements have been made for this event, 
and it will certainly be an addition to the at- 
tractive programme. All the prize winners will 
be on hand in boxes specially reserved for their 
use. The races will be given as usual, and other 
popular features will be the *‘ Midway,”’ a game 
of polo, a drill contest between the crack clubs 
of Greater New-York, fancy trick riding by all 
the famous experts, and a sensational coast down 
a flight of stairs by the premier one-legged trick 
rider, Charles G. Kilpatrick. This evening has 
been called ‘‘ Brooklyn Night,’’ on account 
of the large number of clubs from that city 
scheduled to appear in the club contest. Sat- 
urday night will ,be ‘‘ New-York Night,’”’ and 
on this occasion it is believed the Garden will 
be filled with devotees of the wheel. The one- 
mile race for the indoor championship will be 
given on the closing night, and, judging by 
the previous races, this will be the crowning 
feature of the sport.

Ohio and Pennsylvania 
fleeces have been dull at 17@18c for XX and XX 
and above, 16c for X, and 18@19c for No. 1 and 
fine delaine. Michigan X is dull at 14%@l5c. In 
new unwashed there have been moderate sgles 
of Ohio and Michigan at 11@15c for fine and me- 
dium. Unwashed combing was in a little better 
request at 14@l5c for 4% and % blood. Territory 
and similar wools are quiet, with sales in the 
range of 7@13c, as to quality, including new Wy- 
oming at 9c, the scoured cost being 28@30c for 
fine and fine medium. New Spring Texas sold 
at 15c, or. about 30c clean. Spring California 
wool is dull, with small lots sold in the range of 
9@12c, as to quality. Medium and low pulled 
are in better demand, considerable super selling 
at 17@20c per lb. Australian wool has been 
quiet and prices are very little changed, though 
buyers can get slight concessions. Foreign carpet 
wools are in steady demand and unchanged in 
price.

THE “FRISCO” LINE TO BECOME A 
RIVAL OF THE ATCHISON, 





©. B. Robinson’s Acceptance of the 
Presidency of the St. Louis and 
San Francisco Means the Building 
Up eof a Strong Competitor for 
Pacific Coast Business—Atchison’s 
Loss Will Be ’Frisco’s Gain—The 
Change to Occur on July 1. 


Topeka, Kan., June 11.—With the induc- 
tion of Daniel B. Robinson into the Presi- 
dency of the St. Louis and San Francisco 
Railroad there is likely to be an impor- 
tant change in the aspect of competition 


for Pacific coast business. Heretofore the 
Frisco has been operated in conjunction 
with the Atchison. In the future the 
Frisco will be a formidable rival. 

Mr. Robinson will retire from the First 
Vice Presidency of the Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fé within the next two weeks. 
The sale of the St. Louis and San Fran- 
cisco Road takes place on June 27, and on 
July 1 the property *will pass into the 
hands of the new company, of which Mr. 
Robinson will be the official head. The 
headquarters of the’ President will be re- 
moved from Chicago to St. Louis. 

The following statement which was made 
by an Atchison Director at the time E. P. 
Ripley was elected President of the Atchi- 
s0n system is interesting, from the fact 
that his prediction has been verified almost 
to the exact date. He said: “A great mis- 
take has been made in selecting another 
than D. B. Robinson to the Presidency of 
the Santa Fé. No other man in the world 
can have so thorough an understanding of 
the Santa Fé and the territory through 
which it passes as he possesses. He is too 
big a man to occupy a subordinate position, 
and I am sure that he will not remain with 
the Santa Fé more than six months. 1 say 
all of this without in any manner reflecting 
upon Mr. Ripley, who is, 1 am sure, one of 
the greatest railrvuad men in the West.” 

There is a strong probability that some 
of the best operating men now in the 

tchison’s employ will sooner or later fol- 
ow Mr. Robinson into the Frisco service. 

The belief prevails here that General 
Manager J. J. Frey of the Atchison will 
succeed Mr. Robinson as First Vice Presi- 
dent. 





THE FOURTH AVENUE LEASE 


Mew-York and Hariem Directors Ap- 
prove the Terms of the Contract, 


At a special meeting of the Board of 
Directors of the New-York and Harlem 
Railroad Company, held yesterday, the 
terms of the lease of the Fourth and Madi- 
gon Avenue horse car lines to the Metro- 
politan Street Railway Company were ap- 
proved. The stockholders of the New-York 
and Harlem wiil vote on the ratification of 
the Jease on July 15. : 

Immediately after the meeting President 
Cornelius Vanderbilt issued a circular to 
the stockholders, containing the following 
statements: “‘The Board of Directors, at 
a meeting held ths day, authorized, sub- 
ject to the approval of the stockholders, 
the execution of a lease of its street sur- 
face railroad to the Metropolitan Street 
Railway Company for a term of 999 years, 
from July 1, 1896, at an annual rental, ex- 
clusive of all taxes, of $350,000, equivalent 
to 3% per cent. on the capital stock of this 
company, for the first five years, and of 
$400,000, equivalent of 4 per cent. on such 
capital thereafter. 

“The real estate now used for depot pur- 
poses at Fourth Avenue and Thirty-second 
Street and Madison Avenue and Wighty- 
sixth Street is included in the lease for a 
term of three years upon payment of taxes. 
The lease as proposed is the result of care- 
ful and mature deliberation on the part of 
the Directors, and its approval is believed 
to be for the best interests of all the stock- 
holders of the company.” 

It is not probable that any change in the 
motive power of the Fourth Avenve lines 
will be made this year. Should the. com- 
pressed air motor prove to be successful, it 
will eventually replace the horses on all of 
the Metropolitan Tracton Company’s lines 
in this city. 


Seaboard Air Line and the Mails. 

PORTSMOUTH, Va., June 11.—Capt. V. E. 
McBee, General Superintendent of the Sea- 
board Air Line, to-day gave out a state- 
ment in regard to the charges made against 
that company by the Post Office Depart- 


ment, in which he denies that his com- 
pany is responsible for the alleged padding 
of the mails by the shipping of public docu- 
ments under Congressional franks, or that 
the company exerted itself to induce ex- 
cessive movement of printed or franked 
matter during the mail-weighing period. 
Capt. McBee contends that, so far from 
having done anything to defraud the Gov- 
ernment or take advantage of defects in 
the postal laws or regulations for its own 
profit, the Seaboard Air Line has, in fact, 
Suffered loss from the handling of the 
mails and from discrimination against it 
by the postal officials. He characterizes 
the statement alleged to have been author- 
ized by the Postmaster General as unbe- 
coming and libelous, and courts a full in- 
vestigation of all the matters touched upon 
(in that statement. 


Boston Terminal Company. 
Boston, June 11.—The first concerted 
movement on the part of the incorporators 
of the Boston Terminal Company since 
Gov. Walcott put his signature to the 
Southern Union Station bill was made yes- 


terday, when the company was formally 
organized. President Bliss of the Boston 
and Albany was elected President, and 
Mr. J. W. Perkins, a Director of the New- 
England Road, was chosen Secretary. 
Then followed the acceptance of the terms 
of the act of the Le:;'slature, providing for 
the building of the st.tion and the adoption 
of by-laws and rule: for the government of 
the company. 

The next step to be taken is the selec- 
tion of a Board of Trustees, in which is to 
be represented the various companies in 
interest. These will be appointed at a 
meeting of the Directors of the several 
roads to be held during the next week. 
It is understood that the work on both the 
important terminals contemplated under 
the act will be under way within a week or 
two. 


Foreclosure Sales. 


The Jacksonville, Louisville and St. Louis 
Railroad, running between Jacksonville and 
Mount Vernon, was sold, at Jacksonville, 
Ill., last Wednesday, under a decree of the 
Federal Court of Southern Illinois, in fore- 


closure proceedings. Robert F. Kennedy 
and J. Henry Dunn of Philadelphia, pur- 
chasing committee of the Finance Company 
of Pennsylvania, the bondholders of the 
road, were the only bidders. The purchase 
rice was $250,000, which included incum- 

rances, equipment, franchises, stocks, &c. 
The sale of the Seattle, Lake Shore and 
Eastern Railway has been confirmed by 
Judge Hanford, at Seattle, who intimated 
to the objectors that they still had recourse 
to the Federal Court of Appeals, and as- 
sured ali creditors that their claims against 
the receivers would be secured by assets 
reserved from the property. 


Boston and Lowell Bonds. 


Boston, June 11.—At a special meeting of 
the stockholders of the Boston and Lowell 
Railroad Company it was voted to author- 
ize the Directors to issue $750,000 4 per 
cent. twenty-year bonds to refund a like 
amount of 6 per cent. bonds falling due 
on July 1, 1896. It was voted also to ratify 
the action of the Directors in issuing $500,- 
000 4 per cent. twenty-year bonds which 
were used to refund the same number of 
bonds which matured March 31, 1895.

EVIDENCE BEARING ON THE 
CHARGES MADE BY THE MAYOR. 


(Col, Kipp Tells How Many Times the 
Police Commissioner Was Absent 
from Board Meetings, of the Dis- 
posal of Complaints of Citizens, 

. and of Other Matters Pertinent to 


. the Case—His Cross-Examination 


by Gen. Tracy. 


!.%he hearing on the charges preferred 
Bgainst Police Commissioner Andrew D. 
[Parker began in the Mayor's office yester- 
ay without preliminary formality. The 
summons issued by the Mayor to Commis- 


sioner Parker Monday had evidently cleared 
the way for proceeding at once to bring 
put the facts, and no time was lost in re- 
peating or amplifying them. 

Col. William H. Kipp, Chief Clerk to the 
Police Commissioners, had taken to the 
City Hall minutes and records on which the 
charges were based. He testified from 
hem regarding the meetings of the board 
which Commissioner Parker had not at- 
tended and regarding delays in the final 
disposition of complaints, of which Com- 
missioner Parker presumably had charge. 
His examination had not been finished 
when the hearing was adjourned’for the 
day. It will be resumed this morning. 

Commissioner Parker walked into the 
Mayor’s office and looked about at dl 
o'clock, the hour set for the hearing. Com- 
missioner Frederick D. Grant was there, 
with a chair drawn up to the Mayor’s 
desk, but Elihu Root, who was to conduct 
the examination for the Mayor, had not 
arrived, nor was there any indication of 
readiness to proceed with the hearing. Com- 
missioner Parker thereupon withdrew to 
the front steps of the City Hall, where he 
remained chatting with friends until Mr. 
Root appeared. At the same time Gen. 
Benjamin F. Tracy joined Commissioner 
Parker, and the three entered the Mayor's 
office together. 

The office had then become comfortably 
filled. Corporation Counsel Francis M. 
Scott, Police Commissioner Avery D. An- 
Grews, Salem H. Wales, and Gen. C. H. T. 
Collis, Commissioner of Public Works, were 
prominent in the gathering. Thomas 
Byrnes, ex-Superintendent of Police, saun- 
tered in. Mr. Root welcomed him effusive- 
av, and he went through a siege of hand- 
shaking. Mr. Byrnes was seasonably 
dressed and looked as if life was going 
well with him. The proceedings lost in- 
terest for him in a few minutes. He could 
not have left the building when Commis- 
sioner Roosevelt arrived. Mr. Roosevelt 
bore no signs of a collision with Mr. Byrnes 
in the hall, other than a rudciness of face 
which might have .come from hurrying 
when he knew he was late. 

Salutations seemed friendly enough when 
the Police Commissioners and the lawyers 
took chairs at a long table which had been 
placed at the westerly side of the room, in 
a ‘line with the Mayor’s desk. This ar- 
rangement enabied the Mayor to occupy his 
revolving chair, with the desk at his elbow, 
and there was plenty of room at the table 
lor those whom the hearing intimateiy con- 
cerned. Commissioner Parker’s face showed 
no anxiety. He carned himself as if he felt 
that there was a good fight ahead of him, 
but that he was quite equal to it. 

The other Commissioners seemed more 
strongly impressed with the gravity of the 
hearing. It had been the first time that a 
Police Commissioner had been called to ac- 
count by the Mayor under formal charges 
in many years. Under the administrations 
of Mayors Smith Ely, in 1877, Edward 
Cooper, and William R. Grace such trials 
had not been uncommon. But proceedings 
against Police Commissioners Sidney _ P. 
Nichols, De Witt Clinton Wheeler, and Joel 
B. Erhardt, and against Gen. Alexander 8. 
Shaier, all contemplating removal from of- 
tice, occurred so hong ago as to leave only 
an unpleasant memory which the present 
action was calculated to revive. , 

Mr. Root went at the work for which the 
Mayor has engaged him as if his reliance 
were to be cold facts, which needed no 
warmth of rhetoric to make them convinc- 
ing. He had Col. Kipp produce the min- 
utes of the Police Board from last October 
until April. There were forty-six regular 
meetings and eighteen special meetings in 
that time. Testimony ran in this way: 

Was a meeting of the board held on Oct. 1? 
» who was present. A.—Commissioners 
se , Andrews, and Grant. 

)._Was Commissioner Parker present? A.—He 
Was not. 

With changes only in date, this testimony 
was repeated often enough to prove from 
the records that Commissioner Parker ab- 
sented himself from twenty-four regular 
meetings, having attended twenty-two, and 
from eight special meetings, having at- 
tended ten. 

Mr. Root proceeded to the second charge 
against Commissioner Parker—that he had 
neglected complaints of citizens until the 
department became properly chargeable 
with failure to enforce the law. Col. Kipp 
produced fifty-six reports upon complaints. 
They had been referred 10 Commissioner 
Parker in November. Commissioner Roose- 
velt, on Feb. 10, took them in hand, and in 
four days they reached the board, and were 
duly filed. Col. ——P said that he had no 
means of knowing what had been done with 
the complaints in December and January. 
All complaints from citizens were first de- 
livered to the President of the Board. It 
was his practice to apportion them among 
the Commissioners for investigation. 
Usually the Commissioners worked on such 
cases in rotation. 

In the third specification, relating to com- 
mittee work, Col. Kipp said that the stand- 
ing committees of the board were Commit- 
tees on Elections, Pensions, Repairs, and 
Supplies, and Rules and Discipline. Com- 
missioner Parker was Chairman of the Elec- 
tions and Pensions Committees. Chairmen 
of committees reported to the board. Col. 
Kipp knew of committee work only by re- 
ports. 

A single Commissioner, Col. Kipp said, 
tried members of the force, and the board 
passed on his recommendations in all cases 
involving a penalty greater than five days’ 
pay. Records of trials of Patrolmen John 
J. Kane, set for Jan, 9 and tried Jan. 13 
by Commissioner Grant; of R. J. Hogan, set 
for Jan, 30 and tried by Commissioner 
Roosevelt Feb. 20, and of John S. Connolly, 
set for Dec. 12 and tried by Commissioner 
Andrews Dec. 19, were marked for identi- 
fication. These cases were never acted on 
by the board, although Connolly was dis- 
missed on other charges on March 13. 
Sixteen other cases of patrolmen were sim- 
ilarly delayed or neglected. 

Col. Kipp identified fifty-six reports, pro- 
duced under the specification alleging neg- 
lect of complaints of citizens. These were 
the complaints of which Commissioner 
Roosevelt took charge on Feb. 10, finally 
disposing of them on Feb. 14, after Com- 
missioner Parker had been in charge of 
them since November. 

Gen. Tracy’s cross-examination began 
when the various documents for which Mr. 

toot had asked had been marked for iden- 
tification. Gen. Tracy inquired: 

Q.—What business requires the presence of all 
four Commissioners? A.—Promotions, retire- 
ments, and reinstatements. 

Q.—All other business can be done as well by 
three Commissioners as by four? A.—Yes. There 
is no necessity for four to transact routine busi- 
ness. 

Q.—Can you instance any occasion where the 
department suffered by the absence of Commis- 
sioner Parker? A.—No. 

Q.—A Commissioner can inform himself the 
Gay before of the nature of the business to 
come up at any meeting? A.—Yes. 

Q.—Is it, or is it not, true that Commissioner 
Parker frequently came to you in advance of the 
meetings to learn their probable importance? 
A.—He has done so, 

Q.—I suppose he was not the only Commis- 
sioner who sometimes absented himself from the 
meetings? A.—The others were away sometimes. 

Q.—How many meetings has the present Board 
cf Police Commissioners held since it was or- 
ganized, on May 6, 18957 A.—One hundred and 
thirty-five. 

Q.—From how many was Mr. Parker absent? 
‘A.—From forty-six of them. 

Col. Kipp said that he wrote up the min- 
utes of the board meetings from his notes 
taken in long hand. He had never heard 
their accuracy questioned. 

mn, Tracy referred to the document 
given out by the Commissioners on March 
17 in the resolution of Commissioner Roose- 
velt, answering the charges against the 
police made by a newspaper, and asked 
Col, Kipp if Mr. Parker was present at that 
meeting. Col. Kipp turned to the minute 
book and could find no record of his pres- 
ence. 


Q.—Did not Mr. Parker speak against that 

document being made public as a resolution of 

board? A.—I do not find it in the minutes. 

Q.—Well, if it should be shown that he attended 

that meeting, and that you are in error, would it 

not shake your confidence in the accuracy of your 
? <A.--The records are correct.

ent at the meeting of March 17, by refer+ 
ence to a resolution by which certain 
questions were to be referred to the Cor- 
poration Counsel; also by allusion to a 
cvontroversy between Capt. O’Brien and As- 
sistant District Attorney O’Hare, which 
had come up at that meeting. Col. Kipp 
said that Mr. Parker’s advice was usually 
sought in legal matters, but he stoodg by 
the record o 
ing. e 

Complaints of citizens, he said, were re- 
ferred by the Commissioner in charge of 
them to the Chief of Police. From in- 
dorsemenis on the papers, it appeared that 
the complaints passed from the Chief to 
the district Inspector, and then to the 
precinct Captain, who investigated them, 
usually correcting tthe matter complained of. 

Gen. Tracy tried to bring out that the 
rules of the force required that the com- 
plainant be informed as soon as action 
was taken. Col. =p said that was his 
impression, but he had no knowledge of it. 
He relied on the reports themselves for his 
information, when the coyrse taken by the 
complaints had been retraced to the board, 
reaching that destination in reports, with 
indorsements showing what had been done. 
Gen. Tracy asked: 

Q.—If all these complaints were referred in the 
way indicated and were investigated, and if the 
complainants were notified promptly, then the 
only fault that could be found would be in the 
delay in notifying the full board and in having 
the complaints and reports filed? A.—Yes. 

Q.—Are you able to say that in any single 
case of those now produced the subject of com- 
plaint was not promptly corrected, and that the 
complainant was not notified? A.—I cannot say 
without examining the papers. 

Col. Kipp willingly admitted that if the 
complainants had been notified there was 
no necessity of a second notice by the 
boarg. The only purpose tp be served by 
such a notice would be to inform the com- 
plainant that the board had ordered a copy 
of the report sent to him. Gen. Tracy dis- 
sected several reports, in which it appeared 
that complaints received prompt atten- 
tion, and that the complainants knew of 
it at once. He asked: 

Q.—Can you imagine what use there could be in 
sending out reports to complajnants three months 
after action had been takenj when complainants, 
who knew at the time of the action, had prob- 
ably forgotten all about it? A.—Only to inform 
the complainant of the action of the board, . 

Q.—What was that information? A.—That the 
oer had ordered a copy of the report sent to 
nim. 

Q.—Then the only neglect of duty was neglect 
to advise the board that complaints had received 
attention? 

Mr. Root objected to this question and the 
Mayor sustained him. ‘“ The board had 
no opportunity,’’ Mr. Root said, “ to know 
what had been done. No report of investi- 
gation reached it. It had no knowledge 
that the rights of complainants were re- 
spected,”’ ° 

“Are you speaking to the Mayor or to 
the press?’’ asked Gen. Tracy. 

“I am speaking to a Greater New-York 
Commissioner,’’ Mr. Root replied, ‘* who, I 
am sure, will not be so unmindful of his 
duty as to keep apart from his associates 
in the work of framing the charter for the 
greater city, and leave them in ignorance 
for three months of the results of any task 
assigned to him.” 

Col. Grant will probably be examined to- 
day, for he will start for St. Louis to-mor- 
row, to be absent a week. 





CITY TAKES LAND UNDER WATER. 


Many Property Holders in Annexed 
District Will Be Affected. 


At its weekly meeting yesterday the Board 
of Dock Commissioners adopted resolutions 
which will affect many property holders in 
the annexed district. By the resolutions 
the city takes possession of land under 
water in the towns of Westchester, East 
Chester, Wakefield, and Pelham and lays 
claim to similar property on Westchester 
Creek, Bronx River, Long Island Sound, 
Wilkins Creek, and East Chester Creek. 

The Dock Board finds its warrant for the 
act in the law of 1895 annexing the dis- 


tricts mentioned. Section 3 of that act 
provides that: 


Under and by virtue of the ancient charters 
and patents of the said towns of Westchester, 
East Chester, and Pelham title to all the 
lands under water between high and low 
Water mark adjacent to the uplands of 
Said towns, together with the lands under water 
in all rivers, creeks, harbors, waters, lakes, 
&c., was vested in said towns, and under and 
pursuant to the provisions of said act herein- 
before set forth, title to the same became vested 
in the Mayor, Aldermen, and Commonalty of 
the City of New-York, except to such portions 
of the lands under water as may have been 
aliened, granted, or sold by the said respective 
ivwhies 
Under the provisions of Section 711 of Chapter 
410 of the Laws of 1882, the Department of Docks 
is vested with the exclusive charge and control 
of all wharf property belonging to the Corpora- 
tion of the City of New-York, including all 
wharves, piers, bulkheads, and structures there- 
on and waters adjacent thereto, and all the slips, 
basins, docks, water fronts, land under water, 
and structures thereon, and the appurtenances, 
easements, uses, revisions, and rights belonging 
thereto which are now owned or possessed by said 
corporation, or to which said corporation is or 
may become entitled, or which said corporation 
may acquire under the provisions hereof or 
vtherwise, and said department is also vested 
with exclusive charge and control of the repair- 
ing building, rebuilding, maintaining, altering, 
strengthening, leasing, and protecting said 
property and every part thereof, and of all the 
cleaning, dredging, deepening necessary in and 
about the same. And said department is also 
invested with the exclusive guvernment and 
regulation of all wharves, piers, bulkheads, and 
structures thereon and waters adjacent thereto, 
and all the basins, slips, and docks wit hthe 
land under water in said city not owned by said 
corporation. . 

The Dock Board therefore resolved ‘“ that 
that portion of the towns of East Ches- 
ter and Pelham, and the town of West- 
chester, annexed to the’ City of New-York, 
under and pursuant to the provisions of 
said act, be hereby declared to constitute, 
and shall be known hereafter as, wharfage 
district of the City and County of New- 
York.’”” The board further ordered that 
the Superintendent of Docks be hereby di- 
rected to assign a dockmaster to take 
cares and control of the wharfage dis- 
trict. 

The property affected has been held un- 
der grants from the State Land Commis- 
sioners by a number of families. The list 
includes the names of C. Oliver Iselin, 
Pierre Lorillard, Jr., F. C. Havemeyer, 
Miss Cora Morris, and the Country Club 
Land Association. 


BURIED A BODY NOT THEIR SON’S. 





Mr. and Mrs. Dorlan Had Identified a 
Philadelphia Suicide, 


Mr. and Mrs. Henry E. Dorlan of 129 Jef- 
ferson Avenue, Brooklyn, on Wednesday 
morning buried, in the cemetery at Rock- 
ville Centre, L. 1, a body which they be- 
lieved was that of their son Edwin, who 
was supposed to have committed suicide at 
Philadelphia. Thomas T. Dollard of that 
city had notified the Dorlan family of the 
affair, and at their request the body was 
brought on. 

When the family had returned from the 
Long Island cemetery they received a tele- 
gram from Mr. Dollard, in which he said 
that the body that had been sent to Brook- 
lyn was not that of their son. Young Do/- 
lan was alive and had written to Mr. DWul- 
lard from Harrington, Del. 

Frank S. Henderson, the undertaker who 
had charge of the funeral, said that all the 
members of the Dorlan family had identified 
the body as that of Edwin Dorlan, who had 
gone to Philadelphia some years ago. 

The body which was buried at Rockville 
Gentre was that of a young man who com- 
mitted suicide in Fairmount Park, Philadel- 
phia, last Wednesday.

POINTS MR, McINTYRE SOUGHT FROM 
FERDINAND WILCKES,. 


Insinuates that He Believes Witness 
Supplied Mrs. Fleming with the 
Substance with Which It Is Al- 
leged She Poisoned Her Mother, 
Mrs, Bliss—Tries Also to Show 
There Was a Pian to Get Her 
Fortune and Then Go to Japan, 


Very slow progress was made yesterday at 
the trial of Mary Alice Almont Fleming for 
the murder of her mother, Evalina M. Bliss, 
With the exception of the first half hour of 
the morning session, which was occupied 
by th nclusion of the expert testimony 


of Prof. Vaughn, the entire day was de- 
voted to the direct examination by the 
prosecution of Ferdinand Wilckes, the re- 
puted father of two of Mrs. Fleming’s chil- 
dren. 

Mr. McIntyre, who conducted the ex- 
amination, hinted several times in the most 
open manner that he believed Mr. Wilckes 
supplied Mrs. Fleming with the substance 
with which it is alleged she poisoned her 
mother. Early in the examination he 
announced that he considered this witness 
an. adyerse one, and asked and obtained the 
Recorder’s consent to put leading questions 
to him. 

The effect of the evidence and the insinua- 
tions by the prosecution cannot be known 
until ‘after the verdict, particularly as all 
of it which related to the paternity of Mrs. 
Fleming’s youngest child was stricken out 
by the Recorder at the close of the day’s 
proceedings, and he announced his intention 
of considering over night whether all the 
testimony concerning a voyage to Japan, 
which the defendant and the witness had 
talked a good dea! about, should not be 
stricken out this morning 

A large number of letters taken by Act- 


ing Inspector McCullagh from Mr. Wilckes 
last September were marked for identifica- 
tion, but not read té the jury or offered in 
evidence. The prosecution evidently places 
great weight on the impression which the 
contents of these letters will have cn the 
jury if the Recorder permits them to be 
read. 

When Mrs. Fieming entered the court, at 
10:30, she had a hectic flush on her cheeks 
and a general appearance of having passed 
a night of worry and anxiety. In spite of 
that, she greeted Mr. Brooke with a cordial 
smile, and at once began to speak earnest- 
ly to him, 

Opening the day’s session. Dr. O'Sullivan 
resumed his examination of Prof. Vaughn. 
The Recorder interfered before he had 
gone very far. He thought that counsel 
for the prosecution should ask the hypo- 
thetical question forthwith. 

Mr. Brooke suggested that, as Prof. 
Vaughn had been in court during the trial 
and had heard the hypothetical question 
read to Dr. Fisher, the question might be 
taken as read and Prof. Vaughn asked to 
give his answer. 

This course was adopted, and Mr. McIn- 
tyre asked the witness, assuming the testi- 
mony given in regard to the death of Mrs. 
Bliss by the medical witnesses and others 
to be proved, and to be true, what in his 
opinion was the cause of death. 

“Acute arsenical poisoning,” said Prof. 
Vaughn, slowly and firmly. 

Mr. Brooke did not cross-examine the 
witness, and James Price, a clerk in the 
City Chamberlain’s office, was then called 
to testify that on May 23, $21,000 had been 
paid to Mrs. Fleming out of sums deposited 
there to her credit, and that two smaller 
sums of $318.75 and $150 had also been 
paid about the same time. 

Mr. Brooke objected to the reception of 
this evidence on the ground that its only 
purpose could be to show motive, and that 
motive could not~ be shown by anything 
done in 1896 for anything done in 1895. 

Mr. Mcintyre said the prosecution pro- 
posed to trace the money released by Mrs. 
Fleming’s mother’s death into the defend- 
ant’s hands, and tne Recorder admitted 
this evidence as proper. 

Mrs. Leonard, the janitress of the flat 
where Mrs. Pliss died, was called for the 
third or fourth time, but did not answer. 
Mr. McIntyre said that he anticipated this 
conduct on her part from a conversation he 
had with her Wednesday evening. He asked 
the Recorder to issue an attachment to 
compel her to be present in court this morn- 
ing. The Recorder granted the motion. 

There was a stir in the cowrtroom when 
Mr. McIntyre called out the name of Ferdi- 
nand Wilckes. A pause followed the calling 
of Mr. Wilcke’s name, and then Mr. McIn- 
tyre asked that his bail be forfeited and 
that he be placed in the House of Deten- 
tion. 

As the Recorder was about to grant the 
motion, Mr. Wilckes came into the court- 
room. He is a tall, well-built young man, 
with a pointed blond beard and hair of the 
same color worn pompadour fashion. He 
wears eyeglasses. 

Mr. Wilckes said he was born in West- 
phalia twenty-five years ago, and received 
the Christian name of Ferdinand Christian 
Joseph Mary. He lived at present at 217 
West Fifty-first Street, but had previously 
resided at 415 St. Nicholas Avenue. His 
business was that of an agent for a Paris 
firm of metal exporters. He had held that 
position since 1889. 

‘“* Were you ever called Averill?”’ asked 
Mr. McIntyre. This question evidently re- 
lated to the name given to one of Mrs. 
Fleming’s children. 

**No,”” replied the witness. 

Mr. McIntyre asked the witness if he had 
ever been connected with a firm of drug- 
gists’ supply dealers, and was answered in 
the affirmative. He was not sure whether 
this firm kept a full line of drugs in stock, 
as he only knew about the glassware de- 
partment. He had studied chemistry, he 
said, only incidentally in connection with 
his attendance at a German mnasium. 

After these preliminaries r. Mcintyre 
suddenly asked the witness if he knew Mr. 
Heffner, the man who js to be called by the 
defense to swear that he heard Dr. €cheele 
say he had made Mrs. Fleming’s convic- 
tion a certainty. Mr. Heffner, who was in 
court, stood up, and Mr. Wilckes identified 
him as an acquaintance. 

The witness said he knew Mrs. Bliss and 
her two daughters, Mrs. Fleming and Miss 
Bliss, having met them at the house in St. 
no gage Avenue, where he had formerly 

ved. 

“Did you call on Mrs. Fleming fre- 
quently?’’ asked Mr. McIntyre. 

“Not since she has been arrested,” said 
Mr. Wilckes. 

‘“T mean before that,’ said Mr. McIn- 
tyre. 

“ Oh, yes.” 

The witness said he had staid in the 
Colonial Hotel one night, and could not 
positively remember whether he had signed 
his own dr an assumed name on the hotel 
register. 

r. McIntyre denounced the witness as 
an adverse one, because he had told him the 
previous night he would not testify te the 
truth of what he stated was true to Mr. 
McIntyre and Assistant District Attorney 
Miller last September. 

Mrs. Fleming, as this testimony was be- 
ing given, though her face did not show ar 
signs of deep emotion, leaned forward an 
to one side in order to gst a good view of 
the witness and to hear clearly what he 
said. Then foilowed these questions and 
answers: 

Q.—Did Mrs. Bliss ever charge you with the 
paternity of the defendant’s child? A.—No. 

Q.—Did you not state on Sept. 16 to Mr. ‘Miller 
in the District Attorney’s office that the de- 
fendant had said that her mother accused 
you of being the father of her child?” A.—Yes. 

Q.—When was that conversation? A.—About 
two weeks before Mrs. Bliss’s death. 

Q.—What was that conversation? A.—I decline 
to answer. 

Q.—On the ground that it would degrade you? 
A.—Yes. 

Some questions were asked by Mr. Mc- 
Intyre tending to show that there had been 
a quarrel between Mrs. Bliss and the de- 
fendant in 1893 or 1894 over Mrs. Fleming’s 
intimacy with the witness which caused the 
home in which the whole family lived to- 
gether to be broken up. 

Mr. McIntyre next tried to get the witness 
to acknowledge that he and Mrs. Fleming 
had a plan to abandon Mrs. Fleming’s two 
children here and sail for Japan and Paris, 
having first secured the ,000 to which 

, eming would some time become en- 
titied. 


Mrs. Fleming and Miss Bliss almost 
laughed outright when this question was 
asked. It seemed from subsequent testi- 
mony given by the witness that there was 
a standing joke among the members of the 
family and their intimate friends. They 
were always about to sail for Japan.

Mr. McIntyre was disappointed with this 
answer, which raised a general laugh in the 
courtroom. 

Mr. Wilckes was asked if he remembered 
receiving a letter on the morning of Aug. 

, 1895, from Mrs. Fleming, through her 
son Walter. He said that he did. A let- 
ter was shown to the witness by Mr. McIn- 
tyre and he was asked if it was_in the 
handwriting of the defendant. He said 
he supposed that it was, as he had received 
a similar letter from her on that date. Sev- 
eral other letters, the contents of which 
were not disclosed at the time, were shown 
to Mr. Wilckes and identified by him. These 
were all marked for identification. 

As Mr. Wilckes looked through these let- 
ters, Mr. Brooke objected to the witness 
being hurried. The Recorder overruled this 
objection. 

Mr. Brooke asked leave to state his ob- 
jection. The Recorder, looking through the 
window with his face at right angles to the 
counsel, said, curtly: ‘* No.” 

“Will your Honor not give me an op- 
portunity of stating my objection? yi 

“No,” snapped the Recorder. 

“TI except. to your Honor’s ruling in 
not allowing counsel for the defense to be 
heard.”’ 

The Recorder made no sign that he had 
yeard Mr. Brooke. 

Mr. Brooke, a minute later, asked to have 
an answer to a question repeated. The wit- 
ness spoke in a very low tone. The Re- 
corder astonished every one in court by 
saying: 

“No. We cannot go back.” 

“But, your Honor,” said Mr. Brooke. 
“the counsel for the defense has a right 
to hear what this witness says.” 

“It is on the record. I will not permit it 
to be read.” 

Mr. Wilckes astonished the Recorder and 
the counsel for the prosecution at this 
moment by announcing that he could not 
identify letters by looking at them, but 
that he must read them through to see 
what they contained in order to remember 
whether he had received them. 

The members of the jury seemed highly 
amused at this stre@ke, and laughed and 
ehuckled among themselves as if they them- 
selves were not the chief sufferers by the 
additional time which Mr. Wilckes took to 
go through the letters. 

“This is the mest interesting portion of 
the case since the exnert testimony,” re- 
marked Mr. Brooke, sarcastically. 

“Well, if you will admit that they are 
all in the handwriting of the defendant I 
will save time by putting them all in to- 
gether,” retorted Mr. McIntyre. 

‘““T would consent,” said Mr. Brooke sharp- 
ly, “if the letters were got in any other 
way than by a jimmy and a dark Iiantern. 
If anybody else but a policeman had ob- 
tained them in that way, he would be in- 
dicted for burglary.”’ 

This allusion was to the seizure of the 
letters by Acting Insnecter McCullagh, who 
went to Mr. Wilckes’s office, and when the 
witness voluntarily gave him one letter 
searched his pockets and his desk and found 
the remainder of them. 

Mrs. Fleming smiled at this sally, end 
was in such zoodi humor during the remain- 
der of the session that she had once or 
twice to raise her handkerchief to her mouth 
to hide her laughter. 

When the examination was resumed the 
witness was asked: 

yo ag you ever go to Stecker’s drug store? 
A.—Yes. 

Q.—Were you ever there with Mrs. Fleming and 
Miss Bliss? A.—Yes. 

Q.—Did you ever get powders there while in 
company with Mrs. Fleming? A.—No. 

Q.—With Miss Bliss then? A.—Yes. 

Q.—To whom did you give these powders? A.— 
To a Mrs. Lockwood. 

—— you a prescription for these powders? 
A.—No. 

Q.—And you always could get drugs at that 
store without a prescription? A.—No. 

Q.—Did Mrs. Fleming ever say to you that In a 
short time she would be in possession of funds, 
and that she would take you to Japan and ‘gay 
Paree,’* as she termed it? A.—She may. have 
said tt, but we never talked about money. We 
never mentioned money at all. 

The last question put to Mr. Wilckes by 
Mr. McIntyre related to how Acting In- 
spector McCullagh got possession of the 
letters. The witness replied that it was 
by a threat. This concluded the direct ex- 
amination. 

The Recorder ordered all the evidence 
concerning the personal relations between 
Mrs. Fleming and Mr. Wilckes and the pa- 
ternity of the child to be stricken out. He 
announced that he should consider the pro- 
priety of ruling out all the testimony about 
voyages to Japan and give his decision 
later. 

Mr. Brooke asked that the cross-examina- 
tion of the witness be deferred until after 
the letters were either accepted in evidence 
or rejected. The Recorder denied this mo- 
tion, but it was arranged that until the 
question of the letters was considered the 
defense should only cross-examine the wit- 
ness on other portions of his testimony. 

Before the adjournment the foreman of 
the jury sent a private communication to 
the Recorder, which was believed to refer 
to the necessity of holding night sessions. 

After Mr. Wilckes left the stand he went 
to where Mrs. Fleming sat and received a 
warm and congratulatory greeting from 
her. 


Chemist Scheele’s Bill Reduced. 


The Queens County Board of Supervisors 
has refused to allow the bill for $1,450 pre- 
sented by Chemist Walter Scheele for his 
work in connection with the Lalor murder 
case in Long Island City. The chemist ex- 
amined alleged blood spots on clothing be- 
longing to Mrs. Marv Lalor, the mother of 
the murdered man. He charged $250 for ex- 
amining these spots. Supervisor Dunton 
thought the bill excessive, and the Supervis- 
ors decided to cut the whole amount to $500.

The postal authorities at Washington are con- 
sidering thé extension of the surface railroad 
mail service in this city, Brooklyn, and vicinity, 
and a consultation regardi it was held in the 
office of Postmaster Daytén yesterday.

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CIVIL SERVICE REFORM ASSOCIA- 
TION ASKS FOR ITS EXTENSION. 


Gov. Morton Thanked for the Advance 
Alrendy Made—Asked to Give Fur- 


ions of the New Constitution— 
Urged to Have as Many Positions 
as Possible Classified in the Cem- 
petitive Schedule. 


Under instructions given at the annual 
meeting of the Civil Service Reform As- 
sociation, Carl Schurz and George Mc- 
Aneny, President and Secretary, respective- 
ly, of the organization, have sent to Gov. 
Morton a letter expressing a cordial ap- 


preciation of the advance the merit sys- 
ten has made under the latter’s adminis- 
tration. The letter. also asks the Governor 
to take such steps as will give further and 
full effect to the provision of the Consti- 
tution requiring that all civil service ap- 
pointments and promotions in the State 
“shall be made according to merit and fit- 
ness to be ascertained, so far as practica- 
ble, by examination, which, so far as prac- 
ticable, shall be competitive.” ri 

Several recent decisions by courts of the 
State involving this provision of the Con- 
stitution are referred to in the letter, which 
says: ‘It seems plain, therefore, that ap- 
pointments to all positions in the civil 
service of the State, in order to be legal, 
must be made after competitive examina- 
tion, except where the impracticability of 
such an examination in the particular case 
has been affirmatively proved. The courts 
have held also that the machinery neces- 
sary to the enforcement of the Constitu- 
tion in this respect exists in the present 
civil service laws.” 

In conclusion, the ietter says: 

The best test of practicability is actual ex- 
perience. In this connection we beg to call the at- 
tention of your Excellency to the recent action 
of the President of the United States in classify- 
ing under competitive rules all positions in the 
executive branch of the Federal service, with the 
following exceptions: Officers nominated for con- 
firmation by the Senate; private secretaries, not 
exceeding two each to the President and each 
Cabinet officer; Assistant Postmasters, Deputy 
Collectors in the six principal customs districts, 
and principal cashiers. It is to be considered 
that this standard has been adopted even in the 
absence of such a Constitutional mandate as now 
——, = a State, pe that it is hoped that 
one o ese classes will still b e 
excepted a, e taken out of the

Your action, completing as it 
would the work of civil service reform in this 
State, would remain historic, and, we believe 
with confidence, would be met with the grateful 
appreciaticn of the people.

HAGEL’S SUMMARY 





REVENGE, 


Charges Against Naval Officers Follow 
His Punishment, 


Hagel is a second-class machinist by rate 
and a seagoing politiclan. He donned the 
blue uniform of the naval service last 
Summer, and now there are a number of 
officers attached to the ram Katahdin who 
are sorry the recruiting officers sent him 
their way.. According to the officers of 
the ram, “ Hagel” is one of many aliases 
which the man has borne. They say that 
he has enlisted in the navy and deserted a 
number of times. Tired of life on the ram, 
he decided to go ashore a few weeks ago, 
and, hailing a shore boat, left the vessel 
late at night. 

Leaving ship without permission !{s a 
grave offense in the navy, and the trans- 
gressor rarely puts himself in the way of 
punishment by voluntarily returning to his 
ship. The officers of the ram were there- 
fore considerably astounded when Hagsl 
returned. When brought before Capt. 
Leary he handed that officer a bundle of 


papers. The papers were testimonials 
from Congressmen. and asked that the 
bearer be dealt with as leniently as per- 
missible. Hagel nevertbeless recelved full 
sentence for his misdoings. 

His next move was a surprise to the offi- 
cers. ‘‘ The most remarkable thing I ever 
heard of,” said one of them last night to 
a reporter for THE NEW-YORK TIMEs., 

Hagel’s checkmate was a letter sent to 
one of the Congressmen who had sought to 
befriend him.

Brooklyn Elevated Railroad Company

MR, BELASCO ALSO CALLS MR. FAIR- 
BANK AN OLD SINNER. 


“Playwright Becomes Excited in Court 
During the Trial of His $65,000 
Suit—Some of Mrs. Leslie Carter’s 
Letters, in Which She Tells of Her 
Trials While Preparing for the 
Stage—Talked of Suicide and of 
Having Gone Hungry. 


David Belasco, playwright, called Horace 
E. Deming, counsel for N. K. Fairbank, 
whom Mr. Belasco is suing for $65,000 for 
training Mrs. Leslie Carter, a liar, in Part 
V. of the Supreme Court, yesterday morn- 
ing. 

He became excited again in the afternoon 
and called Mr. Fairbank an old sinner. 

The attack on Mr. Deming’s truthfulness 
came while Charles L. Allen of Herrick, 
Allen, Boyesen & Martin of Chicago, Mr. 
Fairbank’s attorneys, was testifying. Mr. 
Deming was putting five drafts indorsed 
by Mr. Belasco in evidence. As he began 
to teil about them, ex-Judge Dittenhoefer, 
Mr. Belasco’s counsel, muttered: ‘Oh, 
you’ve got them. It isn’t like the checks 
Gilmore didn’t have yesterday.” 

Mr. Deming stopped in the middie of a 
word, turned quickly toward Mr. Ditten- 
hoefer, and, shaking his finger, exclaimed: 

‘“*I saw those checks.” 

“If you saw them,” retorted Mr. Ditten- 
hoefer, “‘you know you would have put 
them in evidence.” 

**I did see them. 
said Mr. Deming. 

Mr. Belasco had been straining at the 
feiters of self-control through this exchange 
of sharp words, but when Mr. Deming had 
finished his second declaration, the strength 
of anger conquered, and, springing to his 
feet and shaking his fist at Mr. Fairbank’s 
counsel, he shouted: 

“You're a liar, Mr. Deming. You know 
you’re lying. You never saw them.” 

Justice Giegerich rapped sharply, and 
geemed about to reprimand the enraged 
plaintiff, when Mr. Belasco, bowing grace- 
fully and a with a gesture of broad apolo- 
getic sweep, said: 

“I beg your pardon, 
myself.” 

He did not beg Mr. Deming’s pardon, 
but that ended the incident. 

While Messrs. Allen and Herrick, the 
only witnesses called during the day by 
the defense, were testifying, it was plain 
that the playwright was nervous. He kept 
himgelf in control with difficulty until the 
middle of the afternoon, and then, when 
Mr. Herrick was telling that Mr. Belasco 
had threatened Mr. Fairbank with scan- 
dalous publicity unless he continued to sink 
money in the production of ‘‘The Ugly 
Duckling,” Mr. Belasco, who was sitting 
behind Messrs. Dittenhoefer and Gerber, his 
counsel, leaned forward, with flushed face 
and clenched fist, and hissed: 

“ Fairbank, you’re an old., sinner. You 
dragged me into this, and then when you 
ot me in you sneaked. You sneaked right 
in the heart of it.” 

Mr. Fairbank’s face became of the hue of 
fire, but he said not a word. 

The missing-check ineident, which was the 
feature of Wednesday’s session, was not 
allowed to keep out of sight very long in 
yesterday’s proceedings, and several] times, 
whenthere was opportunity, bitterness in 
innuendo and retort on the part of counsel 
was evident. 

A reporter for THE NEW-YORK TIMES was 
asking Mr. Deming during the recess about 
the missing checks.

My clothes, as I told you, I must have. I 
require eight dresses and three wraps for the 
plays. It will ‘take’ $8,000-if 1 get them in Eu- 
rope. Aside from this, it will take $140 per month 
for my living and $35 a week for my voice, 
dancing, singing, &c. I cannot live on less than 
this. 

As it is, 1 don't have enough to eat—I have 
gone hungry more than once—but I don’t mind 
that.

THE REPAIRING OF CITY STREETS. 





Water Purveyor on Work Done and 
Improvements Needed. 


The anuuval report of the Water Purveyor, 
Edward P. North, was submitted to Pub- 
lic Works Commissioner Collis yesterday. 

Fifteen miles of streets were repaved last 
year, and Mr. North recommends similar 
improvements this year. 

He says that Second Avenue should be 
repaved from Twenty-second Street to the 
Harlem River. He estimates the cost at 
$552,400. 

Fifth Avenue should be repaved, too, he 
Says, because the present pavement is in a 
bad state. Many of the residents along 
Fifth Avenue, he says, want a wood pave- 
ment, which is the pavement of luxury in 
Europe. Mr. North thinks 1t should be used 
in this city on its best thoroughfare. The 
avenue can be paved with wood from Ninth 
Street to Twenty-ninth Street for $283,000. 

Seventh Avenue should be repaved, Mr. 
North says, in anticipation of the tearing 
up of Eighth Avenue by the Metropolitan 
Traction Company, in order to change its 
motive power to electricity. The repairs 
should extend from Thirteenth to Fifty- 
ninth Street. 

Both sides of the Boulevard, he recom- 
mends, should be repaved from Ninety-sec- 
ond to One Hundred and Eighth Street. 

There are 245 blocks of cross streets, the 
report says, needing repairs, and it will 
cost $2,400,000 to do the work. It is rec- 
ommended that streets immediately near 
hospitals and schools should be covered 
with asphalt, so as to lessen the distraction 
caused by street noises. About $1,371,560 
will be needed for this work, parochial 
schools not being taken into account. 

To make repairs needed immediately will 
cost the city $6,500,000, or about one-twelfth 
the amount spent in the past year in new 
buildings. 

gan sprinkling has made the as- 
phalt pavements a menace to life, Mr. 
North says, and he urges that some better 
system of sprinkling the streets be devised 
than that at present in.use, He says the 
lighting of fires cn the streets should be 
prohibited, as it destroys even the granite 
pavements.

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NEW EAST RIVER BRIDGE 


Vessels Ordered to Various States— 
Ships to be Clenned. 


WASHINGTON, June 11.—The Summer pro- 
gramme for the Naval Militia was given 
out at the Navy Department to-day. Rear 
Admiral Bunce, commanding the North At- 
lantic station, has been directed to detail 
as many ships as are available to carry it 
out. The programme is: 


One ship will go to Boston an July 11 to co- 
operate with the Naval Militia of Massachusetts, 
which will be on board the United States steamer 
Minnesota, in the lower bay. 

One ship will call at New-Haven, Conn., on 
Friday, July 10, to transport the Naval Militia 
of Connecticut to Gardiner’s Bay. ~ 

One ship will visit New-York on July 10, to 
transport the First Naval Battalion of New-York 
from the New-Hampshire to Gardiner’s Bay, re- 
turning Friday, July 15. 

The Naval Militia of Rhode Island will reach 
Orient Point, L. L., and go into camp on Sat- 
urday, July 11, and will be joined by the Naval 
Militia of New-York and Connecticut, the three 
States forming a joint camp with the two men- 
of-war in attendance for purposes of instruction. 

One ship will go to Delaware Bay to co-operate 
with the Naval Militia of Pennsylvania, which 
will be embarked on board ice boats loaned by 
the City of Philadelphia, and will make a re- 
connoissance of the lower part of the Delaware 
River, down to the Delaware Breakwater. The 
State inspection: will take place on Tuesda> 
uly 14, when the man-of-war programme will 
egin. 

One ship will be detailed to go to Tolchester, 
Md., where the Naval Militia of that State will 
bw oan on board the United States steamer 

ale. 

One ship will be detailed to instruct the Bat- 
talion of the East of the Naval Militia of the 
State of New-Jersey, and another to instruct the 
Battalion of the West, at Camden. It is prob- 
able that at the time: designated the Battalion of 
the East will be embarked on board of the Unit- 
ed States steamer Portsmouth, at Hempstead 
Harbor, and the Battalion of the West will be 
on board of the United States steamer Ajax, in 
Delaware Bay. ; 

Secretary Herbert has decided that the 
vessels of Admira! Bunce’s sauadron of 
evolution, officially known as the North 
Atlantic squadron, shall be docked and 
cleaned before-proceeding to sea to carry 
out the Summer programme of exercises. 
The Maine, the Raleigh, and the Amphi- 
trite will be docked at the Norfolk yard 
at dates yet to be fixed, and the other ves- 
sels will go into dock at the Brooklyn yard 
as follows: The Montgomery, June 11; the 
Columbia June 13; the Cincinnati, June 
17; the New-York, June 20, and the Katah- 
din, June 30. Orders to carry out this ar- 
rangement were sent to-day.

PUBLIC HEARING ON THE PROPOSED 
BROOKLYN TERMINAL. 


Citizens Offer Modifications of the 
Plans—John J. 
Street 


Commissioners’ 

Claney, the 
Board of Trade, Suggests that the 
Bridge End at Bedford Avenue— 
How He Would Overcome Difficul- 


for Grand 


ties as to Grade. 


Residents ot the Eastern District of 
Brooklyn had an opportunity yesterday aft- 
ernoon to present their views on the pro- 
posed terminal in that city of the new 
bridge across the East River. 

A public hearing was held by the. com- 
mission in the old offices of its engineers, 
at 3892 Kent Avenue, Brooklyn, and it 
was attended by about 200 persons. The 
Commissioners present were Andrew D. 
Baird, James A. Sperry, Henry Batter- 
man, and Salem H. Wales. , 

The only plan proposed by the commis- 
sion is to have the bridge run from De- 
lancey Street, this city, to a point in 
Brooklyn between South Fifth and 
South Sixth Streets. From the river 
front, it is proposed to continue the line 





more than twice the entire elevation we have to 
reach, and lower them again, in just one minute. 

Now, we don’t need elevators for the pedestri- 
ans, though I think we ought to have elevaters 
at Kent Avenue, at Wythe Avenue, and at Ber- 
ry Street for foot passengers and vebicles also. 
We don’t need elevators for the cars, although 
we might have them elevated, too. If we need 
them at all we need them only for vehicles, and 
we don’t need to lift them 155 feet at a time. 

By elevating the 25 feet, or less than one- 
sixth of the distance that the Chicago people 
can lift their 700-ton bridge in thirty seconds, 
we have an elevation of 45 feet to be overcome, 
and have 1,600 feet in which to overcome it, 
which should be done on less than a 3 per cent. 
grade. 

Mr. Baird corrected Mr. Clancy’s figures 
in one respect by announcing that the dis- 
tance from Bedtord Avenue to the pro- 
posed terminal was 720 feet, instead of 860 
feet. 

Frederick Scholes* announced himself as 
“the largest property owner on Bedford 
Avenue.” He wanted neither the Bedford 
Avenue terminal nor the Roebling Street 
terminal, but instead would locate the 
bridge at.a point some distance to the south 
and near Marcy Avenue and Rodney Street. 
He said that 90 per cent. of the traffic over 
the proposed bridge would come from the 
south, and 90 per cent, of its cost would 
be paid by the people living to the south 
of the.bridge approach. Therefore, he 
thought the approach, instead of curving 
to the north, should curve to the South. 
The plan suggested by the commission, he 
said, would make the entrance to the new 
bridge a ‘“death trap,”’ becayse a large ma- 
jority of the foot passengers would be 
obliged to cross the trolley tracks which 
it is eo to run across the bridge. 

J. C. Palmer, who represented property 
owners along South Fourth Street, thought 
that Mr. Clancy’s scheme was the best. If 
that were impossible, the plan presented 
by the commission should be adopted. His 
plea was against destroying values of long- 
occupied property to help along districts as 
yet largely unsettled. 

Lucius N. Palmer aiso urged the Bedford 
Avenue terminal. | 

Others who spoke were H. B. Scharmann, 
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of the bridge eastward to about Berry 
Street, and, after a curve to the northward, 
to run it in a straight line between South 
Fourth and South Fifth Streets, until it 
reaches the block bounded by the two 
steets last named, and by Driggs Avenue 
and Roebling Street. This plan provides 
for an objectionable curve, but was se- 
lected by the Commissioners because a 
straight approach would make necessary 
the closing of South Fifth Street. Their 
counsel advised them that they had no 
power to close the street. 

The opposition to this plan yesterday 
was chiefly from the Grand Street Board 
of Trade, an organization of business men 
in the Easten District of Brooklyn. It 
was contended that the placing of the 
terminal as far east as Roebling Street 
would injure property between that street 
and the water front, would divert trade 
from Grand Street, an established shop- 
ping centre for a large population, and 
would injure Bedford Avenue as a pepme- 
nade and residence street. These ob- 
jectors suggest that the bridge terminal be 
placed at Bedford Avenue, of at a point 
still nearer the water front. 

The chief objection of the commission 
to such a location is that it would give 
the approach to the bridge a grade of 
more than 4 per cent., which is too steep 
for traffic and dangerous for. surface 
cars. The plan of the Commissioners gives 
the approach a grade of about 3 per cent. 
It is proposed that the city secure con- 
trol of about seven city blocks, and make 
of two of them and part of two others 
a plaza.» The proposed plaza would in- 
clude the whole of the territory bounded 
by Broadway and Roebling Street, South 
Fourth and Havemeyer Streets, and also 
the eastern part of the two blocks bound- 
ed by Broadway and Roebling Sireet and 
South Fourth Street and Driggs Avenue. 

Mr. Baird called the meeting to order 
yesterday and explained the plan of the 
commission. 

John J. Clancy, counsel for the Grand 
Street Board of Trade, attacked the plan 
in a iong speech and suggested the Bed- 
ford Avenue terminal. He opposed the 
plen for the Roebling Street terminal, on 
the ground of expense, declaring that it 
would cost $2,000,000 to extend the ap- 
proach the 860 feet further, to Roebling 
Street. This extra expense, Mr. Clancy 
said, would not benefit a single person, 
because those who live above Roebling 
Street might just as well walk along the 
street to the bridge as to walk along the 
approach, while those who live below 
Roebling Street would have to walk to the 
termina] and then walk back. 

Placing the terminal so far from the 
water front, he said, would seriously affect 
property worth $25,000,000, and the loss 
would not be a gain to any other part of 
the city, because Roebiing Street could not 
be a business street in any event. 

The objection to the Bedford Avenue 
terminal on the ground of the steep grade 
Mr. Clancy met by a suggestion of 
elevators, on which heavy trucks might 
be lifted. In explanation, he said: 

We learn from the Chicago Commissioner of 
Public Works, W. D. Kent, that they have a 
bridge over the Chieago River at South Halsted 
Street the length of which is 108 feet between 
centres and piers. It weighs about 700 tons. 
Elevated by steam, twenty-five-horse power, the 
maximum height to which it can be elevated is 
155 feet clear. The time necessary to raise it to 
the highest point and lower it from the same 
point is thirty seconds each. The cost of main- 
taining this bridge is $3,600 a year. 

Here is a power to raise about eighty of your 
sugar trucks at one time—nearly as many, per- 
haps, as we have in the entire city—155 feet, or

Miss Clara Barton Says the Need for 
More Money Is Urgent. 


Miss Clara Barton, President of the Na- 
tional American Red Cross Society, in an- 
swer to a remittance from Brown Brothers 
& Co. of 59 Wall Street, Treasurers of the 
National Armenian Relief Committee, has 
just cabled as follows from Constantinople: 


Remittance received. Thanks. Our men are 
entering new districts and continue the distribu- 
tion of seeds, tools, and farming animals in 
order to prevent, if possible, famine next Win- 
ter. Contagious diseases’decreasing. Need very 
urgent, and opportunities for reHef limited only 
by funds. 

Spencer Trask, Chairman of the Exécu- 
tive Committee of the National Armenian 
Relief Committee, announced yesterday that 
a vast amount of good has already been ac- 
complished, and urged the. need .of. steady 
and generous contributions, in order that the 
relief work may not be crippled at this crit- 
ical time. ‘‘ The only practical way of aid- 
ing the Armenians,” he said, “is to aid 
them at once to get on their feet again 
whiere they are. All relief funds sent to 


this object, and nothing else.’’

MUST PAY A FINE OF £25,000 OR BB 
BANISHED THE TRANSVAAL, 


The Four Men Sentenced to Death iff 
South Africa to be Released—They 
Must Hereafter Take no Action in 
Political Matters in the Republic 
—The Decision Announced in the 
House of Commons Yesterday by 
Joseph Chamberlain. 


JOHANNESBURG, June 11.-The Digger's 
News asserts that the Executive Council 
of the Transvaal Republic, sitting at Pre- 
toria, has decided to release the four Jo- 
hannesburg Reform Committee leaders, 


Lionel Phillips, George Farrar, Col. Francis 
Rhodes, and John Hays Hammond, who 
were condemned to death and subsequently 
had their sentences commuted to fifteen 
years’ imprisonment, upon their payment 
of £25,000 fine each. 

PRETORIA, June 11.—It is announced that 
the terms imposed upon the four leaders of 
the Johannesburg Reform Committee, John 
Hays Hammond, Lionel Phillips, Col. Fran. 
cis Rhodes, and George Farrar, whose re- 
lease has been decided upon by the Trans- 
vaal Executive Council, require that, in 
default of the payment of a fine of £25,000 
each, they shall suffc: banishment from 
the territory of the South African Republic. 
The conditions of their release upon pay- 
ment of their fines are the same as those 
required to be observed by the other mem- 
bers of the Reform Committee, who were 
recently set at liberty, namely, that they 
shall abstain from interference in the 
politics of the South African Republic. 

LONDON, June 11.—The Right Hon. Joseph 
Chamberlain, Secretary of State for the 
Colonial Department, made an announce- 
ment in the House of Commons to-day, con- 
firming the report from Pretoria that the 
leaders of the Johannesburg Reform Coni- 
mittee, John Hays Hammond, George Far- 
rar, Lionel Phillips, and Col. Francis 
Rhodes, had been set at liberty by the 
Transvaal Executive Council, upor their 
payment of a twenty-five-thousand-pound 
flne each, in default of which they would 
be subjected to banishment from the Trans- 
vaal for a period of fifteen years. The 
Transvaal Government also stipulated, he 
added, that the men thus released should 
conferm to the conditions required of the 
other members of the Reform Committee 
who were lately released, that they should 
not in future interfere in any political 
movement in the South African Republic. 

WASHINGTON, June 11.—Secretary Olney 
this morning received a cable dispatch from 
Vice Consul Knight, at Cape Town, say- 
ing that John Hays Hammond and the 
other reform leaders had been released. 
They were fined £25,600, with no banish- 


ment.

fhe Grangers Favorably Influenced 
by the Character of the Crop Re- 
port—Sugmr Leads the Advance in 
the Industrials — Houses Which 
Sold on Wednesday the Heaviest 
Buyers—Mr. Morgan on the Cur- 
Frency Situation—Gold Exports. 


TuuRsDAY—P. M. 
The stocle market was strong all day, the 
losses of yesterday being fully recovered. 
The Grangers, notably St. Paul, were fa- 
vorably influenced by the character of the 
Government crop report published last even- 


ing, and they recoverea all of their de- 
clines of Wednesday. Strength also pre- 
vailed throughout the general railway list. 
Sugar led the recovery in the industrials, 
and closed 1% higher. Tennessee Coal and 
Iron closed 1% up, at 22%, and General 
Electric, Chicago Gas, Distillers, and West- 
ern Union ended each about a point high- 
er than yesterday. 

To-day’s recovery was due te buying 
back of stocks sold yesterday on disturb- 
ing rumors, which were subsequently 
proved to be without foundation. The com- 
mission house which was forced to sell 
the bulk of its holdings yesterday because 
of the calling of its leans was among the 
principal buyers of stocks to-day. The 
knowledge that Congress was to adjourn 
this afternoon induced considerable buying 
by traders, and was responsible for the 
strength immediately before the close. Mr. 
J. P. Morgan, who returned from Europe 
yesterday, was at his office to-day. He 
gave out a statement to the effect that Eu- 
rope was waiting to see the position this 
country would take on the currency ques- 
tion. If tthe declaration at St. Louis 1s 
unquestionably for the te ae of the 
gold standard, Mr. Morg is of opinion 
that an unlimited kmount of money will be 
invested by Europe in this country. Eu- 
rope, he added, will not accept a straddle. 

All the news, aside from the political out- 
look, was of an encouraging character. The 
weather continues to be ideal for the grow- 
ing crops. Railway earnings are not un- 
favorable, and grain receipts indicate ay 
improvement in returns in the near future. 
Exchange rates were slightly firmer, but 
foreign bankers were divided in opinion as 
io the probable amount of gold to be 
shipped on Saturday. Some houses esti- 
mated the probable shipments as high as 
$1,500,000, but others thought the outgo 
would be considerably less.

CHICAGO, June 11.—Enough excitement was 
concentrated within fifteen minutes near the close 
of to-day’s session of the wheat market to com- 
pensate for the inactivity seen during the greater 
portion of the early hours.

In connection with 
the bulge, something was mentioned regarding 
the precarious condition of the French crop, 
but, inasmuch as that topic has been under dis- 
cussion for a long time, it is scarcely to be be- 
dieved that the panic could be ascribed to that 
cause. It was just one of those unexplainable 
flurries’ which often enliven an otherwise dull 
and featureless session.

ment of the Custom House and the District 
Attorney, the firm of Pitt & Scott, Custom 
House brokers and forwarders, has been enabled 
to settle its trouble with the Government. About 
two years ago John Matthews of Pitt & Scott 
was arrested and convicted in the United States 
court on the following charge: ‘‘ Entering goods 
for export and then substituting dummy cases; 
exporting the latter, and canceling the bonds 
upon a landing. certificate showing export of 
the dummy cases.’"’ Both Mr. Matthews and the 
firm were adjudged -guilty of defrauding the 
Government. Matthews was sentenced to the 
penitentiary for a term of years, and the firm 
Was rendered liable to pay a series of heavy 
fines. There was a declaration of innocence on 
the part of the firm of any intention to de- 
fraud, and, after remaining under consideration 
for two years, the matter is now settled. The 
firm of Pitt & Scott pays the Government $250 
costs, and is released from ail other penalties,

The weather has been 
generally clear east of the Mississippi and in 
Rocky Mountain districts, but local showers 
are reported from Minnesota and thendée south- 
ward to Texas. Showers continue in Florida 
and are reported to-night from Maine. 

Generally fair weather will continue from New- 
England and New-York southwestward to the 
East Gulf States, with slight changes in temper- 
ature. Cooler weather and local showers are 
indicated for the Mississippi and Lower Ohio 
Valleys.
